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Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following report on the administration of 
the Talukddri Settlement Department for the year 1896-97. 

2. Mr, Quin held charge of the office till the 24th August, when he left 
to join his appointment as Administrator of the Porbandar State ; he ivas suc¬ 
ceeded by Mr. XUarmiehael, who held the appointment from the 26th August to 
23rd October, in addition to his own duties as Acting Collector of Kaira. From 

.the 24th October, to the 10th November he held exclusive charge of the Taluk- 
dari Office, and on his deputation, on Famine duty in Sholdpur, Mr, Robertson 
w'as put in charge of the office from the 11th November to 4<th Dec:nnbei', in addi¬ 
tion to his own duties as Assistant Collector of Ahmedabad. I have been in

3. A week after taking charge of the office I commenced my tour in the 
Sdnand Taluka to make myself acquainted Avith the local conditions of the 
Talukdari villages of which the revised jama Avas to ho fi.xed. Encamping at 
central places 1 visited 18 villages during December. The Avhole of January 
I spent at head-quarters (1) to read up and study the old records for the purpose 
of compiling statistical information regarding the 110 Talukdiiri Aullages of the 
Dhandhuka Tfiluka tlie revised jama of Avliich also Avas to be fixed, (2) to settle 
the knotty points relating to the Gangad debts and litigation, and (3) to 
enquire into certain applications for raising loans, for the execution of decrees, 
and sales of Talukdari estates and for the partition of shares. After gaining 
a sufficient knowledge of the past history of the Talukdari villages of Dhandhuka 
and disposing of the head-quarters otfice work, I again left for the districts 
on the 3rd February, and s])endiiig nearly months tliere, I returned to head¬ 
quarters in the middle of March. 

4. During my tour in the Dholka and Dhandhuka Talukas, I Ausited all 
the Aullages of the Gangad estate which are under Government management, 
arranging for the cultivation of nearly 350 acres of land which had long 
remained AA'aste, and giving orders after a personal insjaection for the construction 
and repairs of earthen embankments so much needed in the interests of the 
revenue of the Gangad estate. I also visited all the villages of the Gdmph 
estate for the settlement of several important questions after referring to the 
records kept at Gainph. All the Talukdari villages of the Dhandhuka Taluka, 
iuclnding Dodana in the north, Bdvaliari in the south, Pipli in the east and 
Ninama Harnia in the Avest, were also visited during this portion of my tour. 
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5. After clearing the work of the heatl-qnarters office it was my intention 
to visit the remaining villages of the Sanand Taliika before the end of March, 
but my appointment as a member of the Departmental Examination Committee 
prevented me from carrying out that intention. To conduct the examination 
I proceeded to Bombay on the 30th March, and returned from there on the 7th 
April. Immediately after my return I left for the districts and finished the 
inspection of the remaining villages of the Sdnand Taluka by the 16th April, 
when I returned to head-quarters to work up the materials which I had 
collected for the Jama Settlement Reports of the Dhandhuka and Sanand 
Tillukas. In the middle of May I again left for the districts, and after visiting 
Nadiad, Dakor and A'nand in Kaira and Broach, Anklesar, Kervada, Akiiod, 
Magncid and Jambusar in Broach, 1 returned to Ahmedabad on the 7th .Tune. 
During my tour in the Broach District the Talnkditrs of Dehej, Mdtar, Ker- 
vdda and Sarod personally interviewed me and communicated to mo certain 
details of which I have taken notes. 

6. In all I visited 12G ont of 357 Talukdari villages in the Ahmedabad 
District, examined the accounts of 11 Taluka Kacheris, reconciling mistakes 
and discrepancies, and supplying omissions; and arranged for the destruction 
of old records. The taluka accounts were on the whole found in a satisfactory- 
state. The boundary marks and village schools were duly examined, and the 
result of rny inspection is given below under the different headings. 

7. Appended are the maps showing my tour in each of the three districts 
of Ahmedabad, Kaira ami Broach. In coimecfciou with my return to head¬ 
quarters twice or thrice as above montionod, I would crave permission to refer 
to the remarks in paragraph 3 of the Administi ation Il.o[)ort for 1890-04, in which 
Mr. Quin points out that after a lengthened stay in the districts, a halt of 
some days is necessary at head-quarters when arrears of work can be cleared 
off with convenience and facility. 

8. During my tour I took occasion to meet the Talukdars and cultivators 
at the village cliowras and to advise them in the conduct of their 6vvn aft'air.s. 
I saw their dwellings and cattle, ascertained their wants, learnt their grievances, 
settled private disputes, Avliich taken in Law Courts would have ruined them. 
I have settled on the spot several land disputes and claims for maintenance, and 
have arranged for the education of minors, for the repairs of liouscs and other 
kindred matters. The mode of disposing of long pending tunidrs on the spot, 
after a personal inspection of the property in dispute, without the interference 
of Law Agents and interested persons, who not mifrecpicntly throw obstacles in 
the way of amicable settlement, was duly appreciated by the parties concerned. 
It has resulted in a cojisiderahle saving of cost of litigation and trouble whioli 
are inevitable when parties have to follow the camp of the Talukdari Settle- 
meat Officer from place to place with their Law Agents and other hangers-on. 

9. There has unfortunately been a succession of bad seasons as the follow¬ 
ing details will show. 

10. In 1891-92 the heavy rainfall at the beginning of the season caused 
considerable damage, wdiile the latter rains entirely failed. Cotton and wheat 
were below the average, and in many places the rice was a failure ; juvdr and bajri 
were on the whole fairly good. In 1892-93 the excessive rainfall did consider¬ 
able damage to the khanf cro])s, except in Broach, where the cotton crop was 
good : the yield of juviiri and bajri was poor in many places. In 1893-94 also the 
A/mand "cotton crops suflered considerably by excessive rainfall; the rice crop 
too was spoiled by a heavy fall of raia at the reaping time and the juvffr and 
bdjri crops were poor. In 1894-95 the excessive moisture caused by the 
heavy downpour of rain injuriously affected the cotton and wheat crops though 
it proved advantageous to rice. The yield of juvdr and bajri Avas scanty. The 
season of 1895-96 proved equally unfavourable. The rainfall Avas scanty and. 
the staple crops Avere almost a failure. 

11. Though the total rainfall of 189G-97 exceeded that of the previous 
year, it ceased ahuost entirely when it Avms most AA'anted in the months of Septem¬ 
ber and October. In Ahmedabad the produce of cotton was Avorse than that 
in the previous year ; it Avas from 8 to 10 annas in some places, but a good deal 
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less in others ; wlieat, particularly irrigated, was fair, being 12 annas crop; rice 
was in many places a failure for want of opportune rain, and juvar and bajri 
suffered much by the excessive rainfall in the early part of tlu; monsoon. In 
Kaira all the crops were worse than those of the previous year. In a portion of 
the Broach District cotton and wheat were fair, but the other crops were 
generally indifferent. 

The few smart showers that fell in Novcml)er proved beneflcial to the 
mhi crops in all the districts. The cultivators however did not lose heart and 
bore their inisfortuiK'S patiently hoping for better times, 

12. The prices of the staple food-grains juvdr and biijri rose considerably 
(Ks. 2 per niaund), and tlie poor clas.ses had consequently a very bad time of it 
indeed. The industrious and skilled cultivators, who raised irrigated crops, 
wore amply compensated by the high prices of wheat and other grains which 
ruled in the district for a considerable time. Most of the substantial cultivators 
had an amjile store of food grains with them which, however, they did not part 
with in spite of the tempting prices ruling at the time. 

13. The following table shows the total number and revenue of estates of 
all (lescriptious under management and of the Talukddri villages in Ahin(;dabad 
under revenue charge in the 5 '<;ar under rc'port and the preceding year. The 
different classes of estates show)i in tin*, table are noticed separately below:—

14. There w^ere 48 estates under management under Act VI of 1862 
the end of 1895-06. During the year under report 
tcii were released from the operation of the Act, four, 
owing to liquidation of tlie debts, and six, owing to the 
expiration of the period of 20 years’ management, as 
There now remain 38 estates under management. 

15. There wtis only one estate remaining under the control of tliis office at 
the end of 1895-96 owing to debts due to Government though released from 
management under the Act. This estate has continued under management dur¬ 
ing the year under report.

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16. Of the estates at present under management, as shown in Appendices 
I and lA, 

15 are managed directly by this office, 

23 are managed hy the Tdlukdars under the supervision of this office, and 
1 is managed by creditors under a special arrangement. 

17. The financial position of all the encumbered estates in Ahmedahad is 
shown in Appendices I and lA. An abstract of these statements is contained 
in Appendix IV. This shows that Rs. 3,559 were paid to private creditors and 
Rs. 12,847 to Government, and that a sum of Rs, 1,84,626 still remains unpaid. 
Of this amount Rs. 31,753 are due to private creditors and Rs. 1,62,873 to Gov¬ 
ernment. 

18. The payments made on account of debt settlement during the year 
under report and the preceding year are shown in the following table;—

19. The average payment for the year under report is 16*8 per cent, of the 
total sum due, the percentage of debt reduced being 13-9. The corresponding 
percentages last year were 9’5 and 6. The large percentage this year is due to 
the fact that a sum of Rs. 19,447 on account of the Bodana estates, though not 
paid, has been written olf on the completion of the term of 20 years. The 
actual payment and reduction are therefore 7’7 and 4-6 respectively. 

20. The amount paid on account of debt settlement during the year under 
report was Rs. 16,406 against Ra. 21,477 in the previous year. This decrease 
may chiefly he accounted for as follows ;— 

(1). The estate of Rudatal, owned hy Umaji, got cleared of all debts 
and had nothing to pay this year, while it paid nearly Rs. 1,500 in the pre¬ 
vious year. (2) The estate of Jhanjharka, owned by Ilarising, had to pay 
this year only Rs. 487 to he cleared of all debts, while it paid Rs. 1,000 in 
the last year. (3) The estate of Khambha, which paid Rs, 863 in the last 
year, could not make payments in consequence of the inability of the farmer 
to pay the amount of the farm before the close of the year. (4) The estate 
of Makhiav was not able to pay more than Rs. 2,000 for the reasons gi\-en 
in paragraph 22 below. 

Again Rs. 1,200 were paid to some Talukdars for expenses connected with 
death and marriage ceremonies in their families. 

21. At the end of the last year 34 of the mai aged estates were indebted 
to Government. One of these, the estate of Ilarising Raupatsing of Jhanjharka, 
paid off its debts during the year under report, and there remain 33 estates now 
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iiulobted to Government. Of tlieso, one has been no longer under the operation 
of Act VI of 1862. 

22. The total debt duo to Government by the 33 estates at the end of the 
year underreport amounted to Ks. 1,52,87*% of which Es, 41,898 were due by 
the Makhiav estate alone. The income of the Makhidv estate was Rs. 10,472 
against Es. 9,877 in 1895-96. Owing to the large expenses entailed by the liti¬ 
gation in connection with the Giingad succession case, in which the Th^kor of 
Makhidv was a party, it has not been found possible to pay more than Es. 2,000 
towards the reduction of the debt. 'I'his sum was not sufficient to fully cover 
the interest on Government loan for the year, and the result is an addition to the 
debt outstanding at the end of the last year. 

23. The estates of Boddna in Dhandhuka were released from management 
on the completion of the term of 20 years. Of the total debts (Rs. 40,196) 
settled at the time of the api)lication of the Act in March 1877, Es. 20,748 were 
only paid during the period of management, and the balance amounting to 
Es. 19,447 was struck off. The estates of Bela in Dhandhuka continue in a 
very unsatisfactory condition, but as the debt against them is due to Govern¬ 
ment, no difficulty is apprehended. In some of the Dhandhuka estates the 
amounts paid in liquidation of debt were small owing to the badness of the 
season. The estates in Viramgam are making fair progress towards the reduc¬ 
tion of the debts. No payment appears against the estate of Hariji Badarji of 
Sinaj in Viramgdm, owing to the non-attendance of the creditors to receive the 
amount (Rs. 627) ordered to be paid to them before the close of the year under 
report. In some of the Dhandhuka estates no recovery was made because the 
income was not sufficient to pay the instalments of debts. 

24. As regards the estate of Latifkhdn of Dholka, Government in their 
Resolution No. 3069 of 26th April 1897, have directed the publication of a noti¬ 
fication for the removal of the 8 Kasbdti villages in Dholka from the operation 
of Act VI of 1802. I have accordingly submitted a draft notification, and the 
villages will bo restored to the Kasbatis in due course. The village of Ndvda 
only will be retained under attachment, until after the revision settlement of 
the Dhandhuka Tdluka, in order to keep a check on the remissions which Gov¬ 
ernment have consented to grant. 

Encuvxhered Estates in Kaira. 

25. At the end of the last year there were 24 estates under management. 
No estate was released during the year, and the number under management 
therefore remains the same as in the previous year. 

20. Statement II shows the financial position of each of the 24 estates. 
An abstract of it is given in Statement IV, from which it will be seen that Rs. 12 
were paid to private creditors and Rs. 11,275 to Government, and that a sum 
of Rs. 1,09,834 remains to be paid. Of this amount Rs. 4,932 arc due to private 
creditors and Rs. 1,04,902 to Govcirnment. 

27. The payment made on account of debt settlement during the year 
under report compared with that of the previous year is as follows :—

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28. The average payment for the year under report is 97 per cent, of the 
amount due at the commencement of the year, and the percentage of reduction 
of debt is 6‘1 per cent. The corresponding figures of last year were 12‘32 and 
^'7 respectively. This low percentage is due to the payment of about lls. 3,000 
for the funeral and marriage expenses of certain Thakors and partly to un¬ 
favourable season. Again Rs. 300 ordered to be paid to a private creditor could 
not bo disbursed before the close of the year owing to a dispute raised by a 
third party. 


Encumbered Estates in Broach. 

29. There were three estates under management under Act XXI of 1881 
at the commencement of the year under report. The estate of Khand.ili was 
released during the year as its debts were paid off. Two estates now remain 
under the Act. The financial position of each of the estates is given in Appendix 
III, and Appendix IV contains an abstract showing that during the year Rs. 2,488 
were paid to private creditors and Rs. 1,639 to Government. A sum of Rs. 13,386 
is all that remains to be paid to private creditors, the Government debt having 
been all paid. 

30. The payment made on account of the debt settlement during the year 
compared with that of the previous year is as follows :—

31. The average payment for the year under report is 23-6 per cent, of 
the sum due at the beginning of tho year, while the debt has been reduced by 
23’3 per cent. The corresponding figures of the last year were 33-2 and 32'3. 
The smaller payment is due to tho fact that the estate of Khanddli had paid off 
Es. 4,000 in the previous year and it had only a small sum due against it. This 
was paid off. Again the estate of Jhanor paid nothing this year towards the 
debt settlement, the reason being that the claim on account of the Toda Girds 
allowance made against it was decided against it, and that it bad to make good a 
large sum which was appropriated in the previous years to the settlement of 
debts. The remaining estate of Magndd has, as usual, made a fair payment 
towards the reduction of its debt. 

Minors’ Estates. 

32. The administration of minors’ estates forms an important part of the 
Tdlukddri Settlement Officer’s work, requiring the utmost care and attention. 
Questions relating to debts, education, family dissensions, maintenance, marriages 
and such other kindred matters frequently arise, the settlement of which requires 
much tact, time and consideration. By continuous careful management the funds 
of the estates are^ gradually put on a satisfactory basis, and the conduct and 
education of the minors are closely and carefuUy looked after, but our efforts are 
frequently rendered nugatory by the vicious dependants, and the still more 
vicious and unscrupulous relations, money-lenders and others by whom the 
minors or their widowed mothers are constantly surrounded. 
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Cher, 


33. Tlicre were 44 minors’ estates under management at the end of 1895-96. 

Two were added during the year under 
report, bringing the total to 46 at the 
close of the year. Eight minors, noted in 
the margin, have attained their majority, 
and the nianageinent of their estates will 
be handed over to them in the current 
year. The number of estates will thus 
be reduced to 38. There is nothing 
particular to remark about any of the 8 estates that will soon be released, except 
that .5 of them are entirely unencumbered, and the remaining three are in a state 
of indebtedness. Of the new estates, Kervada in Broach is by far the most 
important of the entire estates under management.

34. Of the 38 minors, 30 are in Abmedabad, 3 in Kaira and 5 in Broach. 
Arranged according to race, 26 are Hindus and 12 Mussalmans ; of the 26 Hindus 
14 are Rajputs, 6 Koli Thdkardds, 2 Kunbis, and of the Ch4rans, Kathis, Vanias 
and Brahmans one each. The income of the minors varies from Rs, 16 to 
Rs. 39,842. The income of 18 is below Rs. 1,000, of 8 below Rs. 3,000, of 8 
below Rs. 10,000, and of 4 above Rs. 10,000. The property of the minors mostly 
consists of land which requires a constant and watchful looking after. As 
regards their financial position, 16 estates are unencumbered, and 22, particularly 
the smaller ones, are in debt.

35. The nine estates marginally 
noted deserve separate mention on 
account of their importance and pecu¬ 
liar circumstances. Except Dakor, 
all of them are entirely unencumbered, 

and arc amongst the most prosperous 
of the estates under the control of this 
office. 


36- Kerva da-—This estate consists chiefly of Viinta lands in the Broach 
district. It came under tho management of this department in September 1896. 
Its opening balance was Rs. 83,722; its income Rs. 39,842 ; its expenditure 
Rs. 34,442 ; and its closing balance Rs. 89,122. It has to its credit Governtnent 

S aper of the value of Rs. 45,000 besides a cash balance of Rs. 44,122 and 
jS. 3,396 invested in landed j)ro])ert.y. Steps are being taken for the safe invest¬ 
ment of the largo cash balance. The minor ])uld.bd,wa is at present aged 1 6 
years ; he attends the Wadhwdn T4lukdari School; he is intelligent, well behaved 


and anxious to learn. 


37. The circumstances under which the estate came under management 
and tile noticeable events that took place in connection with it not a long time 
ago are as follows :— 

Raysangji Bharatsingji, Thdkor of Kervada, died on 20th October 1891, 
leaving a widow and a minor son. Two days after, the Mamlatdar of A'mod, 
. acting under the orders of the Collector of Broach, entered the Thakor’s 
house, made an inventory, and took possession of the property left by the 
deceased, and locked them up in tho premises. The Thdkrdni thereon 
applied to the Collector for removing the locks and restoring to her the 
property, but on the Collector refusing to do so, she sued both the Collector 
and the Mamlatddr in the Court of the First Class Subordinate Judge of 
Surat for recovering Rs. 5,250 as damages for the wrongful seizure of her 
property and for its restoration. The Subordinate Judge ordered plaintiff 
(the Thakrdni) to receive Rs. 600 as damages and to be put hack in posses¬ 
sion of the property. On an appeal to the High Court, however, it was 
held by the Full Bench in March 1896 that the actions of the Mdmlatddr 
and the Collector were performed in their official capacities and that the 
Subordinate Judge had no jurisdiction to entertain the suit. 

38. While this was going on, the Collector applied to the District Court 
for a certificate of guardianship, but this application was opposed by the Thakrdni, 
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the result was that the Court rejected the Collector’s application, and the Thdk- 
rani, the mother of the minor, -was appointed guardian of his person and property. 
With the sanction of Government, the Collector of Broach preferred an a{)peal 
to the High Court against the appointment of the mother as guardian on the 
grouud that she being a j)arddh lady was not a fit person to manage so large an 
estate. The aj)peal was successful, and the High Court entrusted the manage¬ 
ment of the estate to the District Judge. Accordingly the estate remainod in 
the District Judge’s charge till 17th September 1896, when, on the representa¬ 
tion of the District Judge, tho High Coiu’t ordered the transfer of the inauagCT 
ment to this Department under Act VIII of 1890. 

39. The Thakraui had also, at the instigation of some intere.sted persons, 
filed a suit against the Collector of Broach to re(;over pjossession of certain orna¬ 
ments valued at about Its. 40,000, which, as mentioned above, he had taken charge 
of on the death of the Thukor for their better security. The Joint Judge of 
Broach, however, rejected the claim, and ordered that the ornaments slioiild 
remain in the possession of this Department till the minor attained his majority. 
Es. 10,000 in cash were also ordered to be made over to this Department. The 
Thakrdni was dissatisfied, but wise counsels prevailed, and she did not appeal 
against the order. The ornaments were taken possession of and put in the 
A'mod Mamlatdar’s treasury. Arrangemenfs were also made to bring the cash 
on the accounts of the estate. 

40. When at Hervfida T took oe(!asion to intervimv the lady and to explain 
to her the propriety and necessity of giving up usele.ss litigation so injurious to 
the interest of her only son. Tlie lady seenu'd intelligent (mongh to understand 
everything that I said, and to see how pernicious it was to lisltm to the ill-advice 
of interested persons about her. The matter so far has ended satisfactorily, and 
from what I saw and heard at Kervada, I am glad to be able to say that the 
efjtate is at present free from intrigues and family dissensions. 

41. The Thdkrdni is tbo daughter of the Tlirikor of A'mod, and she has, 
apparently to please her father, arrauge.d to marry her son and daughter in the 
family of the Thdkor of ATnod. The minor is to bo married to a daughter of 
the second son of the TTiakor, and tho minor’s sister to a grandson of the Thakor’s 
who has already been married and has children. I advised the lady to postpone 
the marriage of the minor till he came to proper ago. 

42. Da'kor. —^Jho Dakor estate belongs to the minor Gopalrao Manohar, 
by caste a Deshastha Braknian. Ho is the Indmdrfr of the village of Dakor 
and Kanjri in Kaira and the hereditary raanagcw of the celebrated temple of 
Ddkor. The estate came under the management of this Department in Septem¬ 
ber 1896. It was in an extremely embarrassed condition owing to prolonged 
and expensive litigation, and tho reckless and improvident conduct of the late 
I]iam(liir. A very careful management is therefore nciodod to restore it to a 
satisfactory position. Its opening balance was Es. 15,146, its income was 
Es. 30 , 077 " (Wausthan Es. 26,476, private E-s. 3,(502); its expenditure Rs. 34,225 ; 
and its closing balance Es. 10,998. A large y)ortion (nearly Es. 17,000) of the 
Sausthan income is spent in paying tho Dakor temple charges aecording to the 
decision of the High Court, Its debts amount in all to Es. 78,549 (Sausthan. 
Rs. 22,108, private Es, 50,441). There is no immediate prospect of making any 
payment towards the liquidation of the debts, as tho balance is required to meet 
charges of an appeal to the Privy Council, which was pending when the estate 
was taken eliarge of, and of which the cost is estimated at Es. 10,000. The 
Shevak’s appeal to the Privy Council against the decision of tho High Court in 
favour of the Inamddr and manager is still pending, but there is every likeli¬ 
hood of its being disposed of in the current year. With the sanction and 
approval of the District Judge of Ahmcclahad, arrangements have been made to 
engage cither Mr. Jardine or Mr. Latham, former members of the Bombay Bar, 
to represent the Inamdar’s case in the Privy Council. Tho work of preparing a 
brief for the use of Counsel has also been entrusted to a competent junior pleader 
of the local Bar under the District Judge’s sanction. The rules framed by the 
District Court for the management of the temple have not yet been finally 
approved. 
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43. When at Diikor I carefully enquired into the details of the minor’s 
affairs, and found that it was possible io free the estate to some extent by selli ng 
certain landed property which is almost unproductive. I am preparing a 
scheme for the liquidation of the debts for the sanction of the District Judge of 
Ahmedabud. I settled on the spot 8 or 9 land cases, most of which arose 
through personal ill feeling between the late Inamdar’s Karbhari on the one side 
and some members of the Dakor Municipality and a few townspeople on the 
other. In one trumpery case the Indmdar and the Municipality each spent in 
unnecessary and unprofitable litigation more than lls. 4,000. All possible 
causes of friction liowever between the Municipality and Inamddr, who is the 
owner of the Ddkor lands, have now been removed, and it is hoped that the 
municipal afiairs, as well as those of the Jmmdar, will go on smoothly. The 
late Indmdar left two w'idows, who arc at loggerheads with one another. Both 
reside at Dakor, and I took occasion to see them on ray visit there and settle their 
private disputes. The estate is put under an Upi i Kilrkiin on Rs. 40 per month, 
and is now free from the intrigues of old Kdrbharis and other hangers-on. 

44. The minor Gopdlrdo’s present ago is 16 years ; he is intelligent and 
well behaved ; he attends the Ahraedabad High school, and is reported on favour¬ 
ably. He is yet unmarried, and it is ho{)cd that his natural father, who resides 
in the Satara District, will not marry him till he comes of ago. 

45. Jhanor- —4'he estate of the minor Jitsing Bhiratsingji of Jhanor is in 
a prosporous condition. It came under the mauagionent of this Department in 
August 18 :s 7 . It has to its credit Government paper of the value of Bs. 2,000, 
besides lls. 1,03,102 invested in landed i)roperty. Its opening balance was 
Rs. 28,504 ; its income Rs, 13,008; its expenditure Rs. 13,413; aud its closing 
balance lls. 28,159. The chief item of revenue is the Toda Girds allowance of 
Rs. 7,000 received annually from the Olpfd treasury in the Surat District. The 
largo balance to the credit of the estate is due to the fact that a sum of Rs. 72,530, 
being arrears of 10 years’ allowance, during the pendency in the Civil Court of 
the question of the genuineness or othc^rwiso of the minor, was received in 1889-90 
from the Government treasury. The Tlidkor is aged 20 years ami resides in 
Broach with his tutor, who, the Collector of Broach thinks, is not worth much. 
The minor is said to ha rather too much under the influence of his maternal 
uncle and a vakil of the Broacli 0 jurt. Steps ar j being taken to remove the 
minor from the baneful surroun lings and to provide for an effectual supervision 
over the accounts and other details of the minor’s estate. 

46. Ma'tar.—The estate of M;rtar,consistingcbi 0 ilyofV’ftnta lands in Broach, 
came under the management of this Department in January 1882 on the death 
of the late Thakor Himatsingji, who left one son, the present minor, who was then 
aged 3 months. The estate is in a prosperous condition, and has to its credit 
Government paper of the value of lls. 17,000 and lls. 13,995 invested in landed 
property. Its opening balance was Rs. 24,215 ; its income Rs. 16,989 ; its ex¬ 
penditure Rs. 10,232 ; and its closing balance Rs. 24,972. The suit brought by 
some of the collaterals of the late Thakor contesting the genuineness of the minor 
has not yet be('n settled. It has been undertaken by some Vakils merely as a 
speculation. The lengthy trial of the suit has been closed, and the decision of 
the Joint Judge, Mr. Fawcett, is now awaited. The young Thdkor attends the 
Wadluviln T.alukdiiri School and favourably reported on. 

47- Dholka. —The minor D.idasaheb Bawasdheb, aged 14 years, is the son 
of Bawiisabeb Sardar Mahomed, one of the Kasbati TYilukdars of Dholka. The 
estate, consisting of 4 villages, waas under Act VI of 1802 till 1889, when it was 
released on the liquidation of the debts. No sooner was it released from manage¬ 
ment than the late Kasbati Baw;i.s:ibeb, the father of the present minor, contracted 
dciMs aiiiOLinting to about Rs. 6,000. The Kasbati died in December 1891, and 
the estate again came under the management of this Department in January 
1892. It.s income at the end of the year was lls, 9,870 ; expenditure lls. 9,817, 
including the payment made to creditors. 'Ihere was a cash balance of 
lls. 4,791) while the unpaid debts amounted to Rs. 3,000. Tlie^estate is therefore 
now in a solvent condition. The minor attends the Dholka school. 

48. Itojka-—The estate of Gagubha Dipsingji of Rojka in Dbaiidhuka was 
in a very embarrassed condition when it first caaie under the charge of this 
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Department iu l880. The total debt amounted toRs. 50,000, bearing interest at 
6 per cent, per annum. The whole debt has now been paid off, and the estate 
has to its credit Government paper of the value of Hs. 3,000 and a cash balance 
of Its. 3,485. Its opening balance was Rs. 4,029 ; its income Rs. 7,791 ; its 
expenditure Rs. 5,336, including Its. 1,284 on account of school charges, and its 
■closing bal-inoe Its. 6,485. Gagnhlia is at present aged 20 years, and is the 
father of two child: en. lie attended the Wadhwan Talukddiri School for 7 years, 
including the two years for which he remained in the first class. In April last 
he was under the Collector’s orders removed from the school and associated with 
the management of his estate. 

49. Sayad DCahomad- —'I'he minor Sayad Mahomad Sdlieh Bdw'dmia is the 
only son of the late Sayad Baw.-imia, a member of one of the best Mahomedan 
families in Gujanlt, and a spiritual preceptor of the Nawab of Junagadh. The 
estate consists of4 Inam villages in Jundgadh, which arc managed by the Jundgadh 
Darhdr on behalf of the minor, and some lands and bouses in the Ahmedabad 
district which are under the management of this Department. I’he estate is 
entirely unencumbered and its total income is nearly Rs. 8,000. Its opening 
balance was Rs. 9,257, and income of the estate under the control of this office 
was Es. 4,436; its expenditure Rs. 11,771, including Rs. 9,325 paid for the 
purchase of half village, and its closing balance Rs. 1,919. Half of the village of 
Vasodra in Sdnand already formed part of tliis cstati-, and the other half, which 
was in the possession of the minor as a mortgagee, has now been purchased for 
him, and thus the whole village now belongs to Sayad Mahomad Silheb, 

50. NaVda —The minor, Mohan Xathu, aged 19 years, is the son of a 
wealthy Viinia of Ndvda in Dlmndhuka, who was murdered in January 3893. 
The estate came under the raanagoraent of this Department in March 1894, 
It consists of lands valued at Rs. 24,000 in various Talukddri villages of Dhan- 
dhuka, and mouey claims on land and decrees amounting to about 2.J- Ides, Itg 
opening balance was Rs. 8,410 and its income Rs. 6,660; its expenditure Ks. 2,993 
and its closing balance Rs. 11,977. It has to its credit Government paper of the 
value of Hs. 4,400 and a cash balance of Rs. 7,577, the investment of which 
has formed the subject of careful inquiry. The minor, Mohan Nathu, possesses 
the instincts of a Vduia trader, and being able to take part in the management 
of his estate, he has been, under the Collector’s order, associated with the karkun 
in charge of the estate since April last, and ho seems to take interest in his 
own affairs. 

51. Nadia'd —The minors Kishordds and Kalidds arc the sons of the late 
Desdi Vaghjibhai Sdmalbhai, who was one of the most influential and respectable 
Kanbi Pdtidar of Nadiad. The estate, consisting of lands in 20 villages of the 
Madiad, A'nand and Matar tdlukas of the Ivaira District, came under the 
management of this Department in September 1890. It has to its credit Gov¬ 
ernment paper of the value of K.s. 12,000, besides Rs. 13,880 invested in landed 
property. Its opening balance was Rs. 16,442; i(s income Rs. 6,230; its 
expenditure Rs, 5,282, including Rs. 1,700 on account of marriage expenses, and 
its closing balance Rs. 16,390. Though the estate is entirely unencumbered and 
in a prosperous condition, the conduct of the eldest boy, Kishordas, and his 
mother Surajba has been a source of trouble to this Department. On the repre¬ 
sentation of the friends of the minors, Mr. Quin instituted coufidcutial enquiries 
to ascertain the truth of the comfdaint made, to him. The result has proved 
that the conduct of both the boy and liis mother is unsatisfactory, and that the 
latter has contracted debts to the extent of about Rs. 20,000, several of which 
are fictitious and fraudulent. 

62. I interviewed the lady at Xadiad and gave her distinctly to under¬ 
stand that not a single pie would be paid by the 'I’alukdilri Settlement Officer 
towards the liquidation of the debts contracted by Ikt in an objectionable 
manner w'ithout any necessity or occasion. Both the minors reside in Ahmed- 
ahad and attend the Ahmedabad School. 

63. The other small flourishing estates are those of Bdpumia of Viramgam 
and Deva Rdm of Vejalka, with balances of Ks. 6,417 and Rs. 2,3fi3 each 
yespectively. 
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54. Appeadix VI shows that taking together all the minors’ estates under 
the charge of this office, the total realizations during the year under report 
amounted to Rs. 1,53,408 as against Rs. l,l-'t,263 in 1895-06. Including the 
balances in hand at the commencement of the years, the figures are Rs. 8,61,251 
and Rs. 2,25,530, exclusive of the money invested in landed property, The 
total amount in Government securities up to date is Rs. 88,400; Rs. 1,30,975 
have been invested in landed property, and there is a cash balance of 
Rs. 1,35,355. During the year under report efforts were made to find invest¬ 
ments in mortgages on landed property for the surplus balances belonging to 
the different minors’ estates. Applications asking for loans on the security 
of landed [)roperty from the minors’ balances have been received and are under 
enquiry and consideration. The 'I’hdkor of A'mod has applied for a loan of 
Rs, 50,000 at 6 per cent, interest out of the Kervada balance. 

55. Only one application was made to the District Court to be appointed 
guardian of a minor’s estate with the powers of a Collector given to the Taluk- 
ddri Settlement Officer under Section 4 of the Guardians and Wards Act by 
Government Resolution No. 4369, dated 11th June 1895. No order has how¬ 
ever been passed on the application. 

Estates under Sections 3S0 and 504 of the Civil Procedure Code. 

56. The number of estates under management in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 320, Civil frocedure Code, at the beginning of the year under 
report was 299 against 312 at the beginning of ] 895-96. During the year 40 
were released from attachment and 72 new ones came under the control of this 
office, leaving the present total at 331. 

67- At the close of last year there were seven estates under attachment 
under Section 504, Civil Rrooodure Code. No fresh estate came under manage¬ 
ment during the year under report, but two were released, leaving five estates 
under the control of this office at the end of 1896-97. 

58. The total amount of the decrees remaining unpaid at the end of the 

year was Rs. 6,37,366 as shown in the 
margin. In Dhandhuka the decretal 
debts of the villages of Kbamiddna, 
Rojka, Anidli BMmji and Bfivliari 
amount to nearly Rs, 1,40,000 out of 
the total of Rs. 2,83,629. The villages 
of Khamidiina, Rojka and Aniali Bhitn- 
ji were once under Act VI of 1862, but 
were released on the payment of their 
debts amounting to nearly Rs. 50,000, 
Bavli.ari is hopelessly involved, the debts 
amounting to so much as Rs. 45,000, 
and the amount available for payment 

to creditors being only Rs. 1,200 per annum. The three other villages will pay 
off their debts within 10 or 12 years, the amount available for the liquidation 
of the debts amounting to nearly Rs. 83,000, being Rs. 7,000 per annum. 

59. In Viramgdm of the total amount (Rs. 2,36,301), Rs. 1,78,000 are due 
by the four villages of Bhankhoda, Saddtpura, Chanidr and Bhagapura, all of 
which were under Act VI of 1862, and released unencumbered after the debts 
amounting to Rs. 60,000 were paid oft. Sadatpura and Chaniar are hopelessly 
involved, the debts amount to Rs. 1,18,184, while the amount available for pay¬ 
ment to creditors is only about Rs, 5,200 per annum. Bhankoda and Bhaga¬ 
pura will be free from debts in reasonable time, the yearly amount available 
for the payment of debts amounting to Rs. 50,000, being Rs. 13,000, Except 
Giingad, the other estates, which though small are too numerous, do not call for 
any special remarks. 

60. Gangad.—^To extricate the estate of Gangad from its utterly embar¬ 
rassed condition has been a source of great trouble to this Department for the 
last 10 years. The end however is approaching. The weakness, both of mind 
and body, of the late Thakor Gagubha, the intrigues of the Karbharis, the mis- 
couduot of the other employes, the internecine ^quarrels of the sons, and the

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intrigues of the ladies effected the complete ruin of Gangad, one of the largest 
estates in tbe Ahmedabad District. It was once brought under Act VI of 1862 
for the liquidation of a debt of upwards of a lakh of rupees. This debt was 
paid, and the estate was restored to the Tlidkor in 1879-80. No sooner was it 
restored than the ThAkor began to contract fresh debts. The now debts incur¬ 
red in a space of about seven years amounted to more than two lakhs. These 
debts are increasing every year owing to the addition of compound interest at the 
rate of nine p'er cent. 

61. The late Th.lkor Gagubha died in January 1887, and the estate was 
placed under attachment for the security of Government jama. The succes* 
sion to the estate was disputed between the late Thiikor’s surviving son Nan- 
bha and one Juvdnsing, who set himself up as the posthumous son of Nanbha’s 
elder brother Bhi'iisahob, who predeceased his father. Suits were filed in the 
Court of the First Class Subordinate Judge of Ahmedabad. In the meanwhile 
Nanbha died, and the succession was contested between Juvansing, the pos¬ 
thumous son of Bh^isaheb and Ids cousins and uncles. After a protracted trial 
the suit was disposed of in January last by the First Class Subordinate Judge of 
Ahmedabad, who declared Juvansing to be the legitimate son of Bhdisaheb, 
and, therefore, entitled to succeed to the estate. An appeal has been made to 
the High Court on behalf of the Makluav minors, who claim to succeed to the 
estate on the ground that Juvansing is a spurious child. It is hoped that the 
appeal will be decided in the c\arrent year, and that its termination will bring 
about some improvement in the state of Gangad affairs. 

62. The question of the liability of tlio estates to pay the debts atnounting 
to nearly a lakh covered by decrees which la.st year Mr. Quin declined to 
execute further, as stated in paragraph 37 of the last year’s Administration 
Report, is still pending in the First Class Subordinate Judge's Court at Abmed- 
abad. The opinion of the Government Pleader of Bombay, llao Babddur Vdsudev 
J. Kirtikar, has been obtained on the point, and in accordance therewith this 
Department has filed an application contending that the estate is not bound to 
pay the debts of the late I’hakor, who had only a life hiterost therein; that the 
estate is governed by the law of primogeniture; and that the decrees against 
Ndnbha and others, who were never in actual enjoyment of the estate, which 
has been under the management of this Department since the death of the late 
Tbdkor, cannot be oxcoutod against the estate. The Subordinate Judge has 
framed issues on the points urged by this Department. 

63. The gross income of tho estate during the year was lls. 4<i,988 against 
Rs. 46,463 in 1895-96. I'he balance in hand at the beginning of the year was 
Rs. 16,261, and the amount actually realized was Rs. 44,209, making a total of 
Rs. 59,470, vvhilo the expenditure was Rs. 30,250, leaving a closing balance of 
Rs. 23,214.

A sum of Rs. 8,000 will be paid towards tho liquidation of the secured 
debts out of the balance that remained at tho end of the year. In spite of the 
payments (nearly Rs. 1,30,000) made by this Department since 1888-89, the 
debts have remained at the original figure owing to the heavy rate of compound 
interest which adds to tho amount every year, I have however succeeded in 
finding out capitalists to lend money to the cstat(! at a reasonable rate of inter¬ 
est, and every thing Avill be done to save the estate after the succession suit is 
finally decided by the High Court. 

64. The improvement of the condition of the estate has received careful 
attention. Rs. 1,029 were spent on the construction of bunds and Rs. 600 have 
been ordered to be spent on two utards. Due enquiries were made regarding 
tho water-supply of the villages, and in two villages where well water had 
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Ijeoomo hrackisli after a certain period, experimental wells were dug with a view 
to test the quality of water at different times of the year. If the water o£ the 
experimental wells remains potable for two or three hot seasons, steps will be taken 
to build paka wells on the selected spots with the help of local funds. The 
villagers take groat interest in the construction of wells, and they have promis¬ 
ed to take care of the exjierimental wells during the rains. No pressure was 
used in the recovery of the Tagilvi given in the past year. 

G.'i. The effects of tln^ new assessment introduced in the villages of the 
Gtingad estate in 1894-95 have not been as satisfactory as we expected, but 
this is due to a succession of bad years since the introduction of the now system. 
However from the enquiries made by mo during my tour I am led to believe that 
the system will, in the end, produce good results. The fixed land revenue shows 
signs of improvement; most of the intelligent cultivators appreciate the advan¬ 
tages of the bighoti system, and the opposition to the new system comes mainly 
from the old Karbhilris and Patels who were benefited by the bhdgbatfii 
system. I answered the objections raised by such people against the new system, 
and succeeded in letting out for cultivation waste lands assessed at nearly 
Rs. 1,500. There is every reason to hope that the revenue of the estate will 
increase by not less than Its. 2,000 in the current year if the season proves 
favourable. I visited in February last the now hamlet which was established 
in the waste lands of Shial. It was in a good condition, and the villagers had 
all that they wanted. The new settlors, numbering in all GO souls, seemed 
happy and contented, and they showed willingness to remain permanently at 
the place. 

66. The appeal in the Sliial-Bavli boundary dispute case has been decided 
by Government in favour of the Limbdi Harbdr, which gains a large area of 
land, nearly 4,000 acres, out of the G.ingad estate. It is under contemplation to 
submit a memorial to tho Government of Bombay for a reconsideration of the 
orders passed in their Resolution No. 6683, dated 22nd September last. 

3Iisccllancous Estates. 

67. At the end of 1805-90 there were 36 estates under this head. During 
the year under report 8 new estates were added, while none was released. The 
present total is therefore 44, Of these, 23 are in Ahmedabad, 13 in Kaira, and 
8 in Broach. Thirty-nine of them are managed under Section 28 of Aet VI of 
1888, ono under Section 20 of that Act, .and one under Regulation VIII of 
1827. The eight new estate.s which have come under management are Uehej, 
Janiddra, Itola, Ahima, Kot, Raeka, Cher and A'ntrolivas Dolji. Of these 
Dehej and Janiddra are the only ones of any importance. 

68. The estates of Dcdicj and Janiddra in the Vdgra Tdluka of the Broach 
District were a few years back under the management of tin's Department under 
the Encumbered Estates Ad. The estates are in a flourishing condition, and it is 
satisfactory to note that both these Thdkors, who are young, have managed to 
keep themselves free from debt. They have returned the estates to this office 
for their better management. The income of tho Dehej estate was Rs. 12,614, 
and tho expenditure, including tho Tlidkor’s maintenance charges, Hs. 6,692, 
leaving Rs. 5,922 in hand and Rs. 313 outstanding. Tho income of the Jania- 
dra estate was Rs. 8,712 and expenditure Rs, 7,171, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 1,666, of which a-large sum is outstaudiag against the tenants of the estate 
situated in the Bdra villages, tho crops of which generally failed. 

69. The estate of Gdinph, one of the largest in Gujardt, came utider manage¬ 
ment last year. The income of this (;state at the end of the year was 
Rs. 40,651 against Rs. 38,233 in the previous year. The expenditure was 
Rs. 41,078, of which Rs. 12,108 were paid to creditors, leaving a cash balance of 
Rs. 19,535. The estate is, however, heavily in debt, 2 of its 8 villages being 
mortgaged to the Svami Ndrdyan Mahdrdj of Vadtdl for Rs. 2,60,000. It ap¬ 
pears that tb.e mortgagee realizes interest at the rate of not less than 9 per cent., 
tho revenue of the villages which is enjoyed by him amounting to nearly 
Rs. 25,000. We have been long thinking of terminating this highly disadvan¬ 
tageous transaction by paying off the mortgagee by raising money elsewhere, 
and I am glad to say I have succeeded in finding out respectable capitalists will- 
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ing to advance tlia necessary funds for the purpose at an interest of 6 per cent. 
It is proposed to borrow Jls. 2,25,000 at that rate of interest, and this amount, 
together with the balance of this year, and one year’s revenue of the two villages 
will enable this Department to redeem the mortgage. This will result in a 
saving of nearly 11s. 10,000 in interest in the very tirst year of the redemption; 
and if things go on satisfactorily, the estate will bo freed from all liabilities 
within the course of the next ten years. I am preparing a scheme for the liqui¬ 
dation of the debts, Tlio direct management of the e.statc is still conducted by 
a Deputy Manager on a pay of Rs. 40 p(!r month, subject to the control of tins 
office; tlui services of the private Karbliari on Rs. 75, whom the Thakor was 
allowed to entertain, have been disjpensed with by him. 

70. The litigation amongst the Talukdars of Chasidna about tluur property 
under tlie Kittliiavad Agency, wliich had been going on for years past, has 
iinally come to an end this year, it leaving boon decided by Government as the 
Highest Court of Appeal, that two-thirds of the property should go to Umed- 
sang Siingabhai and one-third to bis opponents. On the strength of this 
decision Umedsang has applied for bis share, and I have accordingly issued notices 
to the parties concerned to show cause within a month wdiy the final decision of 
Government in the Kathidvad case should not also be followed in regard to the 
property under this Department. There is a large sum of Rs. 5S,<100 at present 
in Government securities besides Rs. 10,495 in casli in the treasury. 

71. The lease of the village of Chandna was issued to the Xashati, and his 
agreement taken during the year under report. The income of the estate during 
the year was Rs. 2,238, and the balance in hand Rs. 28, total Rs. 2,266. 'J’he 
expenditure was Rs. 2,176, of which Its. 100 were paid in liquidation of the debt 
due to Government, which now amounts to Rs. 1,0(50-7-3. The village is still in 
a very unsatisfactory condition. 

The management of the estate of Sdrod w'as to liave terminated by the 
end of the year under report, but the Thdkor applied for and Government 
sanctioned the period of management being extended by four years. The 
income of the estate during tho year was Rs. 27,448 and the opening cash balance 
Rs. 7,217, total Rs. 34,005. Tho expenditure was Rs. 28,358, the chief items 
being tho Government demand, maintenance, and cash payment of Rs. 10,000 
to the Thakor for disbursement to his creditors and for other expenses. 3’he 
Thdkor has a debt of about Rs. 25,000. 

General Administration of Tdhikddri Villa,ges in /Ihviedahad, 

72. There are 357 T.-ilukdari villages in Ahmedabad under the revenue 
charge of this office, and their jama, inclusive of local fund cess, amounts to 
Rs. 3,95,422. The local fund cess amounts to Rs. 31,827. The whole amount 
has been collected, except Rs. 7,587 in Dhandhuka and Rs. 1,820 in Dholka 
(including Rs. 301 on account of 1894-95 and Ks. 1,200 on account of 1895-96), 

73. The arrears in Dhandhuka are on account of the village of Navda. 
As reported in previous years, the income of this village has not for many years 
been sufficient to pay the jama. For tho year 1895-90, after deducting tlie cost 
of collection, &c., and tlie chowth due to the Grassias, tho net income amouiited 
to Rs. 5,875-15-8, which fidl short of the jama by Rs. 1,711-7-9. This amount 
has therefore been written off by the Cominissionor, N. D., in accordance with 
the orders of Government. The net income of Rs. 5,875-15-8, instead of being 
paid into the treasury, has been adjusted iii part payment ol'tlie sum due to the 
Tiilukdars of Niivda, (Latifkhan of Dholka and tho Grassias) in accordance 
with the Government Resolution No. 6990 of 1 Lth September 1(S95. iu the 
year under report the net revenue of Navda, after deducting the Grassias’ chowth 
and cost of management, &c., amounted to Rs. 2,772, leaving a deficit of Ks. 4,8 J 
which wdll have to he written off. The gross income amounted to Rs. 5,976 
against Rs. 8,752 in 1895-96. No jama lias been levied (his year, as after 
remitting the amount of the deficit the balaiiee is to be adjusted in part 
payment of the sum duo to the Talukdars of Navda as sanctioned in the 
Resolution quoted above, d’he arrears of Rs. 7,587 shown as outstanding are 
therefore nominal. Adjustment will he made when tlie accounts of the village 
are made up after the close of the year. 
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74. Tlie outstanding’s in Dholka amount to Es. 1,820, of which Es. 1,690 
are on account of the Chandisar Vanta—Its. 301 for 1894-95, Es. 1,200 for 
1896-96 and Es. 189 for the current year. The Vanta was attached for the 
recovery of the jama, but the income, which amounted to Es. 1,670 only, was 
not sufficient to pay the jama in full. Eor the last three years, f.e,, since the 
introduction of the revision settlement, the Vanta has been under attachment 
and has been managed by this Department for the recovery of the Government 
demand, but the income has always been far below the jama, and it will therefore 
be necessary to take steps not only for the remission of the arrears but for the 
reduction of the jama after further enquiry. Us. 130 are due in the Vautha 
Vdnta, and will probably bo recovered in the ciUTont year. The arrears of 
Es. 7)470 for 1896-96 due by the Thakor of Sanand and Koth were recovered 
during the year under report. 

75. As regards the village of Anidli Kitthi, I regret to state that the bitter 
hostility existing between the Kathis and Sheth Tribbovandds Jddbavji bas not 
only not ceased but has been assuming formidable proportions. Mr, Quin 
endeavoured to bring about a reconciliation but in vain. Mr. Tribliovandas 
agreed at first to allow the Kathis some lands in the village as jiwdi, and a Panch 
was appointed to decide what lands they should have. The JPancli were unable 
to come to any decisive conclusion as Mr. Tribliovandas would have no land 
given to the Kathis on the Eailway side of the village. The Kathis on the 
other hand would have no land except tliat on the Eailway side, and Mr. Quin's 
intercession was therefore sought for. Ho went over the land and saw that there 
was no possibility of a satisfactory settlement of the dispute between the Shetb 
and the Kathis unless some of the land on th(i Eailway side was given. Mr. 
Tribliovandas stoutly opposed this, and as an alternative offered to settle on the 
Kathis an annuity of Es. 1,000 on the condition that they absolutely evacuated 
the village. These terms the Kdtliis would not of course agree to. 

76. 1 visited the village in March last and met Mr. Tribhovandiis at tlie 
new village, which is about | mile distant from the old one. The old village 
presented a dosortocl appearance, and with the exception of 4 or 5 houses of 
Kathis,—the original owners of the village,—nothing but ruin and desolation were 
visible throughout. The principal Katlii Talukddrs were, at the time of my 
visit, undergoing sentences of imprisonment for a charge of theft in the Ahmed- 
abad Jail, and the lamentations and bitter complaints of their women and 
children who came to see me were Iniart-rending and pitiable. I explained to 
the Sheth the advisability of settling his differences with the Kathis by conced¬ 
ing the point in question, but he remained stern and inexorable, and would not 
relent a jot. The result of such serious differences cannot but bo disastrous to 
both sides, and a Kiltlii bas lately been murdered, it is said, by some of the 
Shetli’s people who are under arrest awaiting tlieir trial before the Divisional 
Magistrate. The Sheth is suspected of complicity in the offence, he having 
written compromising letters to his manager in Aniali Kathi.

Owing to the introduction of the revision settlement in the Gogha Taluka 
the local fund revenue has increased by Its. 541 this year. It will be seen that 
a little more than half of the revenue has been spent in the Tdlukddri villages 
of the Ahmedabad District. In Kaira the expenditure is much less in proportion 
to the income. 

81. Tanks and wells or their repairs where they exist are a great desidera¬ 
tum in several Tdlukdari villages in the Ahmedabad District. In many villages 
I have seen with my own eyes the hardship and inconvenience the poor villages 
suffer for want of water. Now that the local fund cess in Talukdari villages 
is levied on the amount of the survey assessment instead of the jama as before, 
it is hoped that sufBcient funds will be available to supply the urgent wants 
of the people. Great care is needed in constructing new wells in places which 
are subject to salt efflorescence. I have arranged to make experimental wells 
in two villages with a view to test the quality of the water for three years at 
different times of the year, and if the water docs not become brackish, steps will 
bo taken to build paka wells on the spots so selected with the help of local 
funds. 

82. Complaints were made to me in several places of the mode in which 
the works were being executed by the T.iluka Local Board overseers, and I had 
to admit to an extent the justice of their complaints. For example, I do not 
think it proper to disregard the reasonable wishes of the village people in the 
matter of the selection of a site for a well or a school, or in matters connected 
with the excavation of tanks and the like, where much professional skill is not 
ordinarily required. The employing of contractors to do works which the people 
themselves are intelligent enough and willing and able to execute under proper 
supervision should be discouraged, and a full advantage should be taken of the 
experience of the people, and their services should be utilized in arranging the 
details of works and in executing and sup(5rvising them. Perhaps a little more 
trouble and a little more acquaintance and sympathy with the people on the 
part of our officers entrusted with this branch of our work are all that is required 
as they will remove the grievances of the people, at the same time that our 
money will be more usefully and more properly spent and the result will be 
more enduring. I have communicated my views to the Presidents of Taluka 
Boards for their consideration. 


Boundary-marks. 

83. Due attention was paid during the year under report to the inspection 
of boundary-marks in Talukdari estates. I personally examined a very large 
number of marks in every village that I visited during my tour, and found that 
a majority of them were more or less below the standard size. In order that the 
examination and repair of boundary-marks may bo regularly undertaken and 
completed, the inspecting karkuns have been assigned definite areas in their 
charges. Each taluka will be completed within three years according to this 
arrangement. As there are no Talatis kept in Tiilukdari estates except in those 
that are under management by this office, the boundary-marks there cannot be 
expected to be in the same satisfactory state as those in Government villages ; 
but the Taldtis appear this year to have done better in this naatter and more 
substantial results are expected next year. 

B 1099—5 
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84. The difficulties Mr. Quin complained of last year in paragraphs. 55 and 
66 of his Administration Report in connection with the maintenance of bound¬ 
ary-marks no longer exist. The instructions contained in paragraph 21 of your 
forwarding endorsement and in paragraph 6 of the Government Resolution are 
being followed. 

86. While on the subject of boundary-marks in Talukdari villages, I beg to 
remark that the insi^ecting staff is very small, often without any assistance 
of TaUtis, and their inspection cannot therefore be thorough or adequate. I 
therefore venture to propose that the Collectors of the districts may be requested 
to issue orders to the Mdmlatdars to pay attention to this subject during their 
visits to Talukdari villages. Their exertions in this direction will improve 
matters considerably, and once the boundary-marks are put in a satisfactory 
state, they will continue in that state with but little difficulty. I discussed 
the subject with some Talukd;trs who evinced much interest therein and who 
seemed alive to the necessity of doing something themselves in this direction. 

86. The result of the introduction of the new vighoti or acre-rate system 
in some of the villages of the Viramgdm Taluka has been more successful this 
year than in the past. Complaints against the assessments, however, continue 
to come in, but such complaints must be expected in a had year like the one 
under report, and cannot he taken as an indication of the assessments being 
heavy or unbearable. Careful enquiries arc of course made with a view to 
ascertain the truth or otherwise of these complaints. In some of the smaller 
estates, where the hhagbat^i system obtains, this year has been sn unusually 
prosperous one owing to high prices, and this fact probably be used as an argu¬ 
ment by the holders of such estates for the retention of the bhilgbatdi system. 
As remarked in paragraph 65, however, I have been discussing with the Taluk- 
ddrs the advantages of the acro-rato system, and it appears to me that the new 
system will before long be welcomed by a majority of them. 

87. During the year under report I visited the Mtimlatdiirs’ kacheris of 
Dholka, Dhandhuka, Sanand and 'Vii'amgam in the Ahtnedabad District, Nadidd 
and A'nand in Kaira, and Anklesbvar, Broach, Vagbra, A'mod and Jambusar in 
the Broach District, and examined tlie Mdmlatddrs’ accounts. T'he work was on 
the whole satisfactorily done, except in A'mod, where the accounts were not written 
up to date. The lists of B papers have been ordered to be prepared for every 
office, ani.1 on their approval by me steps will be taken to destroy the useless 
records. I ])ersonally supervised the destruction of such papers in the Hanancl 
kacheri, and have arranged for the nigular performance of the work every year 
when the Talukdari Settlement Officer visits the kacheri. 

Education of Minors and Tdlukddrs. 

88. I am glad to bo able to remark that the Talukdars have began, 
though slowly, to appreciate the blessings of education. During the course of 
my tour I inspected several schools and tbercj I saw jmung boys of Talukcidrs 
assiduously vying with the boys of other commuuities in getting higher ranks 
in their respective classes. One particular feature that struck uie wliilo inspect¬ 
ing the girls’ schools in some of the villages was the attendance of young crirls 
of T41ukddrs. It is more than what wo can expect from such a conservative 
class as the Rajputs. Such of the poorer Tdlukddrs wlio cultivate lands with 
their own hands and who are generally considered as a backward class, are 
beginning to show remarkable zeal in giving at least elementary education to 
their children. As to the minor Talukadars I have mentioned under the head 
of Minors’ Estates that each one is receiving education at some school or other. 
The want of a Matriculation class in the Grassia School at Wadhwdn is seriously 
felt. Some of the grown up minors after reaching the highest class are required 
to remain there for two or three years. This repetition of tlioir studies is 
naturally irksome to them, and most of them therefore desire to loavo the school 
and prosecute further studies in High Schools or at home under private tutors. 
I am now in communication with Mr. Strip, the Principal of the Wadhwdn School 
on the subject of opening a Matriculation class in his school. I arn also anxious 
to enhance the educational value of the Jubilee Memorial Institute by throwing 
it open to such of the Tdlukddr boys whose means would not allow them to avail 
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tbemselves of the education imparted in the Wadhw^n school. They will be 
kept as boarders in the Institute and will be allowed to prosecute their studies 
in the Government schools in Ahmedabad. 

89. At tlio end of the year there wore 9 boys attending the Wadhwdn 
Grdssia School, of whom 2 have left and 1 has been newly admitted, making 
a total of 8 boys attending the school at the end of the year. The new admission 
is the minor Thakor of Kervclda, who is an intelligent and a promising youth, 
and I would recommend his transfer to the Udjkumar College, wdiere he will be 
able to associate more freely with youths of his high positiou. The Tlidkor of 
Utelia continues to receive education under a private tutor, while the Desdi 
brothers of Nadidd and the young Talukddr of Thori Thambha attend the 
Ahmedabad schools. The Thakor of Gajna has applied for the withdrawal 
<ff his grown up son from the Wadhwdn School and for his admission into the 
Ahmedabad High School, but as suggested above, if Mr. Strip sees the advisa¬ 
bility of opening a Matriculation class in his school, 1 trust I will be able to 
pursuade some of these boys desirous of leaving that Institution for prosecuting 
further studies elsewhere to stick to it for a year or two more. 

Uevision Survey Settlement. 

90. During the year under report proposals for the introduction of 
maximum rates in the villages of the estate of Mohlol, Taluka Godhra, in 76 
Tdlukdari villages of the Ilalol Taluka and in 14 Talukddri villages of the 
.Ihalod Tiiluka in the Panch Mahals were submitted to Government, and they 
have been sanctioned in Government Hesolutions Nos. 8181 of I9fch October 
1896, 300 of 13th January 1897, and 4990 of 3rd July 1897 respectively. The 
valuation settlement of tlie Talukdari village of Eral, TdlukaKalol, has also boon 
sanctioned iu Ileaolution No. 5lM of 9th July 1897. The survey papers of the 
Hdlol villages have lately been received, and the work of preparing the Faisal 
Patraks of these villages will be taken in hand immediately on receipt of sanction 
for the entertainment of a temporary establishment, which will be soon applied 
for as was done in the ease of the Ahmedabad villages. 

91. Reports containing proposals for the revised jama of the Tdlukdslri 
villages of Dhandhuka and Sanand tAIukas and two villages of the Utelia estate 
are nearly ready and will be submitted shortly. 

92. Propo.sals lor the revision settlement of the jama of the Talukdari 
villages of Viramgam were sanctioned iu Government Resolution No. 8484 of 
28th October 18'JO At the same time Government called for reports on the 
question w'hether Government should not in certain cases levy a jama not less 
than half the income irrespective of its proportion to the survey assessment and 
of the 50 per cent, limit of enhancement. Government however have thought 
fit, after considering the reports called for, not to make alterations in the present 
mode of calculating the jama (Government Resolution No. 2262, dated 23rd 
March 1897). The .settlement was announced to the Talukdars by the Collector 
of Ahmedabad and myself at Viraingdm on the 29th April last, and it will come 
into force in the current year 1897-98. The average increa.se in i\\Q jamas 
amounts to 38 per cent, and in the local fund contribution to 212 percent. 
This proportion is higher than that in the Dholka and Gogha tdlukas. 'J'lie 
Thdkardiis of the Chuvdl view the increase in the jamds and the local fund cess 
with considerable dissatisfaction. Petitions were submitted by the Thdkor.s of 
Vdla and Lathi and by certain other Talukddrs complaining of tho increase in 
the jama in some of the Gogha village.s, but Government saw no reason to inter¬ 
fere in the matter (Government Resolution No. &70l, dated 4th November 189fi). 

93. The revision settlement has been introduced for the first time in the 
Gogha Tdluka. The whole amount of the jama has been realized without 
recourse being had to the attachment of «ny estate. Tho majority of the Gogha 
Tdlukddrs are no doubt poor; hut 1 am not at present prepared to accept the 
opinion generally expressed that the Government jama has been paid with 
borrowed money or frem earnings from other sources than land. I must make 
personal enquiries the .spot before venturing on an opinion on so important 
a subject. 

94. The revision settlement of tho Viramgam Kasbatis’ estates was 
sanctioned by Government in their Resolution No. 10616 of 28th December 
1896, under which the leases for the whole village of Vanthal and half of Thori 
Thambha were sanctioned for the term of the present settlement in Government

villages in Viramgdm. Government also directed the resumption of the villages 
of Thori Vargas, Yani, Thori Mubarak, Charodi and of the other half of Thori 
Tharnbha after giving the holders notice of six months. The notices were 
accordingly issued to the Kasbsltis directing them to hand over the villages to 
Government on the 1st August 1897. Against these notices, however, the 
Kashsitis have submitted memorials to Government, and I have submitted my 
report thereon through the usual channel. The order of resumption has been 
suspended by Government pending the final disposal of the memorials. (Govern- 
ttient Resolution No. 5042, dated 6fch July 1897). 

95. The area of the bhd.tha lands in the villages of Vatiiman, Gdnol and 
Rinza, which was much curtailed as reported last 3 mar, has remained the same 
this year, and a partial remission has been sanctioned by Government on 
recommendation from this office (Government Resolution No. 3996, dated 27tli 
May 1897). 

Execution of Decrees. 

96. At the end of 1895-96 there were 816 decrees under execution under 
Sections 320 and 322A of the Civil Procedure Code. Of these, 684 were received 
from the Courts under Section 320 and 182 direct under Section 322A. The 
number received duiing the year under report was 100 as against 106, 142 and 
115 in the three preoediug years respectively. Those received direct were 9. 
The total number under execution during the year was therefore 925, while last 
year there were 966, 

97. Of the warrants to which thoso decrees relate, 

649 were dealt with by managerneut. 

31 were dealt with by sale. 

lOO were uiidei’ euquiry. 

145 were returued to the Courts, 

925

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99. It will be seen that the amount paid to creditors during the year 
under report is less than that paid in either of the two previous years, the 
percentage being 6'0 as against 6'3 and 7*6 in 1894-95 and 1895-96. Consider-- 
ing the unfavourableness of the season and postponements of payments in 
consequence of disputes pending in Civil Courts, the results cannot be said to be 
unsatisfactory. 

100. The amount realized from the management of the estates under 
attachment in execution of decrees and sent to the Civil Courts in the year under 
report was Rs. 46,605 as against Rs. 69,394 in 1895-96. No estate was sold in 
execution of decrees passed against speciBc property. Further allusion is made 
to the subject of the sale in paragraph 133 below. 

Suits. 

101. The position of the Tilukd^ri Settlement Officer as Trustee and Ma¬ 
nager of a large number of estates frequently exposes him to litigation, and the 
conduct of the numerous suits on behalf of Talulcdars which he is obliged to 
defend or prosecute entails considerable labour and responsibility. Appendix. V 
gives the details of all the suits. 

102. Fourteen original suits and appeals were pending at the beginning of 
the year, fourteen new suits were added during the year, making a total of 
28. Of these, 18 have been finally disposed of, eleven in favour and seven 
against this Department. 

103. The Sarod succession case has been finally set at rest. Sardarsing 
Himatsing, the younger brother of the present Thakor of S4rod, filed a suit fora 
declaration of his right to the estate on the ground that Ganpatsing, the present 
Tbakor, was spurious ; ho also claimed a moiety of the estate in case the decision 
was passed against him. The lower Court found against tho plaintiff, and in the 
appeal to tho High Court the plaintilTs claim was rejected. 

104. As stated in paragraph 61 above, the Gang succession suit has been 
decided hy the 1st Class Subordinate Judge of Ahmedabad in favour of Javdn- 
sang, the alleged posthuiiious child of Bhdisaheb, and an appeal against this 
decision is pending before the High Court. 

105. The trial of the Matar succession suit has been completed in the 
District Court, and the decision of Mr. Fawcett is awaited. The other suits 
were unimportant. 

106. As an instance of the unnecessary and unprofitable litigation carried 
on tbrougb interested motives and private jealousies, I may mention the case of 
the Diiikor Indmddr against the Municipality. A spirit of antagonism long 
existed between the Indtndar’s Kdrbhari and some of the municipal commis¬ 
sioners of Dakor. The Municipality were building on a piece of land granted 
for the purpose, a dharmshdla for the use of pilgrims out of the income derived 
from the pilgrim tax. Tho Kdrbhdri got tho late Inamdar to file a suit to 
recover possession from the Municipality of a small piece of land which was used 
in addition to the land already given for building the dharmshala. Some of 
the municipal commissioners instead of amicably settling tho dispute took it 
into their heads to 6ght out the claim urged by the Kdrbhdri, The matter was 
keenly contested. The two lower Courts decreed the suit in favour of the 
Municipality on the technical ground that no notice was served on the Munici¬ 
pality its required by the Municipal Act. In appeal to the High Court it was 
decided by a Full Bench that no notice was necessaiy. Dating my visit to 
Dakor in May last I inspected the land in dispute in company with the late 
Kdrbhdri of the Indmdar and the Vice-President of the Municipality, and 
finding that the small piece of land in dispute was practically of no value to the 
Indmdar, I decided that the part built on the disputed area should remain as it 
was, as the demolition of the part of the building thereon was calculated to 
substantially impair the usefulness of the whole dharmshdla, which was built for 
purely public purpose out of the funds raised from the pilgrim tax,

110. The above figures show that the percentago of collection to gross 
revenue is slightly lower than that of the last year in the Ahmedahad District, 
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while it is much higher in the Kaira and Broach districts. The percentage of 
remissions in Ahmedabad is at the same time a little higher than last year’s, 
while it remains stationary in Kaira. In Broach it is lower. The proportion of 
outstanding balances has also somewhat inxireased in Ahmedabad, but in Kaira 
and Broach it has greatly decreased owing to the collection of the large outstand¬ 
ing balances of 1895-90. 

111. The amount outstanding in the Kaira District is Rs. 10,070, of which 
Rs. 5,363 belong to the year under report and Bs. 4,707 to previous years. The 
latter sum inclndes Rs. 3,100 on account of the Dehevdn estate and Us. 826 on 
account of Dakor. Both these amounts form the subject of a separate enquiry. 
Of the outstandings of the year under report ils. 2,300 are in process of recovery, 
and the collection of Rs. 2,900 due from some of the poorer cultivators will have 
to be postponed. 

112, In Broach the outstanding balance amounts to Bs; 26,862, of which 
Rs. 13,197 belong to the year under rei)ort and Rs. 13,065 to previous years. 
It is distributed as follows:—Rs. 10,732 in iSdrod, Rs. 2,986 in Jhauor, 
Rs. 3,036 in Sigtim, Rs, 2,955 in Mdtar, Rs. 2,811 in Kervada, Rs. 1,900 in 
Janiadra, and the balance in the rest of the estates. All these outstandings 
arc in process of recovery, except about Rs. 3,000 in Sarod, the collection of 
it has been found necessary to postpone. 

113. In the Ahmedabad District the 
total amount of outstanding is Rs. 61,640 in 
different talukas as shown in the margin. 
The total outstandings last year amounted 
to Rs. 64,007. 'I'bo increase is most notice¬ 
able in the tdlukas of Viraingdm and 
Panlntij, in both of which the balances thi.s 
year exceed those of the last year by about 
Rs. 7,000. This is chiefly due to a part 
failure of crops. In Dliandhuka almost 
the whole of the outstanding balance is due 
for the year under report and is recoverable. 
Steps are being taken to collect it. 

111. In Dholka Rs. 9,246 belong to the Giingad estate, of which about 
Rs. 2,000 are recoverable ; the rest will have to be written off as irrecoverable 
after enquiry. The outstandings of other estates arc being recovered. 

116. In Siinand Rs. 3,900 arc due from tenants of the estates of Makluav, 
Chekhla and Garodia, who are in very indigent circumstaneevs, and a large sum 
will probably have to bo remitted. 

116. In Viramgilin Rs. 6,600 in Sinaj, Rs.^ljOGO in Vitbhlpur and Rs. 1,700 
in Pandr are disputtal. I'lie recovery of the rest is in progress. 

117. In Pardntij Rs. 5,800 in Oran, Rs. 3,000 in llozad and Rs. 1,200 in 
Moyad are in dispute. Rs. 2,000 are not recoverable and the rest is being 
recovered. 

118. In Daskroi the amount is duo on account of the rent of bouses 
belonging to the estat(! of Sayad Mabomadmia of Ahmedabad and "will be 
recovered in the u.sual course. 

119. The total amount remitted in all the three districts is Rs, 7,782. 
Of this Rs. 4,078 are in Ahmedabad, of which Hs. 1,915 arc on account of 
remissions to poor cultivatois of the Giingad and Rozka estates and Rs. 980 on 
account of cxce.ss charges made on certain tenants of the Gamph e.stato but 
which had to be finally reduced ; the rest is made up of small items requiring 
no notice. In Kaira and Broach the amounts are small and call for no explana¬ 
tion. 

120. The following table shows the average percentage of expenses of 
management to realizable revenue and to actual collection of each district 
separately and of all the three districts together for the year under report: —

Working of the Gujarat Talukdars Act, 1888, 

121. In connection with the general working of the Tdlukddri Act, I am 
glad to be able, witit the help of certain statistics collected for the purpose, 
to state that the Act has proved benefloial in many ways. The Tdlukdars of 
Gujarat wore extremely reckless in burdening their estates with heavy liabilities. 
Act VI of 1862 was intended to relieve the estates from debts, and Government 
undertook to pay off the debts by granting loans, which were recovered by a 
system of economical management. There was, however, nothing in the law 
to prevent the Tdlukdars from incurring fresh liabilities on the security of 
their lands after the estates were restored to them. In the Districts of Kaira 
and Broach, however, there was a special soetion in Acts XIV of 1877 and XXI 
of 1881 prohibiting Talukdars from encumbering their estates which were once 
brought under the Act. The eifect of the absence of such a salutary provision 
in regard to tho Talukddri estates in the Abinedabad District was that the 
Talukdars incurred heavy liabilities on the security of their estates after they 
were restored to them free from all liabilities. It was to put a stop to this 
mischief that Section 31, clauses (1) and (2), was incorporated in Act VI of 1888. 

122. In consequence of the restrictions now imposed on the Tdlukdiirs’ 

power of borrowing money, 
creditors are deterred fromlend- 
ing moneys to Talukddrs with 
th() pleasure and readiness with 
'which they lent money before 
the passing of tho Act. The 
marginal table shows tbe num¬ 
ber of mortgages and sales 

both before and after the passing of the Act From this it will appear that the 
average number of mortgages has gone down from 146 to 57 a year, while the 
average number of sales has decreased from 15 to 4 a year. This marked dimi-. 
nution is an indication of the benefits tho Act confers on tho Tillukd;1rs. Sales 
and mortgages have dwindled down, and tho number of estates coming under 
the management of this office under Section 28 of the Act is increasing every 
year.^ There is also a corresponding decrease in the amounts borrowed with tho 
sanction of the Talukdari Settlement Officer. Tlio reason for this decrease is not 
far to seek. The increasing interest wliich the more intelligent Talukdirs take 
in their own affairs, their unwillingness to borrow on paltry pretexts, and the 
unwillingness' of creditors to lend money on tho conditions imposed by the 
Talukdiiri Settlement Officer, account for the decrease. 

123. There were five partition cases pending at the beginning of the year 
and eight new applicatious were received during the year, making a total of 
thii'teen. The five cases wliich remained undecided were postponed sine die by

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Mr. Quin with the object of inspecting the lands in dispute. In the case of one 
of these the parties have been given time to privately settle their differences. 
Of the new eight applications, in four, time has been allowed to parties to make 
private settlements, one has been dismissed for non-appearance of parties, in one 
case the parties have agreed to keep the estate under management under Section 
28 of Act VI of 1888, while two have been adjourned sine die pending a personal 
inspection of the lands in dispute. I may mention tliat these partition eases are 
not of great importunco, as the extent of the shares in dispute varies from 4 to 
18 dokdas. I have begun to feel considerable doubt as to the hondfides of these 
partition suits. It does not appear that tho coparceners have any real desire to 
divide among themselves their joint family property, but actuated by interested 
money-lenders, they resort to this office for the partition of their estates. As 
long as the property remains compact money-lenders find it difficult to appro¬ 
priate it. I therefore make it a point to call before me all the members of the 
applicant’s family and personally ascertain their wishes. I am also averse to the 
Tiilukditrs incurring unnecessarily heavy expenditure in these partition suits, 
and like Mr. Quin much .prefer to bring about amicable settlements wherever 
possible, and rather than putting the applicants to the expense of taking their 
witnesses to distant places, where my camp may happen to he, 1 prefer to decide 
the cases on the spot. 

124. As stated above, the number of estates now under the management 
of this Department under Section 28 of the Act wore 39, of which 8 came under 
attachment during the year under report. The statistics show that Government 
management is generally appreciated, and that tho number of applications has 
risen from 1 in 1889-90 to 8 in 1896-97, the total applications being 41 since 
the passing of the Act of 1888. The estates of Kot in ICaira and Itola in 
Broach were under the management of this Department under the Encumbered 
Estates Act, hut on their release the owners rec^uested a further continuance 
of our management under Section 28 of the Act. During the year under report 
no estate was released. 

125. Tho other most important work connected with the working of the 
Talukddri Act is the disposal of numerous applications for permission to borrow 
money on the security of Talukdiiri lands under Section 31 of the Act. Although 
my experience of tlio working of tho Act is limited, yet from what I have 
seen I have been able to gather that the majority of these applications are 
made for the purpose of paying off old unsecured debts which would have lapsed 
with the death of tho original debtor. It is with a view to making such encum¬ 
brances permanently binding on the estate that the shrewed money-lenders put 
up Talukddrs to borrow new loans with the sanction of the Tdlukdtlri Settlement 
Officer. In not a few cases tho money-lenders get the documents passed in the 
names of their friends and relations. With a view to put a stop to such frauds 
and mal-practices, I always take care to ascertain before granting such applica- 
tion.s whether the new loans sought to bo raised are really advantageous to the 
Talukdars’ estates. I make it a point also to inspect the bonds, accounts of tho 
old creditors, and to summon, in the absence of the creditors, all the executants 
of the new bond and learn from their own mouths whether they of tlieir own 
free will seek to incur the fresh liability, I decline to approve final draft of 
the bond for the new loan, unless I am satisfied that it contains no conditions 
injurious to the interests of the applicants or to their families. I am giving 
the Tdlukddrs all reasonable facilities for borrowing on advantageous terms. 
My strictness is not directed so much against borrowing by the Tdlukddrs to 
pay off old valid debts as against the unnecessarily hard conditions which their 
creditors seek to impose upon them, and which, but for the strict supervision of 
this Department, the needy Talukdars would readily accept. 

126. There were at tho beginning of the year fifty such applications for 
permission to borrow money on the security of Tdlukdari estates. They covered 
an amount of Rs. 2,25,822, During the year under report 54 new applications 
covering an amount of Rs. 2,30,658 were received. The total number of appli¬ 
cations at the close of the year was therefore 104, and the loans sought to bo 
raised amounted to Rs. 4,56,480. Out of these, in 42 cases sanction was given 
to the borrowing of Rs. 1,87,168 made up by sums varying from Rs. 300 to

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Ks. 40,000, while in an equal number of cases permission to raise loans to the 
extent of Hs. 1,79,447 was refused. Amongst the latter might be mentioned 
the case of Bhojraj of Rozka, who had applied to raise a loan of Rs. 60,000, with 
which he evidently wanted to go to Kathiavad and settle there permanently with 
a Khavds woman with whom he has contracted marriage, leaving his mother, wife 
and children in his native home. 

127. There are also two other cases worthy of notice in which I declined 
to pass the final drafts for loans amounting to a lakh of rupees. The estate of 
Aghtlr in Viramgtlm was twice freed from debts, but the ignorant and reckless 
Koli Thdkardas incurred heavy liabilities l)efore the passing of Act VI of 1888. 
Instigated by the notorious money-lender Girdhar Hargovan, the Tdlukddrs 
asked for permission to raise a loan of Its. 60,000. This was provisionally grant¬ 
ed by Mr. Quin, but when the draft agrcc^ment was submitted for approval and 
sanction, I found that some of the old debts for the satisfaction of which a part 
of the new loan was sought to be raised were illegal, and some were such as were 
likely to bo rendered inoperative, if the Full Bench decision in Fuhihand’s 
case makes the sanction of Government necessary in all eases of sales. Ikisides, 
I found that the new creditor was a Sahukar living at Morbi in Kathiitvad. 
When I enquired of the real need and want of the contracting Talukdiirs, I 
learnt to my surprise that a few of them were minors, while one of them was a 
lunatic, unable to understand the nature of the transaction to which his signature 
was affixed. There was also another noteworthy circumstance, that while the 
executants of the new hond so pressingly asked for the sanction, one of their 
coparceners in his applications to the Collector of Ahmcdabad and to this office, 
strongly opposed the granting of any sanction on the ground that the whole 
transaction was a sham, got up by the money-lender Girdhar Hargovan with 
the object of converting his unsecured and otherwise objectionable bonds and 
decrees into secure and legal debts enforceable after the demise of the Taluk- 
ddrs. 

128. In the case of the raising of the loan of Rs. 40,000 by the IMlukdars 
of B4hdi, when the draft agreement was submitted for approval, 1 found that 
the new creditor was tho Thakor Saheb of Limbdi, that (jorlaln conditions of the 
hond were ruinous to tho Talukdars, and that it was desirable to wait till tho 
Full Bench of the High Court passed its decision on the important point raised 
by this Department. 

129. I have to remark that in all these three cases tho creditors wlio 
expressed their willingness to lend such Large sums of money were natives of 
Kathiavdd, one was the chief of Limbdi, and two were Silhukdrs of Morbi, I 
have of late marked that the ruling Chiefs of Kathiavtld, who hold Talukddri 
estates in our district, or money-lenders undci’ them are coming forward to lend 
large sums of money secured on tho estates of our Talukdars, with the avowed 
intention of ultimately appropriating the estates to themselves. Such transac¬ 
tions, though to all outw'ard appearance are in the nature of mortgages, are really 
out and out sales under the guise of temporary transfers. 

130. There now remain 20 c.ase3 involving Rs. 89,875 which are under 
enquiry. In almost all these oases the loans are required for the purpose of pay¬ 
ing off old debts in which the- rates of interest are very high. Only a sum of 
Rs. 2,000 was sanctioned for the marriage of a daughter of the Thdkor of Bhan- 
koda in Viramgdm. 

131. It will appear from the above that during the year under report sanc¬ 
tion was given to the borrowing of Rs. 1,87,158 as against Rs. 2,76,768 in the 
previous year and Rs. 3,82,322 in the year before last. According to the 
information received in this office the total amount of loans actually raised by 
Tdlukdars during the current year was Ks. 1,07,832. Of this Rg. 84,332 had 
been sanctioned in 1895-96 and previous years and Rs. 23,500 in the present 
year. It is believed that almost all oases of borrowing money aro now brought 
to the notice of this office. 

132. There have been during this year no sales of Tdlukddri land in exe¬ 
cution of Civil Courts’ decrees. The question raised by the Division Bench of 
the High Court iu Fulohand Jeysing’s case, whether Government sanction is 
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cessary in all cases of sale of T^lukditri land in wliich the mortgage-deeds were 
executed before the passing of Act VI of 1888, hut no applications for the 
execution of the decrees obtained upon such deeds were made till after the Act 
came into force, has not yet been finally decided by the Full Bench. Pending 
this decision, confirmation of sales in execution cases has been witheld for the 
present by this office. 


133. There are 31 cases of sales of this nature now pending, against 68 in

lished in the case of 22 estates; while execution 
proceedings in respect of the remaining decrees are 
in their preliminary stages. Among the estates which 
are to be put up to sale, the most important are those 
noted in the margin. 

134. As stated above tlie policy of this office, after the expression of opinion 
by the Division Bench of the High Court in Fulchand Jeysing's case, have 
been to withhold confirmation of sale. Creditors, therefore, generally apply to 
Government for the sanction of sales of TalukdAri estates. The number of such 
applications rose from ten in the last year to sixteen during the current year. 
Government, however, have been pleased to refuse their sanction in all cases 
according to the principle laid down in Government Resolution No. 42, dated 
3rd January 1890. 


135. A question of great importance arose during the year under report in 
regard to the status of Mul Gilmetis. Hitherto it had been the practice to send 
to this office all decrees for execution against the land and cliowth enjoyed by 
this class of people in the villages held by the Thdkors of Limhdi, Wadhwdn and 
others. On a question arising whether Mnl Gdmetis came within the wording 
of the definition of Tdlukddrs given in Section 2 of- Act VI of 1888, Government 
were pleased to decide in their Resolution No. 9533, dated 28th November 1896, 
that the Mul Gdmotis wore not Tiilukddrs and that no sanction of Government 
was needed under clause 2 of Section 31 of that Act for the sale of their lands in 
the execution of decrees passed against them. These Mul Gdmetis have hitherto 
been regarded as Tdlukddrs, and as the above decision is calculated to expose 
them to the danger of being entirely deprived of their means of sustenance by 
the Chiefs of Kathidvdd who take every opportunity of seizing even the small 
holdings left in their possession. I have, relying on past practice and other 
grounds, submitted to you a report, No. 213, dated 26th June 1997, requesting a 
re-consideration of the question. Fending the decision of the above reference 
all darkhasts against the Mul Giimetis are held over in my office. 


Tdlukddra' Jiihilee Memorial Fund, 


l30. The Jubilee Memorial Tiustitute has done very well during the current 
year. Established in an auspicious moment to commemorate the fiftieth year of 
Her Majesty’s glorious reign, it has been lucky enough to celebrate a happier 
occasion—the Diamond Jubilee—in commemoration of the completion of the 
sixtieth year of the reign longest and most prosperous in the annals of England. 
On the 21st June last, the Commitce of the above Institute invited the both 
European and Native, of Ahmedabad, to an evening party at their premises, which 
were tastefully decorated and illuminated. A full size oil painting of Her 
Majesty the Queen Empre.ss was placed in a central position and was profusely 
decorated with floral wreaths. Among the guests of the evening who graced 
the occasion were a few European ladies, the Commissioner, Northern Division, 
the' Collector, the District Judge, the Superintendent of Police, and many 
European and Native Officials, also leading private gentlemen of the city. The 
Tdlukdars present there offered their congratulations to Mr. Lely on the happy 
event and in suitable terms expressed their sense of affection towards the Queen 
Empress and loyalty to the British Rdj. Mr. Lely in a neat little speech gave 
wholesome advice to the Tfilukddrs and exhorted them to take a livelier interest 
in the affairs of their estates. The proceedings of the evening were terminated 
by garlanding all the ladies present there and Mr. F. S. P. Lely as representing 
the Paramount Power. 

137. The Memorial Institute has been located in a nice commodious build¬ 
ing in a central place, and is used by many Tiilukdars visiting Ahmedabad on 
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business. Goyernment were pleased to give Rs. 100 by way of compensation 
for the improvements effected by the Committee at their own expense in the 
G^ekw^r’s Haveli. There are at present four Tdliikdari boys living in the Insti¬ 
tute who attend schools in the city. The fund at present amounts to Bs. 23,891, 
of which Rs. ] 6,000 are invested in landed property, while Rs. 8,39l are in ready 
cash. The expenditure of the Institute amounted to Rs. 1,003. 

Marriage Expenses Reform Movement. 

138. As regards the above movement, so desirable in the interests of the 
estates, I fear there is very little likelihood of its proving immediately successful. 
There are two classes of Talukddrs, the wealthier who have marriage connections 
with the ruling Chiefs of Cutcli, Kathidvad and Gujardt, and the middle class 
who marry among themselves. Tho former class of Talukdars are required to 
wait for the initiative being taken by the ruling Chiefs and it is hopeless to 
expect them to alter this long existing custom. I have been informed that 
these Chiefs, up to the fourth class, have cither declined or expressed their in¬ 
ability to carry out this reform. I know from personal experience that similar 
attempts made by more advanced communities have'failed. On the contrary 
there is a tendency in the more educated and wealthier communities in the 
opposite direction, and the marriage expenses amongst them have considerably 
Increased. Besides the clannish Rajputs are so very proud of thoir social status 
that they will not acquiesce in any reform which may savour of interference 
with their family pride or position. It is impossible to eradicate a custom 
which has obtained from time out of mind of marrying Rajput girls in higher 
families than their own at any expense, however ruinous it may be. 

139. The change is how^ever necessary from several standpoints, and I am 
advising such of the petty Talukdars as have no hope of getting their children 
married in the families of ruling Chiefs to gradually sot aside this pernicious 
custom, and instead of following the example of their wealthier brethren and 
ruining themselves, devise rules for regulating marriage and similar expenses. 
In their case it is not at all necessary tW they should wait till the Cliiers take 
the initiative. It will how'over be long before they attempt anything of the 
kind, but the smaller Tdlukddrs must he saved, and all my present efforts are 
particularly directed towards them. I hope and trust my efforts will prove 
successful, but I must at the same time remark that our efforts will prove futile, 
unless similar efforts are made simultaneously by the Political Officers of Kiithid- 
vdd, in which Agency the marriage connections are made. 

Miscellaneous. 

14U. The two Cambay boundary disputes have not yet been finally decided. 
A.11 the papers in the case are now ready and copies of them have long since 
been furnished to both tho parties. It only now remains for me to take evidenoo 
in the case and decide them on their merits; the contest is between the rich 
Nawdb of Cambay and some petty Tdlukd.drs who have not means enough to 
hoar the expenses of the litigation. They have expressed to me their inability 
to undergo the expense of bringing all their witnesses, numbering about a 
hundred, all tho way to Ahmedabad, and they have therefore requested me to 
go to the site in dispute, and settle all the differences on the spot. I have ip 
the interest of tho Talukddrs agreed to do so, and hope to be able to go there next 
winter and decide the matter. Another boundary dispute is between the Sanund 
village of Manipur and Palodia, a village under the Baroda Government. I 
have been asked by His Highness the Gdekwiir’s Government to decide the 
point at issue after a personal inspection of the spot, and I will accordingly 
make it convenient to go there early next season and see what I can do to settle 
the dispute. 

141. As regards the claim put forward by the Th-ikor of A'mod to certain 
vAnta lands in that village. Government have been pleased in their Resolution 
No. 3878 of 22Dd May 1897, to recognize tho ThAkor’s claim, and you have 
been pleased to direct the District Deputy Collector of Broach to demarcate the 
vanta site claimed by tho Thdkor of Amod.

Forwarded to Government. 

The Talukdari Settlement Office changed hands several times in the first 
half of the year, but since the oth December has been under Mr, Rhimbhai 
Kirpdram. 

2. The estates under Act VI of 1862 in Ahmedahad show payments of 
7‘7 per cent, of the debt due against 9‘5 per cent, last year. These small 
figures are owing to the continuance of a series of bad seasons under which the 
province is suffering. It stands to reason also that the percentage must tend 
to abate year by year as the richer and more solvent estates are removed from 
the list. An examination, however, of Appendix T shows that in the majority 
on the list a very respectable advance was made in the work of liquidation. 
J\lore than 10 per cent, was paid olf in 22 estates out of the total 42 (excluding 
the six written off on completion of the 20 years’ term), the average being 
reduced by 5, which paid nothing, and 5 next to nothing. Four estates cleared 
off their debt during the year. 

3. The Kaira estates under Act XXI of 1881 have done rather better 
than Ahmedahad all round, showing a percentage of 9’7 per cent, on the debt 
due against 12'32 last year. The cause of the falling off is a bad season 
coupled with increased expenditure on domestic ceremonies. No estate has 
been liquidated. 

4. The work in Broach under Act XXI of 1381 is nearly done. One 
estate has been entirely freed during the year and two only remain, 'i'lie soil 
in this district is good and the estates are not c.xcessively sub-divided as in 
Ahmedahad and Kaira. 

5. The care of minors is now perhaps the most important branch of the 
Talukdiiri Settlement Officer’s dutie.s. It is certainly as useful as his work 
under the Special Acts, and more hopeful. Mr. Bhimbbai has given an interest¬ 
ing account of the chief estates, all of wliicli would probably have been mined 
if left to parasites. They are all now prospering, except Ddkor, which, it 
may be hoped, will recover by wise management from the straits to which 
it has been reduced by the extravagance and litigation of the deceased owner. 
The education of the boys has been well looked after. The number of these 
cstate.s under management has increased during the year from 44 to 46, in 
varying degrees of solvency or insolvency. 

6. The work under Section 320, Code of Civil Procedure, is rather dis¬ 
heartening, since it has to do with cases in which all the special measures of 
Government have been rendered futile by the infatuation or imbecility of the 
'I’alukdars themselves. The number has risen from 299 to 331. Some, such as 
B:ivlid,ri in Dhandhuka Taluka and SAdatpura and ChaniAr in Viramgain, will 
have to be let go into hopeless min. Most, however, will, it is believed, be 
e.xtricated in time, and with the help of Section 31, Act VI of 1888, barring 
encumbrances beyond the existing incumbent’s life, may yet be saved. Gangad 
has been reduced by all the usual adverse influences to a piteous plight, but, 
when once the law suit is ended, it is hoped that matters may be retrieved by 
tact and experience. 

7- Not the least useful part of Act VI of 1888 is Section 28, which enables 
tlie Talukdari 'Settlement Officer to undertake the management of an estate 
when the TalukdAr feels unequal to the task himself. Thirty-nine estates are now 
taking the benefit of this provision, and the number is increasing every year, 
the most signal instance being Garnph. The Thakor of that estate is a weak 
and incapable youth, who would certainly have fallen a prey to sharpers if left 
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to himself. There is good liope that tiie settlement of his debt to the Swiimi 
Narayan Mahdraj, proposed by Mr. Bhiinbhai, will be successfal and that the 
estate will be preserved to the family intact and unencumbered. 

8. There are practically no arrears due to Government on account of the 
jama of the villages in revenue charge of the office except in the villages of 
Navda and Chandesar as last year. The affairs of Aniali-Kathi are no nearer 
a settlement and may serve to indicate what the state of the country would 
have been if special legislation had not been undertaken. 

9. An improvement is reported in the state of the boundary marks. 
There is no reason why Mdmlatdfirs should not keep an eye on them when 
visiting Tdlukdari villages, and, if they do not do so, their attention might be 
called to the matter by the Collector. 

10. Mr. Bhirnbhai’s reniarks (paragraph 88), made from personal obsc'r- 
vation, on the awakening desire among the Talukdars for the education both 
of their boys and their girls, are encouraging, 

11. The number of decrees received for execution shows little variation. 

12. There are 11 partition cases pending, but none have been decided, 
time being intentionally given to admit of local inspection and hearing and to 
encourage private settlements. Mr. Bhimbhai’s suspicion that many of the 
applications are promoted by money-lenders who wish to get a closer hold on 
the land is not without ground, and for this reason it is possible to be over- 
hasty. At the same time the earliest opportunity should be taken in every 
case of meeting all the parties on the spot and making the riglit settlement. 

13. On the whole, it is submitted that Government have much reason for 
being satisfied with the working of this Department. At first sight the work 
done under the legislation of 1862 and 1877 seemed to be but the labour of 
Sisyphus, though there were not wanting cases, such as that of the Thfikor of 
A'mod, where an important family was restored to abiding prosperity from 
impending ruin. The second line of legislation, acting on another generation, 
promises to be far more effective, Sections 28 and 38 of the later Act being 
specially useful. The Commissioner is glad to be able to endorse Mr. Bhim¬ 
bhai’s cheerful remarks at the end of his paragraph 121 as to the glimmering of 
sense which is now apparent in many of the Tdlukdars, their greater unwilling¬ 
ness to borrow and the diminished eagerness of the money-lenders to lure them 
into debt. It illustrates on a small scale the now generally recognised trutli 
that the bane of the rural classes has been the fatal facility for incurring debt 
which has been the result of ordinary British law. 

14. The Talukdari Settlement Officer exercises influence not only as the 
agent of special legislation, but as the personal adviser and helper of the land¬ 
owning class of Gujardt. In this part of his duties Mr. Bhinibhai’s intimate 
knowledge of the money-lending classes and their ways stand him in good stead. 
The discouragement of useless litigation in the Dakor estate, the proposed re¬ 
settlement of the debts of Gampli and the dealings described in paragraphs 123 
to 129 of the report are illustrations of the beneficent working of the De{)art- 
ment. The Commissioner considers that Mr. Bhimbhai has already got a firm 
grasp of his duties and is carefully carrying on the work of his predecessors.

Memorandum from the Commissioner, N. D., No. 3793, dated 4th September 1897 — 
Submitting the above report; and making remarks. 

Resolution. —The report of the Tdlukdari Settlement OiTicer for the 
year 1896-97 has been carefully reviewed by the Commissioner, N. 11., in whose 
opinion of the good work done by Mr. Bliimbhai GovernnKMit fully concur. 
The report contains ample evidence of the benefits conferred on the tdlukdars 
not only by the working of the Acts themselves but also by the personal advice 
and help of the TAlukdari Settlement Ollicer, whose cliscouragemeut of extra¬ 
vagance and useless litigation and encouragement of education are of as great 
advantage as measures for the liquidation of debts. 

2. The number of estates managed under the Encumbered Estates Acts 
lias gradually fallen from 114 in 1892-93 to 76 at the beginning and 65 at the 
end of 1896-97, during which year 11 estates were released from the operation 
of the Act, 5 owing to liquidation of debts and 6 owing to the expiry of the 
20 years’ period of management. In the case of the latter a sum of lis. 19,147, 
the outstanding balance of the original debt (Hs. 40,195), had to be struck off'. 

3. The extent to which the income realised has been devoted to the 
reduction of debts of the estates managed under the special Acts during each of 
the last five years is shown below:—

It is observed that the annual reduction in the amount paid towards satisfaction 
ol debts has always been very much less than the annual reduction in receipts 
due to the release of the more solvent estates and, latterly, to a succession of 
bad seasons, a fact which indicates that the object of management is beiiif 
realized in an increasing degree. In 1896 97, in spite of a bad season, the 
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amount paid in liquidation of debts, exclusive of the Rs. 19,447 struck off, was 
Rs. 31,820, t.e., only Rs. 13,696 less than in 1895-96, though the income of 
1895-96 was Us. 28,624 more than that of 1896-97. It is noticed with regret 
however that the liabilities of some estates have steadily increased since 1892-93 
as shown below;—

The income realised in 1896-97 was thus considerably greater than in any of the 
previous lour years but the proportion of it paid to creditors was somewhat less.— 


5. The gross rent for collection on all the estates under the Talukddri 
Settlement Officer was Rs. 7,28,630, a much larger amount than usual; never¬ 
theless the percentage of collections was 84 9, a slight improvement on previous 
years. The proportions of cost of Tdlukdiri Settlement Officer’s establishment 
and of local expenses of collection on actual collections were much the same as 
usual, viz., 2T and 7'2 respectively.

I have the honour to submit the following Report on the Administration of 
the Talukdari Settlement Department for the year 1897*98. 

2. I held charge of the office during the whole year. 

Ta'lukda'r’a Address to His Excellency the Governor* 

3. A noteworthy feature of the year under report was the visit of Hi.s 
Excellency Lord Sandhurst to this important and flourishing city on the 23rd 
August 1897, for performing the inauguration ceremony of the Gujarat College 
huilding. A few days before His Excellency’s arrival some of the leading 
Tlilukdars e.xpressed to the Collector of Ahmediibiid their desire to wait upon 
His Excellency, and to present him an address of welcome, taking advantage afc 
the same time of personally communicating to His Excellency their sense of 
gratitude and loyalty to the British iliij. In communication with the Private 
Secretary, Mr. Gribh fixed tlie 24th August as the date for the reception of the 
Tiilnkdars’ address, and a deputation of Talukdars belonging to different com¬ 
munities such as the Rajputs, KAthis, Kolis and Musalraans waited ac¬ 
cordingly on His Excellency the Governor in a special Shamiana erected on the 
ground of Shahibag, the residence of the Commissioner,. N. D., where Ilis 
K.xcelloricy bad put up for the occasion. The Tlidkor SAheb of Limbdi. who 
holds Several villages in the Ahmedabad District on the TdlukdAri tenure, was 
also piesent on the occasion of the presentation of the Talukdars’ address. 
On His Excellency’s arriving at the Shamidna at 1 r.Ai., the Talukdars were duly 
presented to His Excellemy and after llic pre.scntation, the address was read by 
the young Thdkor of Uteliya, and handed over to His Excellency wrapped in 
Khikhdh of local manufacture. Hi.s Excellency was attended by the Commis- 
sioner, N, D. Mr. Lely, the Collector of Alimed.ihAd Mr. Gibb, and the 
Collector of Kaira Mr. Bagnell, Tlio following is a copy of the address presented 
to His Excellency : — 

“ Afay it please Your Excellency, 

We t!ie undersigned TdhikdtSrs and Thdkor.s of Gujardt, in ^v■L'leoraitlg Your Excellency 
to this ancient and historical city, beg mo.st jespoctfulJy to convey tlirout>li Your Exeellcney, as 
the 1 opresentative of the Paramount Power in this Pi-o...ideney, our sense of devotion and loyalty 
to Her AJo.st Gracious Afajesty the Qneon Empress,of lud a, muler whose benellcent rule we arc 
enjoying peace and prosj erity in common with Her otlier subjects throughout Her vast Empire. 

2. We cannot feel sufficiently thankful to Your Excellency’s Government for the paternal 
care with which the interests of the a?iciciit landed Aristocracy of the jirovince oE whicli we are 
the present representatives are looked after, auJ we beg to assure Your Lordship that our cu- 
deavours will always-ho to merit by unswerving loyalty and devotion the same kindness and 
consideration whicli we have hitherto received at tho hands of Government and their officers. 

3, The present year has been one of gre-it distress and anxiety caused by plague and 
famine, and we take this opportunity, now that Your Lordsliip is in our midst, of personally 
congratulating Your Exeelleucy on the signal success of Your Lordshiji’s efforts in effectually 
cheeking plague and famine which played havoc throughout the Presidency. In eounoction 
with the effgrts made to etam}) out plague, we, scions of the great warlike and ehivalrnus 
Kshatriyas of old, take this opportunity of ex^rressing our utter abhorrence of the dastardly 
assassination of two of the most zealous and devoted officers of Government. This deed is deserv¬ 
ing of the greatest condemnation, perpetrated as it was in the dark, and that too on a day most 
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gloiioufl in the annals of the British Empire, eonverting the vejoic i^gs of the day into nnntt*’'- 
able woes and lamentations. We earnestly hope that the perpetrators of these foul murders will 
soon be apprehended and brought to justice. 

4 . We look upon with loathing the scurrilous and disrespectful articles which .appear 
now and then in the vernacular papers. Wc assert with pride and pleasure that we, nay the 
whole population of Gujarht, are entirely free from contamination and that our devotion and 
loyalty to the British Crown will last for ever. 

5. We earnestly pray and hoj;c that in dealing with us. Government will always be 
guided by that liberal policy which is their chief characteristic, and thus enable us to maintain 
our position and old tiaditions. 

6. We consider ourselves fortunate in having at the head of oin- affairs such an able and 
eympathetic officer as Mr. F. S. P. fjcly, who always brings his long and intimate knowledge of 
the affairs of Gujardt to bear on all questions relating to the woll-bemg of the Talukddrs. 
The interest which the District Collectors also evince in our alfairs deserves our most heart-felt 
thanks. 

7. With sentiments of the deepest gratitude, loyally and attachment, we subscribe our- 
selvcB Your Excellency's obedient and devoted servants. ” 

4. To this His Excellency returned a vci-y graceful and encouraging reply 
exhorting the Tdlukddrs to interest themselves in the improvement of their 
estates, to put a stop to reckless expenditure and to rise in the scale of modern 
civilization. This reply was explained by me to the Tdliikddrs in Gujarati and 
they- all seemed to thoroughly appreciate the wholesome advice given them by 
His Excellency. The Tdlukdars w’ere highly pleased and flattered by the special 
privilege accorded them of meeting His Excellency. 

Annual Tour* 

6. I commenced my tour in the Sanand Tdluka in the latter part of 
November, and after examining tho Tdlukdari records and accounts there, and 
enquiring into the affairs of the Sanand 'J'hakor which were, as they are now, 
in an unsatisfactory state, I went to Kuvdr to settle personally with the Collector 
of Ahraeddbdd certain points connected with the reports of the Jama kSettlements 
of Sanand and Hhandhuka, w'bich I had submitted for the consideration and 
orders of Government. Most of the Talukdari villages of Sdnand, Dhandhuka 
and Dholka having been already visited by mo in the previous year, I spent the 
month of December in visiting the Viramgilm Taluka, not only to make myself 
acquainted wnth the condition and grievances of the Koli Thakardas of Cliuvdl, 
but also to enquire into the causes of the large outstandings there. 

6. Encamping at central places, I visited all the Tilliikddri villages in 
Chuvdl and at personal interviews with the Tdlukdars in their own villages 
heard from their own lips all that they had to say about their grievances and 
embarrassments. I also collected information regarding their debts, mortgages, 
assets and liabilities with a view to lighten their burden. I called up before 
me the principal creditors and discussed with them in the presence of their 
debtors the means of repaying the loans. Disputes regarding shares, family 
quarrels, the question of the education of the boys, the improvement of the estates 
and other kindred matters also received due share of my attention. 

7. Erom the earliest period of tho British Buie in Gujarat the condition 
and position of the Chuvdl Thakardas have received patient and serious con¬ 
sideration and have formed the subject of several thoughtful and well-discussed 
r^rts by such distinguished officers as Sir James Peile and Sir James Eichey. 

of the Thikardas were given the benefit of Act VI of 1862, but no sooner 
they were freed from debts and released from tho operation of the Act than 
they, in the absence of any such provision as that contained in Section 31 of the 
Tdlukddri Act, again involved themselves heavily in debts to unscrupulous 
money-lenders. The latter, in many cases, for their own private benefit, stirred 
up among the Thdkardas bitter family feuds and originated expensive and 
ruinous litigation, bringing these ignorant, indolent and thriftless Thdkardas 
to almost irretrievable ruin. The question demands early and careful attention 
and I hope to settle it satisfactorily ere long. 

8. It is encouraging to find that the ruinous litigation which was going 
on regarding share disputes is practically at an end, and that the leading Tiluli- 
ddrs of Bhankoda, Sadcitpura and Kuddtal have seen tho wisdom of banding 



over during the /ear under report, their estates to this uepartnaent for 
management under Section 28 of the Tdlukdari Act till their debts are paid off. 
Once free from debts the Ohuvdl Thiikardas will be able to maintain their im¬ 
proved condition, for, under Section 31 of the Act, they cannot encumber their 
estates beyond their lives without the sanction of the Td.lukdari Settlement 
Officer, which is accorded only in eases of absolute necessity. Moreover, money¬ 
lenders are now more chary of advancing loans on personal security than they 
were before the passing of the Act. 

9. The settlement of the Chuval Koli holdings at a fair rental in lieu of 
the small quit-rent which they have hitherto paid to the Talnkdars is a ques¬ 
tion of grave importance both to Government and the Talukdars. I have 
succeeded in inducing some of the Koli tenants to pay a fair and reasonable 
rental in consideration of the privileges they enjoy and of the fact that the jama 
payable by the Talukddi-s on the lands in their occupation has been greatly 
increased under the revision settlement. The Kolis as a class contend that 
they acted as dependents and soldiers of the Tliikardas in old times, when the 
latter lived on plunder and thefts, and that they are therefore not liable to 
increased rental. 


The Uabi Cordon- 

10. I was not able to complete my tour in the Ahraeddhiid District as I 
had to proceed on the 26tii December to Vasad in the Kaira District under in¬ 
structions from the Commissioner to assist him in devising an effective system 
of guarding the north bank of the Mahi River against the spread of plague from 
the south siile. The City of Barotla and several villages round it, including the 
important village of Savli, only about 6 miles south of the Mahi, were infected 
with plague and there was practically no check on travellers by road from 
those places. The river afforded a natural barrier and the Commissioner decid¬ 
ed to establish— 

( 1 ) a system of patrol and nslkds all along the Mahi river from its 

mouth to Jhanod, a length of nearly 98 miles; and 

(2) observation camps at Vasad on the north bank of the Mahi river 

near the railway bridge and at Thasra and Piili in the Thasra Tiiluka, 

11. The north bank of the river was divided into beats, each beat consist¬ 
ing of not less than two riivanius watchmen, and where the traffic was great, 
Karkuns, SavArs and rolicemeii were added according to the requirements of 
each naka. The number of ndkas or posts rose from G3 in January to 137 in 
May as the river became dry and fordable at several points in the hot weather. 
The beats or ndkas were divided into convenient sections and each section was 
put under the charge of a supervisor, whose duty was to keep the ndkeddrs up to 
work and to traverse his section as a rule every day, going one day and return¬ 
ing the next. The supervising staff was drawn chiefly from the Ullukdari and 
revenue establishments. The Maralatditrs of the tiUukas concerned, in their 
turn, supervised the work of the ndkeddrs and supervisors by visiting the river 
as often as they could. 

12. The whole of the river from its mouth to Jhanod including the observa¬ 
tion camps was put under my general superintendence, and I did this duty in 
addition to my regular work till the beginning of June, when the entire cordon 
was removed. 

13. The Commissioner frequently visited the river, inspected the observa¬ 
tion camps and the nd,kas, collected the villagers' at convenient places and 
lectured them upon the moans and precautions to be taken to ward off the plague. 
He also gave advice and directions for the satisfactory and effective working of 
the system which he devised and introduced. The Collector of Kaira Mr. 
Carmichael, also frequently visited the river and supervised and controlled the 
general working of the cordon. 

li. The work of the subordinate and the supervising staff was by no 
means an easy one, and we all had a very anxious time of it throughout. Those 



frwj-pwjuamted with the tuggjednesa of the soil and the dee^ ahd dangeron* 
ravines that extend for miles and miles along the tract where our work lay can 
alone form an idea of the difficulty of the task before us. Even riding was diffi¬ 
cult in parts of the way, and it was not unfrequently that we had to go up and 
down the ravines on foot. Our men were however well selected and they did 
their work cheerfully and loyally, regardless of all risks. What added to our 
dj'fficulty was that the plague preventive work waste have been done in a tract 
of country well-known for the turbulent character of its people who required to be 
dealt with with tact and consideration. We could not forget how in the troublous 
times of 1857, the Mehevasis, chiefly DhardUs and Kolis occupying a strong 
position in these self-same ravines defied Government and spread havoc all 
round. They could not however lorig sustain their position against the all- 
powerful Gorernment and were easily subdued, after some of their leaders 
were blown from the mouth of the gun and some were transported. This 
however is all a matter of history and need not be repeated. These wild and 
excitable Dhardlds and Kolis viewed with suspicion tho establishment of the 
cordon and some even left their villages suspecting that they would be seat 
to the Frontier wars. 

15. While measures were being taken to remove the'suspicion, the Chakldsi 
riot which took place on 12th January 1898 or a fortnight after the work was 
begun, increased the diUiculty of .securing the co-operation of the people. 
Fortunately, however, most of the villages on the Mahi river are owned by 
Thakors, who having connection with this Department listened to our persua¬ 
sions and helped us in carrying out the arrangement. The leading men of the 
villages were taken into confidence and lectures explaining the humane object of 
Government and recounting the sufferings of whole households infected with 
the plague were given in simple Gujarati to the assembled people, including 
women and children. This produced the desired eflect, and the people not only 
remained quiet and submissive throughout, but tlicy also afforded every help 
and facility to the Government servants engaged in the work. They were 
satisfied— 

(i) that the subordinates acted not as bullies but os servants of a 
humane Government whose only w'ish was to do good ; 

(ii) that rudeness, violence, corruption and indifference on the part 
of the subordinates were strictly watclmd and severely punished; 

(iii) that religious susce|ttihilities wore scrupulously respected and 
reasonable wants supplied consistently with tho rules; 

(iv) that kindness and sympathy were shown at all times and places 
according to the circumstances of each case; and 

(v) that social intercourse, marriage processions, &c., were permitted 
and trade facilities afforded under such restrictions as were absolutely 
necessary for the prevention of plague. 

16. The result of the endeavours made for keeping off the plague would 
not have been so successful as it has been, had it not been for the active and 
willing co-operation of the Gdokvadi and Cambay authorities who have helped 
ns as much as it was possible for them to^o. Mr. Lely having furnished me 
with extract paragraphs 6 and 0 from his No. 1087 of the 7th May last, I con¬ 
clude that the whole result of the Mahi Cordon has been recorded by him in that 
letter to which therefore I shall hero content myself with referring. 

17. While engaged on plague work on the Mahi Biver I took occasion to 
visit the twelve Mehvasi estates there, including the estate of Dehevfin, which are 
under Government management, and to confer with the Tljakora who seemed to 
appreciate the beneficial results of the working of Section 28 of tho Act under 
which Talukdars are permitted to hand over their estates to this Department for 
improvement and better management. The result of the conference was the 
transfer of eighteen estates on the north bank of tlie Mahi lllver to this Depart¬ 
ment for management under Section 28. Thus almost all the Thdkors holding 
estates on the whole bank from Dohevi'm to Pali, a length of nearly 86 miles, are 
now practically under the-influence and guidance of this Department. 
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18. 1 also took oOosiion to examine tke TAlukaari records of the Taluka 
Kacheris at Borsad, TMotb, jtfnand itid Nadiad, and to meet Mr. Quin, the then 
Acting Collector, Broach, with a view to settle in person certain questions con¬ 
nected with the management and law suits of the Broach estates. Maps shoMng 
my tour are appended. 


The Season. 

19. The good season of 1897-98 was some relief to the agriculturists after 
a succession of six bad seasons from 1891-92 to 1896-97. The rain was on the 
whole timely, sufficient and well distributed. In Ahmedabad. and Kaira the 
monsoon promised well in the commencoinent and was fairly good till August, 
when it ceased altogether for some time to the injury of rice. Later on, thh 
heavy rain of September affected the quality of bajri in some places, but this 
was compensated by a greater outturn. The other crops were excellent though 
wheat, like bajri, suffered a little in quality by the rain in February; in this also 
the loss in quality was counterbalanced by the gain in quantity. The year 
would have proved very prosperous, had it not been for the low prices caused 
by the plague and its attendant evils. In Broach too the season was satis¬ 
factory. All the crops were excellent except that the quantity of wheat 
produced, though greater than that of ,the preceding year, was only sufficient 
for local consumption. 

20. Rice-growing in Sanand and other tiilukas is dependent on several 
heavy falls of rain at particular times, and the crop fails even though the rain¬ 
fall is up to the average, Experience shows that rice cultivation is precarious 
and uncertain, and unless less profitable lands are converted into dry-crop land, 
the agriculturists will not be able to make up for the loss of rice crops which is 
of frequent occurrence. I propose to sot an example by converting a few acres 
of rice into dry-crop land, if this year’s rain is not sufficient for rice-growing 
in the Sanand Tdluka, 

Duties of the Ta’lukda'ri Department. 

21. The duties of this office are of a two-fold character and comprise (i) 
the management of the estates undertaken for the benefit of the Talukdars and, 
(ii) general administrative and judicial duties of an Imperial character un- 
connected with such management. 

22. The managed estates fall under the following heads :— 

(a) Estate.s managed under the Encumbered Estates Acts (VI of 1S62 
and XXL of 1881), 

(b) Estates of minors in the throe districts of Ahmedabad, Kaira and 
Broatjh. 

(<?) Estates managed under Sections 26—28 of Act VI of 18S8, 

(c?) Estates attached under the Land Revenue Code for the security of 
Government revenue. 

(e) Estates, mostly in Ahmedabad, managed on behalf of the Collector 
in execution of Civil Courts’ decrees under the Civil Procedure Code. 

23. The general administrative and judicial duties of an Imperial character 
are not less important than those above mentioned. They comprise :— 

(a)_ revenue administration of 3.57 Tdlukdari villages in the Ahmed¬ 
abad District, sub-divided, as most of them are, among an infinity of shares, 
with rival interests; 

(S) revision of Jama settlement of the Tsilukdari villages; 

^ (c) disposal of applications for loans under Section 31 of the T^luk- 
d^ri Act; and 

(d) partition of estates. 

24. Miscellaneous work, such as the settlement of debts due by managed 
estates, the conduct of civil suits, the education of minors and the settloment of 
boundary disputes, occupy no inconsiderable part of my time and attention 
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2d. jn addition to the duties enumerated above, the 'JL'^lukdiiri Se^lejEDeia^ 
Officer acts as a personal adviser and helper of the land-owning classes ofOujarit. 

26. The administration of the Department during 1897-98 in all these 
different branches is recorded in the succeeding pages. 

27. The sub-joined tabic shows the total number and revenue of estates of 
all descriptions under management, and of the Tdlukdari villages in Ahmeddbad 
under revenue charge in the year under report :—

Encumbered Estates in Ahmeda'ba'd- 

28. There were 38 estates under managomont, under Act VI of 18G2 at the 
end of 1896-97, During the year two were released from the operation of the 
Act, leaving 36 Estates under managemont at the end of the year under report. 

29. There was only one estate remaining under the control of this Depart¬ 
ment at the end of ] 896-97, owing to debts due to Government though released 
from management under the Act. It has continued under my management 
during the year under report. 

30. Of the 37 estates at present under inanagoment as shown iu Appen. 
dices 1 and J A— 

16 are managed directly by this office ; 

20 are managed by the Talukdars under the supervision of this office; and 
1 is managed by creditors under special arrangement.

31. The financial position of all the encumbered estates iu’^Ahmedab^d is 
shown in Appendici a I and I A. An abstract of these statements is contained 
in Appendix IV. This shows that Rs. 4,250 were paid to private creditors and 
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Ka. I6,42y to (Government, and tbat a sum of Ks. 1,72,576 atUl remains unpaid. 
Of this amount Rs. 27,503 are due to private creditora and Rs. 1,45,073 to 
Government.

32. The payments made on account 
of debt settlement during the year under 
report and the preceding year are showh 
in the marginal table. The average pay¬ 
ment during the year is 10'6percent, of 
the total sum duo at the beginning of 
the year against 77 in the last year, the 
percentage of debt reduced being 6*5 
against 4’6. 


33. The general result of tho year’s management, though it compares 
favourably with that of the last year, calls for explanation in respect to certain 
individual estates wliich were given large advances disproportionate to their 
revenues. I have inserted a new column in Appendix I to show the percent¬ 
age of total debts paid by each estate up to the end of July 1898. It shows at 
a glance that of tho 32 estates which received advances from Government under 
Act VI of 1862, two estates were released during the year, owing to the liquida¬ 
tion of debts, 24’ estates, including Makbldv, which in consequence of the 
termination of law-suits will be able to pay at least Rs. 4,000 every year towards 
tlio liquidation of the large advance, have made satisfactory progress towards 
discharging the debts duo to Government, and 6 estates (Nos. 3, 8, 10,13, 14 
and 15) have falsified the estimates made at the time of making advances. The 
case of Bagacl (No. 3) is extremely bad ; the debt due at the end of the last year 
has exceeded the amount originally advanced by Hs. 407, 

34. As regards these bad cases, I bog to quote below Mr, Pestanji’s ex¬ 
planation given in the case. of Rola in 1888, which applies more or less to 
all these cases in which the estimates of receipts have been found to bo inaccurate 
and defective 

“ Before bringing this (Bela) estate under the Act, careful enquiries were made through 
tho Mitinlatddr of Dhandhnka to ascertain the correctness of the figures given by the ap¬ 
plicants. But it now appears that owing probably to the inherent difficulty of finding the 
truth beforehand in such cases, the result of tho enquiries was fallacious. This result 
showed thaf the assets would suffice to discharge the debt within a reasonable period. lu 
ray report (No. 157 of 14th April 1837) on this case, I gave the probable annual income of 
the estate at’Rs. 2,400, but one year’s actual management has shown it to be Rs. 970.” 
Paragraph 23 of the Annual Report for 1887-88, No. 405, dated 1st August 1888. 

.36. Experience shows that the actual receipts of the six estates fall very 
short of the amount which becomes due every year, and I have commenced en¬ 
quiries to ascertain whether it is expedient in the interest of the debtors to 
recover the Government advance by sale of the debtors’ estates in the worst cases. 
Estate.? Nos. 33 to 38, which owe debts to private creditors have on the whole 
appreciably reduced their liabilities. 


Encumbered Estates in Eaira. 

36. At the end of the last year there were 24 estates under management. 
No estate was released during the year, and the number under management 
therefore remains the same as in the previous year. 

S7. Appendix II shows tho financial position of each of the 24 estates. 
An abstract of it is given in Statement IV, from which it will be seen that Rs. 69 
were paid to private creditors and Rs. 17,400 to Government, and that a sum of 
Rs. 97,371 remains unpaid. Of this amount Rs. 4,863 are due to private credi¬ 
tors and Rs. 92,603 to Government. The small payment to private creditors is due 
to the fact that the Government claim has priority over that of private creditors 
inasmuch as the latter hold property in mortgage. 



88. The 


payments made on account of debt settlement during tbe year 

under report and the preceding year are 
shown in the marginal table. The average 
payment for the year under report is'16 0 
percent, of the amount due at the begin¬ 
ning'of the year, and the percentage of 
reduction of debt is 11‘3 per cent. The 
corresponding figures of last year were 
9*7 and 5‘1 respectively. The year’s 
management compares favourably with 
that of last year ; all the estates have made 
satisfactory progress in making payments 
towards the reduction of Government 
advances, as will be seen from column 10 
of Appendix II.

Encumbered Estates in Broach. 


39. There were two estates under management at the end of the last year. 
No estate was released during the year. The financial position of each of the 
estates is given in Appendix III, and Appendix IV contains an abstract showing 
the payment of Rs. 1,079 to private creditors during the year. No debt was due 
to Government, the whole having been paid off during the previous year. 


40. The payment made on account of the debt settlement during the year 

compared with that of the previous year 
is shown in the marginal table. The 
average payment for the year under 
report is 8’1 per cent-, the percentage of 
reduction being also the same. The cor¬ 
responding figures of the last year were 
‘23‘6 and 23*3 respectively. The year’s 
percentage is necessarily low as the 
large estate of Kband41i was released last 
year on the liquidation of its debts. 
Jhanor will not be able to pay its private 
creditors till the amount decreed to one 
of its sharers in the Toda Giras suit is, 
paid off. The amount remaining unpaid is nearly Rs. 3,400, while the surplus 
revenue amounts to nearly Rs. 1,200. The Toda Gir4s debt will therefore 
be liquidated in three years. Magndd has made fair pi’ogress towards the re¬ 
duction of its debt due to private creditors. Rs. 1,079 were paid during the year 
and Rs, 355 which could not be paid before the close of the year owing to the 
absence of the creditors will be paid in the course of this month,

minors’ Estates. 

41. There were 46 minors at the beginning of the year under report; 3 were 
added, 1 rolea.sed, making a net total of 48 minors, holding 34 estates, at the close, 
of the year. Of the eight minors referred to in paragraph 33 of the last year’s 
report, one was released aud the othors continued under the charge of this, 
Repartmeut as it appeared that they had not attained the age of 21 years. 

42. Of the 48 minors, 40 are in Ahmeddh^d, 3 in Kaira and 6 in Broach. 
Arranged according to race 34 are Hindus and 14 Musalm4n.s. Of the 34 Hin¬ 
dus 21 are Rajputs, 7 Koli Thakardds, 2 Kanbis and of the Chdrans, Kdthis, 
Vdnids and Brdhmaus one each. The income of tho minors varies from Rs. 63 
to Rs, 62,246. The income of 16 estates is below Rs. 1,000, of 10, below 
Rs, 6,000, of 2, below Rs. 10,000, of 3, below Rs, 20,000, and of 4, above 

20,000. As regards their financial position 16 estates are unencumbered 
"ud 18, particularly the smaller ones, are in debt. 
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43. Tlio ten estates margi¬ 
nally noted are important, and 
except Gangad and Dakor, they are 
entirely unencumbered. They are 
amongst the most prosperous of the 
estates under the control of this 
I)e];)artment, and have large savings 
invested in landed property and 
Government Paper. 

44. In paragraphs 37—54 of my last year’s report (reviewed in paragraph 
5 of the Commissioner’s No. 3793, dated 4th September 1897) I have detailed 
the circumstances under which the chief estates came under the management 
of this Department, and it is therefore unnecessary to repeat them hero. Of 
the three estates added during the year, Ga'ngad is large and important and 
requires special mention on account of its past history and peculiar embarrass¬ 
ments. This history shows how a Rajput Tiilukdar’s family can be ruined 
by tlie weakness of the Thakor, the intrigues of the Karbhdris, the quarrels 
among the children of the family and the mischievous and expensive litigation 
initiated by interested persons. It affords at the same time an instance of how 
the Tiilukdari Department can save an estate from ruin and restore it to its 
former position. All the trouble ended during the year underreport; under 
the sanction accorded in Government Resolution No. YnVimiT.* 18th Debruary 
189B, the estate has been saved from ruin, and it will be handed over unencum¬ 
bered to the minor Thakor on attaining his majority. 

45. Ga'ngad is a large estate consisting of eleven villages in the Dholka 
Taluka; it yielded a gross revenue of nearly Rs. 55,000 under the Bluigbatai 
system in good years. It was brought under Act Vi of 1802 in the year 180.3, 
and on the liquidation of its debts, was restored to the 'I'hakor (lagubha in 
1879-80. Soon after the restoration of the estate to the Thakor, quarrels 
arose in the family which lasted for nearly IG years, resulting in the ruin of 
the estate. Gagubha had three wives, Kesluiba, ICuverba and Majirdjba. By 
Keshaba he had one son named Bhuisaheb, Kuverba also boro him one son 
named Ndnbha, while Mdjiraj, the young('st, was childless. Bhaisilheb, the 
eldest son, was heir-apparent under the rules of primog(mituro by wlihdi the 
estate is governed, but the father and son were not on good terms, and Gagubha, 
who was blind and weak-minded, was under tbc iitlluonce of his two favourite 
wives Kuverba and Majirajba and the newly appointed Karbliari JIaganlui 
Bluiisluinkar. 

4G, Bhaisahob died on 31st December 1883 in the lifetime of his batlier 
Gagubha, leaving two widow.? Baliiha and Bajir.ijba, and a daugliter naau'd 
Jijir.ijba who is now 10 years old. About two moiitlis before the death of lihai- 
sdheb, Baluha left G.-ingrid and remained at lier faflier’s honse in Vavdi, whore 
she gave birtli to a sou on tlie 1st J.anuary 1884 or the ru'xt day alliT Bhai- 
sabeh’s death. This .'^on is named J(ivan.sing who was onci- r'-eogiiised as bis 
heir by Gagubha by his will dah'd the Glh Deoember 1884, and other cor- 
rospondeneo with the Collector of Ahmedabad. (iagubha also appointed his two 
favourite wives and his Karbiiilri M.-igunlal as trustees to administer the 
estate during Juvansing’s minority after his divath. Later on, liowcvor, the 
blind and infirm Gagubha was persriiide-d by bis wifi; Knv(U'ba into disowning 
Juvansing and acknowdedging her own .son Naubh.a as his lunr. Bor the 
effectual carrying out of this sehemopoor Gagubha was also led into applying 
to the Civil Court for a declaration of the right fd'Nunhlia to succeed to the 
estate in preference to Juvdnsing who was to be formally declared spurious. 
Gagubha sued the minor Juv:lnsirig through his next friend on the 22iid Decem¬ 
ber 1885, but the suit was withdrawn on the 25tli March 188G through some 
friendly intervention. 

47. Gagubha died on 13th January 1887, leaving large debts and his 
affairs in inextricable confusion. Two days l)eforc bis death his intriguing 
Kdrbharis and some influential relations of Kiinblia got him to make a will 
declaring Niinbha as his legitimate heir and appointing the Thakor of Adosar,

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the father-ill-law of Nanhha, and the Thiikor of Vala, the maternal uncle of 
Nanbha, as trustees to administer the- estate .during Nanhha’s minority. 'Ihe 
will was registered on 11th January 1887. Nanbiia’s party tried to take charge 
of the estate on Gaguhha’s death on t‘ho strength of the will, but they failed in 
their object. The Collector attached the estate under Section 144 of the J^and 
llevenue Code and subsequently mana,ged it under Section 9 of Regulation VIII 
of 1827 under the District Judge’s order pending the determination of the ques¬ 
tion of succession. 


48. A few months after Gagubha’s death, the minor Juvansing, throii,gh bis 
guardian, filed a suit on the llth July 1887, to obtain a declaration of bis right to 
the Gangad estate as the eldest surviving heir of Gagubha. Tlie defendant 
Nanbha raised the preliminary contention of the plaint being insufficiently 
stamped, but that question was decided against him both by the First Class 
Subordinate Judge’s Court and the High Court, to which it went up on appeal. 
The suit was, however, returned for disposal on its merits and after some evidence 
had been gone through, Nanbha died on 5tli April 1890, After the death of 
Nanblia. some five collaterals asserted their claims and the Court permitted them 
to defend the suit in place of Nanhha. The minor Juvansing appealed to the 
High Court against this order, but imsucccssfully. The papers were returned 
to the lower Court in July 1893 for further enquiry. One of the defendants 
then raised the question that, as the Collector was a defendant in his capacity of 
guardian of a minor defendant, the First Class Subordinate Judge of Ahmedabad 
bad no jurisdiction. Tlie papers were, therefore, sent to the District Judge’s 
Court in September 1893, wliere however for some reason or other no progress 
was made until afler the pa.ssing of Bombay Act 1 of ISDG which authorized 
Subordinate Judges to deal with such cases. The District Judge retuimed the 
case to the 1st Class Subordinate Judge for disposal after the passing of that 
Act. 

49. The hearing of this long protracted but important case commenced in 
riglit earnest before Eao Bahadur Lalshnnkar Umiashankar, the First Class 
Subordinate Judge of Ahmedabad, and within a year of its commencement he 
gave his decision in favour of the minor Juvansing. Appeals made to the High 
Court were also expeditiously dispo-sed of in favour of the minor. Thus within 
eighteen months an important suit, the final disposal of which had been delayed 
for ten years, came to an end, and this Department was enabled to take up the 
work of rescuing the estate from ruin and embarrassment. •While the succession 
suit was going on, the estate and tlie members of the family involved themselves 
in several other suits also, which it is unnecessary to dwell upon here. Suffice it to 
say that these suits gave rise to endless perjury, forgery, fraud, corruption and 
false evidence which completed the ruin of the estate. 

50. As mentioned above, Gagubha died leaving a large debt behind him, 
and the task of extricating the estate from its embarrassed condition was by no 
means easy. Nanbha and Juvansing, the latter through his guardian, admitted 
certain liabilities and by collusion allowed decrees to be passed against the Gan¬ 
gad estate. I need not state here the details connected with these objectionable 
and disgraceful transactions. Suffice it to say that we found the Gangad estate 
indebted at the beginning of the last year to the extent of Rs. 2,68,176, of which 
Rs. 1,62,699 were secured and Rs. 1,06,476 unsecured. 


61. Mr. Quin in 1892 submitted a scheme for the liquidation of the heavy 

debts which at that time stood as shown in the 
margin. He had obtained the consent of some of

the creditors to a reduction of the amount of their 


Total ... Rs. 2,40,775 claims by whicii the total delk dwindled down from 
Rs. 2,46,775 to Rs. 2,24,873, or a decrease of 
Es. 21,902. It was proposed that the total debt of Rs. 2,24,873 should be paid 
off partly by the pennauent sale of certain vdntds yielding an annual revenue of 
Ks. 4,600, and partly by obtaining a loan of Rs. 1,20,000 from the Thdkor Saheb 
of Gondal at the rate of six per cent, per annum. Government in their Resolu¬ 
tion No, 4332 of 20Lh May 18!)2 sanctioned the proposal made by Mr. Quin. It 
was, however, discovered that one of the largest vdntds could not be sold as it 
formed ^art of the landed property mortgaged as security for the loan of 
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Rs. 1,07,000. It was therefore proposed that a loan of Rs. 1,30,000 should be 
raised from the Thakor Saheb of Gondal on the security of all the lands and 
villages except the Bdvla vcoita ^vhich was proposed to be sold to pay off the 
unsecured debt for which decrees had been obtained. This scheme fell through 
owing to the refusal of the Gondal Darbar to advance tho loan, and the non- 
appearance of a purchaser for the Bavla vanta. If the proposals involved in the 
fiual scheme had been carried out in their entirety, even at the permanent sacri¬ 
fice of tlie revenue of Its. 1,600 which the vdnkts yielded, tho debts would have 
been discharged in not less than 21 years. 

52. The matter remained in status qm up to October last when on the 
termination of the suits, I took up the question of the settlement of the large 
debts which increased every year owing to the surplus revenue available for 
payment to the creditors falling short even of tlie amount of interest payable on 
the whole debt. T!)o liability to pay the secured debts was undisputed, but as 
regards the unsecured debts it was contended that tho Giingad estate was governed 
by the rules of primogeniture and that tho estate was nob liable for the unsecured 
debts after the death of Oagubha, who had only a life interest in it. Many of the 
unsecured debts were no doubt contracted on inadequate consideration, and though 
a great deal of fraud and speculation were apparent in many of these transactions, 
it was very difficult to prove the maid fides of these claims, and the estate could 
not therefore be absolved from liability to discharge these debts. 

53, Again it was very doubtful whether the contentions of this Department 
would be held valid by the Civil Courts. The bonds and receipts for the un¬ 
secured debts were passed by the late Tlutkor Gagubha and decrees were obtained 
thereon before the passing of Act VI of 1888, tlie decrees were dealt with under 
Section 320 of the Civil Procedure Code, and orders were passed by Mr. Pestanji 
Jebangir a month before the Act came into force to ])ay off the debts om 
the surplus revenue of the villages which had not been mortgaged, and above all, 
payments were mnde to the decree-holders of unsecured debts till 1896 under 
Mr. I*estanji’s orders. 

51. Under these circumstances it was not thought advisable to risk the, 
uncertainty of law and the heavy exjienses of litigation. The safer course was to 
effect some sort of compromise witli the creditors, and with this object in view 
I called some of tliem, and explaining to them tlieir real position induced 
them to a reasonable settlement. The result of the ne.gotiations was a very large 

reduction in the amount of the secured 
and unsecured delds as shown in the 
margin. The total debt was reduced 
from Rs, 2,63,175 to Its. 1,07,000 or a 
decrease of Rs. 1,11,175 or lls. G7,S7;3 
less than the amount proposed to be 
paid in 1892. The suit filed by Magan- 
Idl Bliaishankar in the District Judge’s 
Court for Rs. 40,200 has also been 
compromised for Rs. 10,000 including 
cost.s. 

55. Under the new .settlement lls. 1,67,000 had to be paid to the creditors 
of the Gdngad estiite. Of this .sum Its. 50,000 have been {)aid up to date, 
Ks, 30,000 being the surplus revenue of tlie estate, and Rs. 20,000 borrowed from 
the Tliakor of Jhanor at tlie rate of six per cent. I have already arranged to 
raise loans at six per cent, interest to pay off the remaining Rs. 1,17,000. The 
loans of Its. 3,37,000 will, if my estimates are not disturbed by unforeseen eir- 
cuin.stanees, be jiuid witli interest within a period of twelve years, without the 
loss of iiennanent revenue derivable from the vdtdds. Under the bighoti system 
the revenue of tlie estate amounts to Rs. 49,000, while tlio expenditure eoines to 
Rs. 30,000 including tlie payment of Government Jama and Local Funds, leaving 
a balance of Rs. 19,000. After providing for tlie maintimance and education of the 
minor Juvdnsing, a sum of Rs. 16,000 will be available every year for the liqui- 
dation of a debt of Rs. 1,37,000. 

56. The gross iueome of the estate during tlic year under report was 
Rs. 48,778 against Rs. 46,938 in 1896-97. The result of'the introduction of the

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Mghoti, acreage system, into the villages of the Gangad estate will be as satisfac 
tory as we expect in three or four yeai*s, if the seasons are favourable. Most o 
the intelligent cultivators appreciate the advantages of fixed land revenue, an( 
waste lands are being gradually taken up for cultivation at the survey rates. Th. 
Shidl-Bavli boundary dispute has terminated. Government having declined to re 
consider the orders already passed in the case. 

67. Kerva'da.—This estate consists chiefly of vdnta lands in the Broad 
District. It came under the management of this Department in September 1896 
It is in a very prosperous condition. Its o])eniug balance was Es. 99,071; its 
income Rs. 52,246; its expenditure Its. 2r>,]94; and its balance Pls. l,26,12t 
inclusivo of Government Paper of the value of Rs. 45,000, of Rs. 60,188 investee 
in landed property and of Rs. 20,938 in cash. The-minor Duhtbilwa alias Bhi 
sdheb is at present aged 17 years. lie attends the R4jkumdr College at Edjkoi 
and is intelligent and well behaved. 

58. Jhanor,—Thi.s estate belongs to Jitsingji Bharatsingji of Jhanor. Itcamt 
under the management of this Department in August R87 and is in a very pros¬ 
perous condition. Its opening I)alanco was Rs. 28,332; its income Rs, 21,896; 
its expenditure Rs, 13,568 and its closing balance Rs. 36,660, of which Rs. 20,000 
were invested in landed property during the year under report. Besides the cash 
balance of Rs. 14,660, it has to its credit Rs. 2,000 in Covernment Paper and 
Rs. 1,27,995 invested in landed property. The chief item of revenue is the 
Toda Giras allowance of Rs. 7,000 received annually from the Olp-Id Treasury in 
the Surat District. The minor Jitsingji, who will soon attain his majority, has 
been associated with the management of his estate. 

59. Ma'tar. —This estate belongs to Chaudrasingii riimafsingji, and it 
cam under the management of this Department in January 1882, It is in a 
prosperous condition and has to its credit Rs. 17,000 in Government paper, 
Rs. 15,000 invested in landed property and Rs. 15,435 in casli, in all Ks. 47,435.* 
Its opening balance was Pvs. 24,846, its income Bs, 17,930; Its expenditure 
Rs. 10,350, and its clo-'^ing balance Rs. 82,433 jneluRive of Rs. 17,000 invested in 
Government Paper. The suit brought by some of the collaterals of the late Thakor 
contesting the genuineness of the minor was decid(;d by tlie F, P. Jud'^e of 
Broach in favour of the minor in Xove.mber last. An appeal has been made to 
the High Court against the deci.sion of Mr. Fawcett, The litigation in the Assist¬ 
ant Judge’s Court alone cost nearly Rs. 15,000 to the minor. I met Mr. Quin 
the then Acting Collector of Broach in May last, and settled the Ijeavy claims put 
forward by the Vakils engaged on behalf of the Collector and the minor. 

60. Kojka—The e.state of Gaguhha Dipsingji of Rojka iu Dhaudhuka came 
under the management of this Department in 18S() in a very embarrassed 
condition, with a debt of Us. 50,000. The w'liolc debt has ])een paid off and it 
hss now to its cn.nlit Rs. 0,417. Its opening balance was Rs. 6,391, its income 
Ks. 0,989 ; its expenditure Rs, {),9(:3 and its cMsing balance U.s. 6,417, inclmsive 
of Rs. 3,000 invested in Government l’a])cr. The minor has been associated 
with the managoment of his estate and is (loing well. 

61. Dholka—This estate, consisting of 4 villages, belongs to minor Dada- 
saheh Bawasaholg son of B.uvdsalieb Sardar Mahomed, one of the Kasbati 
Talukdilrs of Dholka, It came under the niauagcmont of this Dop;irtmenfc in 
1892, with a debt of Rs. 6,000. Us ojxming balance wns Rs. 8,115, its ineomo 
Rs. 11,455; its expenditure lis, 16,303, including the .sum of Rs. 2,600 paid to 
the creditor, and its closing balance Rs. 3,298. Of the balance, Rs. 400 have 
been paid ill tliis month to the creditor and the estate is now free .from all 
liabilities. The minor nttoud.s the Anglo-Vcraaculav school at Ahmedabad. 

62. The Alnneda'ba'd Sayad—The minor Sayad Mahomed Salieb Bawdmia ia 
the son of the late Sayad Bawamia, a member of one of the w^ell-known Maho- 
medan families in Gujarat and a .spiritual preceptor of the Rawab of Jun.'i- 
gadh. The estate consists of four alicnatvxl villages in Junagadh which are 
managed by the Juua'gadh Darbar on behalf of the minor, and the village 
of Vasodra 'and some houses in the Ahrnedahfid District, which are under the 
management of this Department. Its opening balance w^as Rs, 1,975 ; its 
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income Rs, 4,040; its expenditure Rs. 2,062 and its closing balance Rs, 3,953 
The minor resides in Abmed4b4d and receives such education as is needed t( 
maintain his position as a spiritual preceptor of the Nawdb’s family. The clairt 
put forward by the two sisters of the minor to a share in the property according 
to Mahomedan Law is being enquired into by this Department with a view tc 
an amicable settlement. 

63, Da'kor—The Dakor estate belongs to minor Gopalrdo Manohar, by 
caste a Deshasth Brahman. Ho is the Inamdar of Dakor and Kanjri in Kaira 
and the hereditary manager of the celebrated temple of Dakor. The estate 
came under the management of this Department in 1894. Its opening balance was 
lls. 11,890; its income Rs. 2S,21» (Sansthan Rs. 21,531 and private Rs. 6,684) ; 
its expenditure Rs. 26,879 and its closing balance Rs. 13,226. A-large portion, 
nearly Rs. 17,000, is spent in paying the Dakor temple charges according to the 
decision of the High Court. Its debts amount in all to Rs. 78,494 (Sansthan 
Rs. 22,053 and private Rs. 56,441). The Shevak’s appeal to the Privy Council 
against the decision of the High Court in favour of the iniimdar and manager 
is still pending. The rules framed by the District Court for the management of 
the temple have not yet been finally approved. The estate is in an extremely 
embarrassed condition owing to prolonged and expemsive litigation, and the 
reckless and improvident conduct of the late inamdar. It is not possible to 
prepare a scheme for the liqiiidation of the debts until the final termination of 
the litigation. 

64, Disputes between the indmdar and tlic municipality have been settled, 
and rules for ttie maintenance and preservation of the Gomti Tank are under the 
consideration of the Collector of Kaira. The importance of Dakor as a place of 
pilgrimage in Gujanit is so great that strict supervision over sanitation and 
other similar matters is needed on the part of the municipality and the initmdar. 
The open spaces in Dakor which do not vest in the municipality or belong 
to private persons are the property of the inamdar and di-sputes in connec¬ 
tion with these spots frequently arise between the municipality and the 
indmdiir, resulting in unnecessary .and expensive litigation. Arrangements are 
being made to determine what open spaces useful to the public can be 
handed over to the municipality on the conditions set forth in tho Commission¬ 
er’s letter quoted in Government Resolution Ho. 465, dated 20th January 1898. 
The minor attends the Private High School at AhmedtihAd, and is favourably 
reported on. 

65, Nadia'd—This estate bedongs to minors KishordAs and KalidAs, sons of 
tbo late VAgbjibluai SamalbbAi, one of the most influential and respectable 
Kanbi Patidars of Nadiad. Tho estate, Avliich consists of lands in twenty 
villages of the Hadiad, A'nand aiid MAtar talukas of the Kaira District, came 
unde)' the management of this Department in .Se])toniher of 1890. its openin''' 
balance was Rs. 16,444 ; its income Rs. 0,476; its expenditure Rs, 3,287 and its 
closing balance Pus. 19,033, inclusive of Rs. 12,000 invested in Government 
Paper. It has to its credit Rs. 1.5,050 invested in landed property, Rs. 12,000 
in Government Paper and Rs. 7,633 in cash, in all Rs, 3-1,683. The conduct 
of the eldest boy, Kishordiis, and his mother Surajba, has shown some improve¬ 
ment this year. 

06. Na'vda-'—estate consists of lands in several TAlukdari villages of 
Dhaiidhuka and of money claims on laud and decrees. It belongs to minor 
Mohan Nathu, the son of a wealbliy Vania of Nnvda. It ciimo under the 
management of this Department in 1894. Its opening balance was Rs. 10,101; 
its income Rs. 3,958; its expenditure Rs. 2,915, and its olosiug balance 
Rs. 11,114 inclusive of Rs. 4,400 invested in Government Paper. The minor 
has been associated with the management of his estate and is doiug remarkably 
well. 

07. The other small flourishing estates are those of BApumia of Vanthal 
and Deva Ram of Vejalka with balances of Rs. 5,351 and Rs. 2,713 respectively. 

68. Appendix V shows that taking together all the minors’ estates under 
the charge of this ofiBce, the total realizations during tho year under report 
B 757—4 
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amounted to Rs. 1,69,376 as against Rs. 1,63,408 in 1896-97. Including tbe 
balances in band at tha commencement of the year, the figures are Rs. 3,94,149 
and Rs. 3,61,251, The total amount ,of Government securities up to date is 
Rs. 83,400. Rs. 2,18,233 have been invested in landed property and there is a 
cash balanco of Rs. 1,06,692. 

69. The Government of India views with disfavour the policy of investing 
surplus balances in Government securities on the ground that ‘ the possession of 
a large cash balance is not unlikely to lead a young land-owner into extravagance 
and eventually to his ruin.’—(Govornment Resolution No. 477, dated 22nd January 
1892.) It therefore spBcifie.s several ways in which minors’ surplus balances may 
be legally and profitably invested. IVo of these are suited for estates of the 
description this Department lias to deal with. These are productive expendi¬ 
ture on the estates themselves such as the construction of handhs, embankments, 
clearance of waste laud and advances to cultivators and investments in buying 
additional lands. Special attention is ]')aid to the subject of investment. Lands 
fit for purchase in the fertile districts are rai’ely to be found, and the surplus 
balances of the prosperous estates are invested in mortgages on landed property 
of Tdlukdari estates. I’he security is alwaiys perfectly good. The land mort¬ 
gaged is managed by this Dopartmout and the transaction is advantageous to 
both parties. The minor gets interest at a rate higher than the security rate of 
3|^ per cent,, while the Talukdar obtains loans at a rato lower than that which 
ho is required to pay to a Vania money-lender. This system has worked well, 
the investments iu mortgage on laud being Rs. 2,18,233 at the end of the year. 
It is under contemplation to convert tho security investment of Kervdda and 
Mdtar into investments on mortgages of lauds. 

Estates under Sections 320 and 504 of the Civil Procedure Code. 

70. Tho number of estates under management under Section 320 of the 
Civil Procedure Code at the beginning of the year under report was 331 against 
299 a't the bogiiming of 1806-97. Daring tbe year 49 estates were reieused 
from raaiingeracnt and 15 new ones camo under the control of this office, giving 
a total of 297, 

71. At tho close of the last year there were five estates under attachinent 
under Section 604 of the Civil Procedure Code. No estate was released and no 
fresh one came under management during the y'ear. 


72. 


Tho amount of the debts duo on the decrees transferred under 
Section 320 of tho Civil Procedure Code remain¬ 
ing unpaid at the end of the year was Rs. 6,49,888 
against lls. 0,37,366 in the last year, while the 
amount of the claims recorded under Section 
322A remaining unpaid at tho end of the year was 
Rs. ],40,985. The total of these items comes to 
Rs. 7,9G,873 as shown in the margin. The figures 
■ given in paragraph 58 of tlio last report represent 
the amount of the decretal debts only and cannot 
tlicnd'ore bo compai'cd with this year’s figures 
of the claims recorded under ‘Section 322A of the

73. Out of the total amount of Rs. 2,10,023 due in the Viramg4ra Tdluka 
Rs. 1,42,835 are duo Ijy’ the five estates of Rhankoda, Sadatpura, Chhaniar, 
GunjiUa and Rliagapnra, all of which were managed under Act Vf of 1862 and 
released unencumbered after tho debts were paid off. Of tho total debt not one- 
fourth is a legitimate debt. After tlie release of theso estates, family quarrels 
and share disputes arose, resulting iu ex])ensivG litigation. Tbe Tdlukdars soon 
foil into tho meshes of astute money-lenders, notably Girdhar Ilargovan and 
Lain Jagjivan, who Lave profited immensely by' theso internal disputes and the 
simple-mindLxluess of tho Talukddrs. Mo.st of tho Thdkardas got their shares 
recognized by means of collusive decrees obtained with t.helr consent by these 
creditors. The I’ocoguition of their shares was all that tho Thdkardds considered 
sufficient and they could not and would not seo that they were cutting tho 
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ground from under their own feet. They saw their folly when the shfires were 
attached in pursuance of these collusive decrees. 

74. The extent of this discreditable transaction on the part of the above- 
named two notorious money-lenders may be gauged from the fact that between 
them they hold colluaively obtained decrees amounting to nearly Rs. 1,75,000. 
Fictitious debts increased by the stupidity, simplicity and ignorance of the 
Thakardd/S received the sanction of law inasmirch as the claims wore settled by 
private arbitration and the awards wore registered in the Civil Courts. The de¬ 
tection of such bogus transactions by a judicial enquiry was thus impossible. 
These awards received the force of law and darkhdsts for the execution of the 
decrees have been received. The liabilities are so heavy that the poor Thakardds 
will not be able to free themselves for years to come, and unless steps are taken 
to settle the claims by private arrangement with tho creditors, the Thdkardds 
will be reduced to the condition of mere day-labourers. As the Thakarda land¬ 
holders are a very rapidly increasing class of people, tlie small rent derived from 
their estates is insufficient to support thorn and to pay tiie State dues which iiave 
in many cases increased fifty per cejit. under the revision settlement. I try to 
lease out their lands to themselves as far as possible on somewhat favourable 
terms, so that they may get a livelihood out of it. 

75. The estate of Bhankoda comprising eleven and-a-half villages has 
lately been placed under the management of this Department under Section 28 
of Act VI of 18S8. There is an alienated village in addition to these, half of 
which is owned by the Pdtdi Darbar. Tho Patdi Darbar manages the village 
itself and pays aunnally Rs. 2,000 to tho Thakanhts. The Thiikardas dispute tho 
exclu-sivo right of tho Piitdi Darbar to manage tho village and urge that their 
portion may be demarcated and made over to this Department as their other vil¬ 
lages. It is obviously impossible to effect any improvement at once in an estate so 
heavily indebted and with so many dispute.s regarding partition and right of man¬ 
agement. In order, however, to effect as much as possible, in the interets of the 
Thdkardas, I am considering whether the sale of half the village to the Pdtdi 
Darbdr will not afford some relief to the Thakardas, and whether the Darbar will 
not consent to the purchase of half the village at a reasonable price. I liave 
conferred with the Darbiir on the subject, and am in hopes of being able .soon to 
settle the matter advantageously to the Thakardas who seem anxious to complete 
the arrangement as soon as possible. The Darbar has offered Rs. 80,000 which re¬ 
present 40 times the capital value of tho revenue of the village, while the market 
rate for the purchase of alienated lands varies from 25 to 30 times the annual 
revenue. I am settling the amount of tho Jihankoda debt.s, and wliea tho 
arrangements are finally completed, the Thakardas will bo able to share the 
profits of their estates, which in good season amount to nearly Rg, 20,000 after 
paying State duos. 

76. Sada'tpura —The Talukdirs have placed thi.s estate in charge of thi.s 
Department under Section 28 of the T:Uukd4ri Act. In ray last Annual Report 
1 had to remark that this estate was hopelessly involved. That remark holds 
good this year also. The debts amount to nearly ,Hs. 1,68,000, while tho annual 
amount available for payment is only Ks. 5,000, which is barely sufficient even 
to pay interest on the sum due. Arrangements arc being made to settle the 
claims of the creditor,s of Sadatpura for Rs. 45,000. These arrangements, if 
successful, will reduce the debt l>y Rs. 1,23,000 and, as far as I can see, the 
J?iddchliuL system is the only means of averting ruin. 

77. The Puldcliliul system means a kind of nsufructory mortgago under 
which the estate is handed over to the judgment-creditor for a stipulated period, 
at the expiry of which it goes back to tho judgment-debtor free from all en¬ 
cumbrances. As this system appears most advantageous and effective, I propose 
applying it all round. I am at present trying to compound with creditors re¬ 
ducing thereby the amounts decreed by 40 or 50 per cent. The creditors arc of 
course generally loth to make reductions in the amounts recoverable by them, 
but when matters are clearly explained to them, they see at onco that at the 
present rate of yearly'- payments their debts cannot loo wholly joaid up, and that 
the Ttildchhul system is the best. Under the Puldchlmt system the C'huval 
estates can be extricated from embarrassments within ten or twelve years. 
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78. No immediate solution of the cases of Chhania'r and Gunja'la presents 
itself. The Piildchhut system, if applied, might perhaps prove advantageous, but 
it is doubtful whether the creditors will consent to that mode of settlement. 
The estate oj Bbagapura is in a fair way towards the liquidation of its debts and 
no special means are needed in its behalf. The cases of other petty estates in 
Viramgam do not call for any special romarlc, 

79. In Dhandhuka the debts of Aniali Bhimji, Adval, Bhadiad Dhdrpipla, 

Eiojka, Fedra, Nagadka Julia and Bavliari, amount to lls, 2,05,o62. The 
prospects of all these, except the last one, Bavali.iri, aro fairly good, the amount 
available for the liquidation of the debts amounting to Es. 1,62,822, being 
Rs. 13,000 per annum. The case of Edvaliaiu is hojoeless, the decretal debts 
being Rs. 42,730 and the balance available for payment to creditors beinsr only 
Rs. 1,296. ^ 


80. Out of Rs. 81,405 in the Dholka Taluka, Rs, 47,109 represent the 
decretal amount due by the Gtlugad estate. TIk' question of succession has at 
last been finally decided in favour of Juvilnsing. As he is a minor, the estate is 
managed under the Guardians and Ward-s Act and arrangements have been made 
to clear off the debts attaching to the estate as slatcid in paragraph 55 above. 
The other item of Rs. 18,000 represents the debts of Bai Motiba of the Gdngad 
Thfikor’s family, wdio owns certain lands as jiveU. This debt was mainly 
incurred in the litigation undertaken by Motiba to establish the genuineness of 
her spurious son. No S[)ecial jiieasure is needed to pay off this debt which will 
cease on the death of Motiba and her lajids will lapse to the estate for want of 
heir, the alleged son having been declared spurious by the High Court. The 
other Tiilukas call for no special remark. 

Miscellaneous Estates. 

81. At the end of 1890-97 there were 44 estates under this head. Of 
these, one was relca.sed and six, the [)ossossion of which was never taken, have 
been omitted from the year's account. Government sanction to the management 
under Section 28 of Act VI of 1888 of .31 new estates was received during the 
year, but Only four estates w^ere taken under actual rjianagemeiit. In the ca.se 

of tho other (.'.states, nifmagement wa.s taken over from 
1st August 1898. The total numhor of estates under 
.actual management w'as therefore 41 at the end of the 
year. Of Ukisc, 19 are in Ahmediibad, 13 in Kaira 
and 9 in Broach. Thirty-six of them are managed 
under Section 28 of Act VI of 1888, one'is managed 
under Section 26 of the Act, one under Regulation 
ViIlofl827, and three arc managed under private 
agreemont and Court’s orr]er.s. Of the 3l mnv estates 
with a gross revenue of lls. 1,04,139, tho.se noted in 
the margin are, im[»ortaut. 

82. Ga'mpli.—Tho larg(? and important ('.state of Ganq)!), consisting of 
eight villages, deserves sja'clal mention. It caiine under the maiiagerneut of this 
Bepfirtmcnt in January 18i-K) with lu'avy dt'l)ts which amounted to as much as 

Rs. 3,23,800 in October last, as shown in tho margin. 
'Ihe two best villages were mortgaged to the Svdmi 
Narayan Maliaraj for a sum of lls. 2,60,000 on the 
condition that the moj-tgagee should recover and 
receive the M'hole revenue of the villages in lieu of 
interest on Rs. 2,60,000 till the principal amount 
was paid olf. No payment was made by the Thakor 
towards tlic liquidation of the principal amount, 
tin; inortgugeo realized interest at the rate of not 
less than nine per cent on an suan-age, tlio conditions of tlu' mortgage bond 
were, very hard, and the two viilag('S would have f)a.sscd poi'iuancntly in the 
possession of the Svami Nfirdyai; M.'iliaraj, had it not been for the setth^ment 
sanctioned in Government lle.solution No. 8135, dated 19th November 1897. My 
anticipations that atler paying all expenses a Surplus balance of Rs. 25,000 
would annually remain available for the liquidation of the new debts were fully 
realized in the year under report. 


Bhankoda 
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Oran.. 
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83. The debt due to the Svdmi N^rdyan Mahdrdj was paid off and the 
mortgage redeemed. Of the total amount of Rs. 2,60,000'paid to the Maharaj 
Es. 2,50,000 were raised at an interest of five per cent, on the security of 
the two villages redeemed, and Rs. 10,000 were paid from the surplus balance 
of the estate. The liquidation of the Svami Narayan Mahdraj’s debts not only 
secured the recovery of the two best villages, but also resulted in an increase of 
nearly Rs, 6,000 in the revenues of the e.state after payment of interest at 5 
per cent, on the amount of tho new loan. As regards the unsecured debts which 
amount to Rs. 48,400, I hope to be able to settle them for a sum of Rs. 30,000, 
which I propose to pay out of tho recovery of a debt of Ks. 32,000 due to the 
Thakor by a Kasbdti of Ranpur. The ornaments mortgaged to the Svanii Narayan 
Mahardj were valued at about Rs. 17,000 in the presence of the Thakor, while 
the debt amounts to lls. 10,500, including interest. The Thdkor agrees to sell 
most of the oniaments as they arc of no immediate use to him and'to apply the 
sale-proceeds to the payment of tho debt. Arrangements arc being made by 
the Thakor to sell the ornaments at a reasonabhr [)ric(;. A debt of Rs. 2,50,000 
will remain to bo paid by degrees, and should nothing occur to upset my calcu¬ 
lations the estate will be free from all liabilities within a period of 12 years. 

84. Chhasia'na in the Dhaudhuka Taluka has long been t he subject of 
contention between two rival clnimanis. It belongs to the Jhi'ila family of the 
Liuidi house residing in Kathiavild, where tho bulk of the family estate is 
situated. Tho dis[)ute between the two claimants Umedsing Sangabhai and 
Prithising Devising, tho former of whom is tho registered Tulukdar, led to the 
village being put under tho management of this Depai'traent under Section 26 
of the Talukdari Act. Litigation went on in the Agency Courts for a number 
of years regarding the sijares in tho Katliiavad estate. Prithising chumed a 
half share, while Uraodaiug claimed in the proportion of two to one. The 
Agency Courts decided in favour of Umedsing, and on appeal the decision was 
confirmed by the Government of Bombay. On the strength of this decision 
Umedsing demanded payment of the surplu.s balance ofChhasiana in tho propor¬ 
tion of two to one. Prithising objected to this on the ground that the decision 
of the Agency Courts was not binding ou this t>e|:)artMient, and that tho ordinary 
rule of succession did not apply to Clihasiduia as the village was a purchased pro¬ 
perty not forming part of the family estate. As a result, a notice was served 
ou Prithi-sing, informing him that the balance Avould be ])aid in proportion of 
two to one according to tlie decision confirmoil by the Government of Bombay, 
unless he sought relief in the Civil Court within three months from the date- 
of the notice. Prithisiug has accordingly filed asuit to have his share defined, and 
pending its result the distribution of the balance has been kept over. Tho 
parties have however boon informed that tho undisputed portion of tho balance 
can be paid to them. 

85. Cha'ndna is in a had way. During the last five years land assessed 
at Rs. 4G0 was thrown up by cultivators; tho income has therefore been de¬ 
creasing every year. This year nothing could be i-ecovored ou account of the 
debt due to Governmeut by the Kasbiiti.. The income is not sufficient to pay 
the h\Wjmm. Tho land is washed away by tlio action of the river Vatrak and 
has becorao sandy. 

80. Tho estate of Sa'rod in Broach is a large one. Its opening halauco 
was Rs. 4,408, its income Rs. 25,338, its expenditure Rs. 24,136, including the 
payments made to creditors, and its closing balance Rs. 5,610, It has a debt of 
nearly Rs. 30,000, which is being paid off by yearly instalments. The Thakor 
has dismissed his old Karbliilri for misconduct aud misappropriation of certain 
sums of raouoy received from the treasury. Ho has sought the help of this 
Department to put his private matters right. At tho request of the Thakor, 
tho estate has been taken under the direct managemcDt of this Department, and 
every possible help is given to the Thakor to improve it. 

General Administration of TaTukda'ri Villages in Ahmeda'ba'd. 

87. There are 357 Tdlukdari villages in Ahiuedabtid under the revenue 
charge of this office. Their jamu, including Local Pund Cess (Rs. 34,507). 
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amounts to ILs. 4,00,478. The whole amount has been collected except 
Rs. 7,687 in Dhandhuka and Rs. 784 in Rholka. 


88. The Dhandhuka arrears appertain to the village of Navda. As 
already reported in previous years the iucoino of tliis village has not for many 
years been sufficient even to pay the jama. In 180G-97, after dediioting the 
cost of collection, &c., and the amount of chmitli payable to the Gai’asias, this 
village could show a uct income of Rs. 2,046, which fell short of the jama by 
Rs. 4,610. This amount has been written otf in accordance with your sanctiou 
No. 1401, dated 22ud April 1898. The net income of Us. 2,946, instead of 
being paid into the treasury, has been adjusted in part payment of the sums 
due to the Tdlukddrs of Navda under the orders passed in Governnionb Resolu¬ 
tion No. G990 of 11th September 1805. In the year under report matters grew 
worse. The gross income was only Rs. 4,836 against Rs. 5,97(5 in the preceding 
year. This, after deducting the Garasias’ choutU duo for 1897-98 and former 
years and the expenses of raanagenKMit, &c., will leave a net income of Rs. ],S12 
only for part payment of the jama due to Government, and Rs. 6,075 will even¬ 
tually have to bo written off. 

89. The outstandings in Dholka, amomiting to Rs. 784, consist of Rs. 200 
due by the Cliandisar mnta, and Rs. f)00 and Rs. 84 due respectively by Gauol 
and Barodu. These ('states have been under the management of this Depart¬ 
ment for iho recovery of the Government jama for the last four years. The 
actual reali/utioiLS fall short even of the jama payable by the estates. In the 
case of th(* Chaudisar mtita a gentleman of Ahraedabdd has applied to me to 
have the 'c^rda leased to him for a period of ten years, offering to pay in full 
the Government demand on tho wwht during his managcniont. The matter is 
under consideration and will bo disposed of after I am satisfied that it will prove 
profitable both to tho Government and tho estate. 

90. The affairs at Aoidli Kathi described in paragraphs 75 and 76 of the 
last year’s rcport are still in stutn.a ({xio ante. The long pending disputes be¬ 
tween the Kdthis and Sheth Tribhovandas Jddavji have not yet terminated. 
The Sheth was put on his trial with a number of his servants before tho Sessions 
Court on a charge of abetment of murder, but was acquitted. The trial was 
not however without its oll'ects. It has caused discouragement to the Sheth 
who now sees his inability to carry on tluj management and is seriously thinking 
of washing his hands of tho village by selling it off. The sale of tlm village 
might improve matters if tho purchaser seo.s the wisdom of conceding tho reason¬ 
able claims of the Kdthis, 
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91. The collection and 
e.xpcnditure of Local Bunds in 
the Tdlukdari villages of the 
Alimeddbad and Kaira districts 
during the year are shown in 
Appendix VII and aro con¬ 
trasted ill the marginal table 
with the figures for the pre¬ 
ceding tw'o years. 


The increase of revenue in tho Ahmedabad District is due to the introduc¬ 
tion, in tho Gogha, Dholka and Yiramgum Talukas, of the revision settlement 
under which the Local Fund Ce.ss is levied on the survey assessment and not on 
the Government jama as before. Half (he revenue was spent, as last year, in 
Ahmcdabiid on works of public utility. In Kaira over three-fourths of the 
revenue was expended on public works. 


92. 1 would here beg to invite attention to the remarks made! iti paragraph 

81 of my last report regarding the iieccs.sity of improving tho village watcr-.supply 
in the Ahmcddbdd District by building new wells and tanks and repairing existino’ 
ones. 1 wovdd also invite attention to paragraph 82 of tlie same report, urging 
the necessity of making the villagers take interest in local works by entrusting 
them with the execution of smaller works and by respecting their reasonable 
wishes in matters of detail. As regards water-supply, it is satisfactory to note 
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that the expenditure on works of this nature in the Ahmedabitd District is this 
year larger by about Pls. 1,960, viz., an excess of Rs. 450 on tanks end Rs. 1,500 
on wells. 

93. Due attention was paid to the inspection of boundary marks in the 
Talukdari villages. I jiersonally examined a largo number of marks in every 
village that 1 visited during my tour, and found that the work of inspection was 
on tlje whole satisfactoi'ily d<ine. The emplojmient of some of the inspecting 
Karkuns on plague work during the fair seasoii interfered wdih the completion 
of the year’s prograimne, Mr. Lely’s instructions contained in paragraph 9 of 
his remarks on tlie last year’s report that Miimhitdars should keep an eye on 
boundary marks when visiting Talukdari villages will, it is hoped, produce good 
results in future. 

94. I visited the Maralatdars’ Kacheris of Viramgum and Sfiuand in the 
Ahmedabad District, Borsad, Thiisra, A'uand and Nadiad in Kaira and Broach in 
the 'JBroacli District. The work was on the whole satisfactorily done. 1 per¬ 
sonally supervised the destruction of B papers in the A'uand Kaclieri. 

95. During the year under re])ort proposals for the revision settlement of 
the_^‘a5Hfs of the 'fahikdari villages of the Dhandhnka and Saiumd Talukas were 
submitted to Government, but their orders are still awaited. Proposals for tho 
revision settlement of the two Matar villages of the Uteliya estate will be sub¬ 
mitted as soon as certain points regarding alienation.s and vdntds are settled. 
Tho preparation of tho Paisal Patraks of the Panch Mahal villages required for 
the purpo.ses of the jama settlemeirt has been delayed for want of inlbrraation 
regardltig tho survey numbers and areas of recognized alienatio)is in the 'i’aluk- 
diiri village.s. ,Jama proposals of these villages will bo submitted as soon as tho 
required information regarding alienations is received. The revi.sed jama was 
levied for the first time in tho Viramghm Tdluka during the year under I’eport. 
The wdiole amount has been collected without recourse being had to the attach- 
merit of any estate, As reported last year tho Thakardus view the increase in 
the jama with considerable dissatisfaction. It is, however, hoped that this dis¬ 
satisfaction will disappear as soon as the rent on Koli holdings is fixed and the 
large debts arc considerably reduced. 

96. As sanctioned in Govermnent Resolution No. 9322 of ‘28th December 
1897, the whole village of Thori Tliatnha bus been leased to the Kasbati on pay¬ 
ment of Rs. 3l5 per annum. Notices to hand over possns.sion of the other four 
villages on the 1st of August were served on the Ka.sbatis, and all the necessary 
arrangements were made to take over charge of tliese villages as directed in 
Government memorandum No. 3943 of 14th June 1898. In the meantime the 
Kasbdtis filed suits against Govermnent in the Court of the District Judge of 
Ahmedahad to establish their proprietary right to the villages in question and 
jiraj ed for the grant of ad interim injunctions I'cstraining Government from taking 
possession of the villages from the 1st of August. The District Judge having 
declined to grant the injimctioiis, the Kasbatis have appealed to the High Goint. 
Notices have been received from that Court calling upon us to show cause why 
the injunctions should not he granted, and as advised by the Govermnent Pleader 
of Bombay, proceedings to take possc.ssion of the villages have been stayed till 
the rnle nisi is argued and disposed of. Partial remissions to the extent of 
lls. 1,813 have been granted in the (taso of the Bhatha lands of Vatdinan, Giinol 
and lilnza as sanctioned in Government Resolution No. 4457 of the 7th July 
1398. 

Education of Minors and Talukdars. 

97. The minor Thakor of Kervada attends the Rajkumhr College at Rajkot, 
while the Thakor of Matar tlie Wadhwan Talukdari School; nine boys attend the 
local schools at Ahmedahad, residing as lodgeies and hoarders in the Jubilee 
Institute, and the others receive education in the village schools. It is gratify¬ 
ing to notice that the hoys become quickly reconciled to their new mode of life 
and that residence in far away places for pursuing their studies is no longer di.s- 
tasteful to them and a cause for anxiety to their people. The improvement both 
mental and physical in these minors is most marked, and their progress, especially 
of the younger boys, is all that can be desired. 
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08. Many of the Talultclara of Gujarat have not the means of pursuing 
their studies and no -wondSr that they lag behind in the struggle for life. I'ln; same 
sort of education is not suited to all the Talukdars alike, and it is necessary there¬ 
fore to divide them into classes and to provide for each class the education best 
suited to it. 1 would for this purpose divide the Talukddrs into three classes as 
under:— 

I. —Heirs to large and solvent estates which are governed by the rules of 

primogeniture. 

II. —Sous of iniddhi class Talukdars wlio on attaining their majority can 

alford to live on the income of their estates like cadets of well-to-do 
laud-holders. 


III.—Sons of respectahle Talukdars and Bhayats who, owing to the divisibi¬ 
lity of tiuur estates, limited income and such other causes, must cairn 
their own bread after proper educational e(]uipnient. 

99. As laggards tlu; Talubdar hoys falling under Classes I and II, the Tvaj- 
kumar College at Rajkot and the Grasia Seliool at Wadliwin, where greater 
attention is paid to the geiua-al davelo[iment of the physical and mental faculties 
than to class lessons prescribed for Govm-nment scliools, are best suited. With 
the a])]U'Oval and concurrence of Mr. Gibb, the Collector, of Alimedabad, I have 
introduced the system of associating yonng Thdkors, who have to manage their 
own estates on attaining tlicir majority, with tlic manager,s of thi.ur estates, so that 
they may learn thoir work at least for a y(>ar or two Ixdore they take the solo 
managmuent of their estates under the o].)eratiou of the Act. I'he experiment has 
proved succe.ssful, as noticed in the cusi-s of the yiaing Tliakors of Bojka and 
Kunha whose income varies from Ks. G.UUO to its, 8,000. In the case of theboy.s 
falling under Class III, it is necessary that they should be taught at Government 
schools with the boys of the other communities with whom they have to compete. 
They should receive such education as is needed to enable tluuu to pass compe¬ 
titive examinations to qualify them for the ()iil)lic service or for other independ¬ 
ant professions. With tins end in view, boys of this class are lodged in the Jubilee 
Institute and simt to the local schools at Ahmedabiid to be brought up as other 
hoys. 


100, The important question for consideration in conneetioii with the educa¬ 
tion of tlui boys coming under Class III is how to fulfil their legiliinate aspira¬ 
tions after they have received the education provided for them. It seems to mo 
that they can be very profitably and usefully employed in the higher ranks of the 
Police Department for which by tlicir physi((ue and social position.they are well

103, The table given in the 
margin shows the manner in 
which the decrees received in 
each year and those brought 
over from tbo previous years 
were disposed of during the 
last three years. A large 
amount was paid to the credit¬ 
ors during the year under 
report, the percontago being 
5'9 against 7’6 and 6'0 in 
1895-96 and 1806-97 respec¬ 
tively. Barring the 111 decrees 
returned to the Courts, the total 
Procedure Code) and darkhdsts 
under execution at "the end of 
the year was 776 for the aggre¬ 
gate amount of K.s. 10,35,161. 
The table given in the margin 
shows how many of these dar- 
khnsts were $dn or relating to 
inoi'tgaged propf.'rty. The 
amount under ' Personal ’ is 
considerably larger than that 
under ‘ Sdn.’ The personal 
debts will however cease on the 


death of the judgment-debtors and no special measures for their liquidation are 
therefore necessary. As tlie ,9dfi decrees and darkhusls can be satisfied from 


the estates to whie.h the specific debts are also charged, sp(;cial care is necessary 
in dealing with them. The Piddchhut system will he found useful both in 
satisfying the claims of the creditors and in preserving the charged estates intact.

106. The table given in the margin 
shows according to tdlukas the total number 
of decrees and darkhdsts, personal or other¬ 
wise, and the amount of claims still remain¬ 
ing unsatisfied. Nearly one-third of the 
liabilities under the decrees and darkhdsts 
has been cleared off and as already stated 
in paragraph 103 above the decretal debts 
under ‘ Personal ’ call for no special 
measures for thoir liquidation. 


106, The amount realized by the management of the estates under attach¬ 
ment in execution of decrees and remitted to the Civil Courts in the year under 
report was Bs. 36,596 against Its. 46,505. No estate was sold in execution of 
decrees against specific property. 

Suits- 


107. Ten suits and appeals were pending at the end of the year and six new 
suits were added, making a total of sixtcien. Of these, one was compromised and five 
were finally disposed of—four in favour of this De.partmciit and one against it. 
The Gdngad succt'ssion dispute has terminat(;d, the High Couii of Bombay 
having confirmed the decision of the lower Court declaring Juvansing as the 
legitimate) heir to the estate. In tlie M.ltar succession suit the P. P. Judge 
of Broach, Mr. Fawcett, gave his decision in favour of the minor, and the appeal 
made to the High Court against this decision has been pending. Appendix VI 
gives the details of all the suits. 


Financial Review- 

l08. Tlio following abstract gives at one vioiv the financial result of the 
management of the estates duriug the year under report:—

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110. The above figui’os show that the gross revenue rose fromRs. 6,58,328 
in 1896-96 to Rs. 7,68,061 in the year under report, showing an increase of 16'7 
per cent. The percentage of collection was lower than that of the preceding 
two years. The reason is that a large amount of irrecoverable outstandings 
which was brought to the accounts on the estates coming under management 
was written off after due enquiry during the year under report. This fact also 
accounts for the increase in the percentage of remissions. The percentage 
of collection does not show the actual realizations of the year’s gross revenue 
under the management of this Dfjpartmcmt, as it is calculated on the gross reve¬ 
nue including arrears, which in most cases belong to the period of the Talukddr’s 
management. Again, the transfer to this department under Section 38 of a 
single estate -with largo outstandings affects the percentages and mars the good 
work of the year in regard to the collection of revenue. I have arranged to 
show in future the figures of the current and past years separately in the form 
prescribed for the Jamdhancli accounts. 

111, The amounts of remissions and outstanding balances at the close of the 
year were Rs. 29,8 78 and P^s.

112. Rs. 6,777 and Rs. 1,721, due on account of certain lands in dispute in 

SInaj in Ahraediibad on account of previous years and 
Encumbered Estates. 1897-98 respectively, Were remitted after enquiry, 
Rs. 562 for 1897-98 were allowed to the Thakors of Napa and Sdlol in Kaira for 
maintenance, owing to the dearness of provisions. 

113. Rs. 861, due from the estates of Dekavada, Vanthal, &c., in Ahmeddbad 

were partly remitted to poor cultivators and partly 
Guardian and Wards Act. allowed to the Thakardas for maintenance. Rs. 104 in 
the estate of Clicr and Rs. 482 in Kervada and Rs. 636 in Matar in Broach were 
remitted owing to tho poverty of cultivators. 

114. The remission of the sum of Rs. 2,005 in Kundli in Ahmeddbad was 

partly due to the badness of the season and partly to 
Section 28 of Act VI of expenses of litigation carried on by the Talukdars 

' concerning their property in Kathidvad, There was 

some dispute regarding Rs. 1,821, due for 1896-97 in Oran in Ahmeddbdd, and 
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the amount having been found to be irrecoverable was remitted. Ks. 1,739 on 
account of previous years were due in the Dehevdn estate in Kaira. There was a 
long dispute about this amount which was eventually remitted' after proper 
enquiry. Rs, 1,464, due in the two estates of Sigd-m in Broach were also similar¬ 
ly remitted. Rs. 813 in Dehej and 11s. 457 in Janikdra were collected by the 
Thd,kors before the attachment of the estates and the amounts were therefore 
'struck off the accounts.- 

115. Bs. 2,953, due on account of previous years 
in Gangad in Ahincddbad, were written off after 
enquiry. 

Rs. 899 for 1896-97, in Gunjdla, Dekavdda, Sadatpuro, &c., in Ahmed- 
c 0 AC •, r) abiid on account of land not liable to pay rent owing to

Rs. 1,184, due by thcTalukdars of Bela and Aniali Kasbati in Ahmed- 
dbdd W'ill Jiave to be written off after enquiry. Rs. 415, 
tine in Kiiiiha in Kaira on account of previous years, 
and Rs, 680 for 1897-98 will have to be written off owing to the jiovtmty of the 
cultivators. Rs. 587, due by the Talnkdars of Magndd in Broach, will have to be 
adjusted as maiuteuaucc ullowaiicc after the enquiries are completed. The rest 
of the amount which is recoverable will be recovered in duo course.

Rs. 176, due ou account of previous years in Dekdvdda and Vanthal 
in Aluu'cddbad, and Rs. lOO in the estate of the minor 
Alimedmia in Daskroi will have to ^)e written off, 
lls.

Rs. 1,864, relating to J)akor in Kaira, due by somo Matadurs, will be adjusted in 
payment of allowances due to them from the Sansthdu; Rs. 3,645 due by certain 
cultivators in the Kervada estate and other amounts are in process of recovery. 

119. In Ahmoddbad Es. 972 are due by the Thdkardas of Ruddtal whose 

estate was newly brought under management. This 
amount will have to bo written off. Rs. 204 for 
1896-97, and Rs. 1,791 for 1897-98 are due in Antroli- 
Vds Dolji, Of these Rs. 1,000 are recoverable and are being recovered, the rest 
of the anioimt is disputed, Rs. 2,600, relating to Orau, arc also disputed aud are 
being inquired into. In Kaira Rs. 1,756 on account of previous years and 
Rs. 1,072 for 1897-98 relate to Delicvan and .arc mostly disputed, lls. 100 out 
of Rs. 120, relating to JDharoda, are also disputed. lu Rroaeh Rs. 2,-388 in 
Sigain and Rs. 160 out of Rs. 250, relating to Miydgam, are disputed and are 
under enquiry. Rs. I,6l3, relating to Sarod, arc <lim on bonds and will be recover¬ 
ed shortly. In Skrod Rs. 8,551 on account of previous years were due from 
cultivators who were unable to pay, owing to a .succession of bad years.

123. The table given in the margin shows the average percentage of 

expenses of management 
to realizable revbuuo and 
to actual collection of 
each district separately 
and of all the three dis¬ 
tricts together for the 
year under report. The 
percentage is lower than 
that of last year. 

Working of the Gujara’t Talnkdars' Act, 1888- 

124. In paragraphs 121—126 of my last yeai'’B report I have dwelt at some 
length on the benefits accruing to the Tdlukddrs by the operation of Act VI of 
1888. I Lave shown therein that under the opei’ation of the old Act (VI of 1862) 
the Tiilukdars of Ahmeddbiid were, unlike those of Broach and Kaira, under no 
legal prohibition to burden their estates with fresh liabilities after they were once 
liberated from Government management and freed from all debts, Tlie conse¬ 
quence was that while in the Kaira and Broach districts six out of the 23 estates 
which came under the operation of Act XIV of 1877 were known to have 
incurred fresh liabilities after their release, in the Ahraedabitd District, where no 
restriction existed, every one of the 93 estates which were I’estored to the Taluk- 
chirs free from all liabilities under Act VI of 1862 was burdened with fresh 
debts. 

125. After the passing of Act VI of 1883 an important change came over 
the condition of the Tdlukdars of the Ahinodabfld District as exemplified by the 
fact tluit wliilo the mortgages and sales numbered on an average 146 and 16 a 
year re.spectivolj before the passing of the Act, they dwindled down to 57 and 
4 a year after 1888. Again, the result of the analysis of the darkhdsts and 
decrees received for execution shows that of the total decretal amount of 
Rs. 10,36,161, Rs. 8,56,369 or 82*6 percent related to bonds executed before 
the passing of the Act, while Rs, 1,79,792 or 17’4 per cent to those passed after 
the Act came into operation. This is a sure indication of the unwillingness of 
most of tlie intelligent Talukdfirs to encumber their estates on trivial pretexts, 
and of the disinclination of money-lenders to advance loans to the Talukdars 
without the sanction of the Talukdari Settlement Officer. 

126. In connection with tho working of Section 31 during the year under 
report, I may observe that there wore at the beginning of the year twenty 
a]iplicationa covering Rs. 89,876 for permission to borrow money on the security 
of the estates. Thirty-two new applications covering Rs. 1,41,710 were received 
during the year. Tlie total number of applications at tho close of the year was 
therelore 52 avid the loans souglit to be raised amounted to Rs. 2,31,585. In 
nine cases sanction was given to the borrowing of Rs, 22,975 made up of suras 
varying from Rs. 925 to lis. 10,000, wbilo in twenty cases permission to raise 
loans to the extent of Rs. 47,549 was refused. There now remain under enquiry 
23 cases involving Rs. 1,61,061. In almost all these cases the loans are required 
for the purpose of paying off old debts. 

127. With a view to check as much as possible fraud and collusion on the 
part of money-lenders, it is absolutely necessary to enquire whether the old 
debts sought to be discharged are valid and bona-fide and enforceable after the 
demise of the borrower, whether the fresh debts are incurred on terms more 
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ttvourable than those contained in the old bonds, whether the new loans sought 
to be raised will prove really advantageous to the estates, and whether the ignor¬ 
ant and poor Talubdars do not fall into the clutches of unscrupulous money¬ 
lenders. This enquiry takes up considerable time, involving as it does the in¬ 
spection of old bonds and accounts and the examination of Talukddrs and their 
money-lenders. Special care and attention are required in cases in which loans 
are sought to be raised on the security of the whole estate by the registered 
Tdlukdars for their own benefit without any gain to the other co-sharers. 

128. Of the 23 applications under enquiry, iwo are important. In one case 
the Thakor of Katosan, who resides in the Maid Kantha Agency, has asked 
permission to raise a loan of Us. 65,000 on the mortgage, without possession, of 
his two villages in the Viramgilm Tdluka which are held by him on the T^lukddrl 
tenure. When once tho sanction to the raising of the loan is obtained, the 
Tdlukddr remains cntit^ely indifferent to tho obligations incurred by him. The 
property on the security of which the money is borrowed remains under his own 
management and the proceeds, instead of being applied to the liquidation of the 
debts, are squandered away. Even the interest on the amount raised often 
remains unpaid and as a result debts accumulate and outgrow the income of the 
estate. 

129. For tho liquidation of the whole debt within a reasonable time by the 
regular payment of instalments, the Talukditrs who apply for sanction to borrow 
large sums of money on the security of their estates hare to hand over the 
management of the mortgaged pro[)erty to this Department under Section 28 of 
the Act. This arrangement affords a sort of assurance to tlm creditors that the 
loan advanced would be punctually paid off and that there would be very little 
diflSculty in recovering their money. The Talnkdiir is also benefitted inasmuch 
as he is able to obtain the loan at a smaller rate of interest and his estate would 
be freed from incumbrance in a much shorter time. 

130. This view of the matter was fully explained to the Thilkor of Kato¬ 
san, and he appeared to understand his own interests. He has agreed to the 
management of the two villages being undertaken by this Department till the 
liquidation of the debts, and this agreement will enable him to raise loans at six 
per cent, while he was otherwise unable to raise them at so much as ten per 
cent, interest. This case and that of the large estate of Gdinph forcibly illus¬ 
trate the efficacy of the provisions of tho TMukddri Act by which tl)e T{ilukddr& 
can, under the protection afforded to them by Section 28, raise money at low 
rates of interest with tho sanction of the Tulnkddri Settlement Officer and thus 
become independent of grasping money-lenders. 

131. The other case is that of Ndr.saiigji, a Bhayat of Gampb, who holds 
m jivdi the village of Aiikevtilia in the Dhaudhuka Ti'iluka. He has asked per¬ 
mission to raise a loan of Es. 40,000 on the security of his village to pay off old 
debts. This case is however under consideration. There liave beeu no sales of 
Tiilukdari land during tho year in execution of Civil Court’s decrees. According 
to the information received in this office, the total amount of loans raised by 
Tdlukddrs during the current year was Es. 29,783. Of this Es. 25,658 were 
sanctioned in 189G-97 and previous years and Es. 4,225 in the year under report. 
This sura does not include the amount of Es. 2,50,000 borrowed by the Thiikor 
of Gfimph as stated in paragraph 83 above for the purpose of redeeming the two 
villages which were mortgaged to the Svamiudrayan Arahardja. 

132. The other useful provision in the Act is Section 28 under which a 

Talukddr can, with the sanction of Gov¬ 
ernment, transfer the management of his 
estate to this Departnieiit when he 
finds himself unable to manage his own 
affairs. During tho year under report 
the management of no less than 31 
estates by this Department was sanc¬ 
tioned by Government under Section 28 
at the request of tho Tdlukddrs. The 
statistics given in the margin speak for 
themselves, and no comment is needed. 
The gradual increase unmistakeably 
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ftboWs that the Tdlulcddrs have begun to appt’eciate more and more the benefits 
accruing to them by our management of their estates. They understand our 
bond fides and place more and more reliance on our desire to promote tlioir wel* 
fare and ameliorate their condition. 

133. To carry out more effectively the provisions of this section and to 
meet as far as possible tho wishes of the Talukddrs, tho large estates of Bhan- 
koda, Stirod, Deli van* Dehej and others, whose annual income varies from 
Rs. 20,000 to Rs. 30,000, are managed, at the request of the Talukdars them-* 
solves, directly under tho supervision of this office with the help of .Deputy 
Managers. These officers, in many cases, act also as Karbharia of the Thiikora 
in several matters connected with the estates. The old mischievous Karbharis 
are thus replaced by a better class of men serving under the direct control and 
supervision of this Department. This arrangement moreover is much relished 
by the Talukddrs themselves who look ujion this direct connection with the Taluk- 
ddri Settlement Officer as more honourable and more in keeping with their 
position and dignity tlian their dealings with the Taluka officials. This system 
seems beneficial also from an administrative point of view, as it ensures more 
care and attention on the part of the departmental managers than what the 
Mdmlatddrs and their subordinates used to bestow on this part of their work. 

134. In addition to the advantages enumerated above, the work of intro¬ 
ducing the bighoti system in largo estates will be facilitated by the help and 
co-operation of the Talukdars concerned who, removed from the influence of ill 
advisers, are ready to accept measures of reformed management. The alteration 
in tho mode of as.ses.smeiit will of course be accompanied by the settlement of 
alienations. This and the inevitable discovery of unauthorized encroachments 
on Darbari laud will result in an appreciable gain to the Tdlukd^rs. 

135. It is not to be supposed that by placing their estates under Govern¬ 
ment management the Talukdars relinquish all interest in their property. 
The Deputy Manager holds his offico in the residential place of the Tdluk- 
ddrs and conducts the management with their aid and advice in all important 
matters under the personal control of tho fl’tUukdari Settlement Officer. This 
arrangement subserves a very useful purpose in exerting an educative influence 
on the minds of the Tdlukdars and their successors, and 1 have observed in the 
ease of Sarod, Dehej, &o., that the Thakors have become more keenly alive to 
their intesrests and that they fully appreciate the value of the help given by 
this Department. 

136. Anotlier great advantage d(!rivablo from tlio operation of Section 
28 of tlio Act is tlie management by tJiis Department of tho larger estates of 
the Chuvdl Avhich is necessary and exp(.ulient in the interests of both the 
Thakardiis and good government. The Thakardfis are as a class unfit to have 
uncontrolled management of their estates, the causes being (i) their thriftless¬ 
ness and recklessness in mortgaging their estates, (ii) their inexperience owing 
to tho continual attachments wliich deprived them of the management of their 
villages, and (iii) the numerous shari; disputes which have seriously encum¬ 
bered their estates. Both Sir James Peik; and -Sir James Richey projiGsed and 
Government sanctioned iu 1867 a scheme under which it was contemplated to 
appoint agents to keep the accounts and generally to manage tho estates on 
behalf of their proi)rii.^toi’s, and the men afipointod wore not to act as attach¬ 
ment karkuns, but under proper supervision as tho Kiirbharis of the TYdukdars. 
This experiment, how^eviir, failed, as the Tdlukdurs were averse to any kind of 
interference on the part of Government. Time, however, has wrought a material 
change in the feelings of the Thakardds who now often seek the help and 
advice of this Department, and it is very jirobablo that with tact and persuasion 
they can all be jwevailed upon to hand over the management of their estates 
to this Department, and assist ns in introducing necessary refornis. As stated 
in paragraph 8 aliove three estates of the Chuval came under our management 
during the year under report.. 

137. There were eight partition cases pending at the beginning of the 
year and six new applications wero received, making a total of fourteen. 
In two of those cases the parties Avore referred to the Civil Courts to have 
their shares determined, and iu seven the parties Avere given time to private- 
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]y settle their differences through the intervention of friends and relations. 
The other five cases were postponed sim die for the inspection of the lands in 
dispute. All except two cases beloiig to the Dhaiidhuka Taluka, and it is very 
likely that they will be settled amicably before the close of the year or as soon 
as I am able to visit the Dhandhuka Taluka next cold weather. These cases 
would have been setthid during the year under report had I not been prevented 
from visiting the Dliandhuka Taluka by my engagements in connection with 
the Mahi Cordon. The question’regarding the status of Mulgilmetis, who were 
hitherto classed with Talukdars and who as such have received the benefit of 
the Talukdari Acts, is before Gov(;rnment. 

Ta'lukda’rs’ Jubilee Memorial Fund. 

138. The Jubilee Memorial Institute founded in commemoration of the 
fiftieth year of Her Miiijesty’s reign has proved very useful. There are at present 
ten boys living in the Institute who attend schools in the city. It also servos 
as a lodging place for Talukdars visiting the city on business. The fund at 
present amounts to Its. 22,879, of wliich Its. 15,000 are invested in landed 
property, and Rs. 7,879 arc in ready cash. The expenditure of the Institute 
amounted to Rs, 1,231 during the year under repoit. 

Marriage Expenses Reform Movement. 

139. T have already said in paragraph 138 of my last year’s report all 
that I had to say in regard to this point, and have now very little to add thereto. 
The ’Palukddrs are as a class extremely conservative, and cannot bo expected 
to effect at onco such radical improvements in their marriage and other social 
customs as we would have them do. Our own Tdlukdars moreover occupy only 
a secondary position socially, and they regard their brethren in Kathi.ivad, 'who 
are far ahead of them educationally and socially, as their leaders bettor fitted 
than themselves to initiate the desired reform. These leaders, whatever their 
enlightenment and position, cannot introduce any effectual improvements 
without the active support and guidaneo of their Political officers, and it is to 
the latter that we mu.st look for assistance in this matter. I for my own part 
am quite ready to do all that it is possible for me to do, and to co-of)erato to the 
uttermost with other officers who have anything to do with the subject. 

Miscellaneous. 

140. Fair progress has been made in the.settlement of boundary disputes 
during the year under report. I visited the spot forming the subject of a dispute 
between Manipur of tho Sdnand Taluka and the Qaekvadi village of Palodia, and 
carefully examined the claims set forth by the cultivators of Manipur. Tho 
Gaekvadi authorities failed to appear at the enquiry, though called upon to be 
present. Tho dispute refers to the right of using water for irrigation purposes 
from a tank, which forms tlie line of demarcation between Manipur and Palodia. 
It appeared on enquiry that tho Manipur people were assessed at only jardyat 
rates, when iice*rates ought to have been levied. 'I’his exemption from the 
payment of water-rate seemed at first sight an anomaly, but the Manipur people 
produced a document bearing date the Ifitli November 1823, und(3r the signature 
of the Patel and the Panch of Palodia, granting to the Manipur people the right 
to irrigate from this tank tlieir land to tho extent of 42 Mylmn, I have asked 
the Baroda authorities to appear before me on the L5th September next, and 
adduce all evidence they have against the contention of the Manipur people. 
As regards tho dis])ute between the Nawab of Cambay and the TJlukdars of 
Pipli in Dhandhuka, I have observed certain facts which make it doubtful if 
the Nawab has any claim to the land in di.sputc. The river Sabarmati forms 
the natural boundary line between tho territory of the Nawab and the estate 
of the Dhandhuka Talukdars, and I have called upon tlie Cambay authorities 
to furnish proof, if they have any, of their having at any time enjoyed any 
proprietary rights in the villages or over lands situated on that side of the river 
Sdbarmati on which the village of I'ipli stands. Tho other dispute between 
the same State and tho Talukdars of Motiboru is also receiving my caref’ul 
consideration, and I hope to be able to settle these two cases next cold weather 
on the spot to save the poor Talukddrs the heavy expenses of bringing their 
wRoesses to Ahmedabad, 
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Besame. 

141. Tbo following is a rcsura^ of the operations of this llcpartraent 
during the year under report and the previous two years in all the districts 
under the several heads mentioned ;—

Tlie above table speaks for itself and calls for no comment. As explained 
in paragraph 110 above the enquiries made into the old outstandings have 
resulted in tlie remissions of largo sums which have reduced the percentage of 
collection on the gross revenue and increased that of remissions. 

Conclusion. 

142. I have had no reason to change my opinion recorded in paragraph 143 
of the last year’s report regarding the efticiency of ray office establishment. The 
whole staff has given me satisfaction throughout. My relations with the Dis¬ 
trict Collectors and other officers have continued to bo as friendly and cordial 
as before, and I take this opportunity of thauking them all for the courtesy 
and consideration shown to me in my dealings with them in official matters. 
Lastly I must nob omit to express my sense of obligation to Mr. Lely and 
yourself for the support given me in carrying out proposals for the settlement 
of th.Q jama, the liquidation of the debts of large Talukddrs and other important 
matters connected with my official duties.

Memorandum from the Commissioner, N. D., No. 3998, dated 20th October 1898—Forward¬ 
ing with his remarks a letter No. 253, dated 25th August 1898, from the TtilukdAri 
Settlement Officer, who submits his report on the Administration of the Tdlukdari 
Settlement Department for the year 1897-98, 

Resolution. —Mr. Bhimbhai Kirparam has submitted a full and interest¬ 
ing, if somewhat lengthy, report. His tour was interrupted by his deputation to 
superintend the plague cordon established along the Mahi river, but he did 
not allow the ordinary administration of his Department to suffer in consequence. 
He paid due attention to the inspection of boundary marks in talukdari 
villages, and visited the Mdmlatdars’ kacheris in seven talukas. 

2. The number of estates managed by the T^lukddri Settlement Officer 
under the Encumbered Estates Acts during the year under report was 65 against 
76 in 1896-97. Two estates in the Ahmedabad District were released from tlie 
operation of the Act during the year. The total income of the estates during 
1897-98 was less than that of the preceding year by Rs. 39,402, but the amount 
paid out of it towards the settlement of debt exceeded the disbursement for the 
same purpose in 1896-97 by Rs. 6,407. The details for botli years are given in 
the following table; —

Judging from the observations in paragraphs 34 and 35 of Mr. Bhimbhdi’s 
report, the repayment of the debts which encumber these estates out of current 
revenues must be well nigh hopeless. The T4lukdd.ri Settlement Officer should 
no time in making a final settlement of their aftairs on the most advantageous

3. The total income of all other estates under the management of the 
Talukddri Settlement Officer, including past year's balance in hand, was 
Bs. 10,03,495 during the year under report against Rs. 8,89,228 in the preced¬ 
ing year. The payments to creditors in 1897-98 amounted to Rs. 93,754 
or 9*3 per cent, of the income—a proportion which is slightly higher than that 
(8*7 per cent.) attained in 1896-97 but less than the average (10*9 per cent.) 
of the preceding three years, as shown by the following figures:—

The decrease in the percentage of collection is attributed to the fact that 
considerable outstandings were written off the accounts of estates brought under 
management during the year, inquiry having shown that they were irrecover¬ 
able. Government approve of the Talukdari Settlement Officer’s intention to 
exhibit separately in future the figures for current and past years. Tlie per¬ 
centages of establishment charges and of local expenses of collection to the 
actual realizations were 1*8 and 6'8 respectively against 2'1 and 7'2 in the pre¬ 
ceding 3 ^ear, Tiie continued reduction in these percentages is a satisfactory 
evidence of economical management, 

5. It is satisfactory to learn that the litigation in regard to the succession 
to the Gingad Est.ate—the most important of the Minors’ estates in the charge 
ot the Tdlukdari Settlement Officer—is at an end, and tliat in accordance with 
tlie scheme sanctioned in Government Resolution No, 1252— IG-Coxfl., dated 
18th February 1898, tlie Talukdari Settlement Officer has been able to effect a 
compromise with tlie creditors of the estate resulting in the reduction of the 
total debt from Rs. 2,68,175 to Rs. 1,57,000. Mr. Bbimbhai hopes to liquidate 
the wliole debt including interest within a period of twelve years and to hand 
over the estate unencumbered to the Thakor on his attaining his majority. 

6. In future reports the TalukdfLri Settlement Officer should notice at 
length the success of the Puldchhut system under which embarrassed estates are 
given over temporarily into the hands of the creditor. Mr. Bhimblnii thinks the 
system most advantageous and contemplates employing it generally. Hie 
Commissioner points out tiiat it is liable to abuse. This liability u no doubt 
shares with any system of aiienatiou. The usufructuary mortgage for a limited 
term of years is, however, widely recognised as tlie description ot temporary 
aiienatiou most favourable to the debtor. 
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7. The remarks made by Mr. Bhimbhai in paragraphs 98 and 99 of his 
report on the education and training of the sons of the Gujarat Talukddrs are 
sensible and have the concurrence of Government. The proposal to make 
special provision for the enlistment in the Police of young Thakors of limited 
means will be considered by Government when Mr. Bhimbhdi submits his 
detailed scheme. 

8. Among the important administrative steps of the year may be men¬ 
tioned the preparation and submission to Government of the reports relating 
to the revised jama settlement of Dhaudhuka and Sanand. The proposals made 
in these reports were accepted by Government in all their main features, and 
the increase over the existing jama secured to Government was 13 per cent, 
in the case of Dhandhuka and 22*9 per cent, in the case of Sdnand. 

9. The facts and figures adduced by Mr. Bhirabhdi in regard to the working 
of the Gujardt Talukddrs’ Act VI of 1888 clearly show that the Act is achieving 
its object and that its provisions are exercising a salutary eflfect both on the 
Tdlukddrs and on the money-lenders. The number of estates (31) brought under 
management during the year far exceeds all previous record. This is a notable 
fact upon which Government would have expected some comment from the 
Commissioner. The fact can fairly be accepted as gratifying evidence of the 
growing appreciation by the Talukddrs of the benefits to be derived from Gov- 
ernment management and their confidence in the Tdlukdari Settlement Officer. 
Another interesting fact unnoticed by the Commissioner is the successful intro¬ 
duction by Mr. BLimbhai of the bighoti or cash-per-acre system of rent payment 
into many estates in lieu of the pre-existing system of bhdg-hatdi or crop-share. 
The Tdlukddri Settlement Officer should be requested to consider and report 
how far it would be desirable and practicable to proceed a step further, and 
introduce detailed survey of tenants’ holdings. There are obvious reasons for 
expecting that such a measure would be beneficial to tenant and Talukddr 
alike. The existing law provides for the separate record of only the Tdlukdar’s 
estate. It may be necessary to consider the advisability of legislating to pro¬ 
vide for the survey and record of the tenants’ holdings, and of the rents payable 
by them to the tdlukddrs, the character of their tenures and the like. The mode 
in which the cost of such surveys should be defrayed will also require careful 
consideration. 

10. Mr. Bhimbhai’s report evinces a high degree of administrative ability. 
His interest in bis work and activity are unabated. His ready and capable 
assistance in the organisation and supervision of the Mahi cordon iu addition to 
his other duties will be noticed by Government in the General Department 
(Plague).

2. Mr. Bhiiubhai Kirparain romaiiiod in charge of the offioe throuri'hout 
tlie year. 

3. The noteworthy event of tlic year was the presentation of an address 
of welcome by the re{)resontatlvo Talukdars of Gnjardt to lids Excellency tlie 
Governor of Bombay on the occasion of his visit to Ahmedabad in A.ugu.st 1897. 
The loyal sentiments expressed in tlic address are creditable to the Talukdai s 
and show that they appreciate the liberal spiiit in which Goveriiinent look after 
their wedfare. 

4. Mr. Bhimbhai’s tonr was interfered with, owing to plague work with 
which he was entru.sted on the Maid river. He visited the tfdukas of Sttnand 
and Viraing.un in the Ahmedabad Di.strict, and ma)iy pirts of the Kaira 
Collectorate. Ho seems to have paid particu'ar attention to the condition and 
grievanc(5s of the Koli 'riiakardas of Chuval in the Viramgam lYihika. lb 
appears that family disputes and expensive litigations have well nigh ruineil 
these Thakardiis, who are in great need of the assistance and advice of the 
Talukclari Settlement Officer. It is satisfactory to not*; that Mr, Bhimbhai is 
hopeful of an early settlement of tin; matter. The question of increased retital to 
be levied from the occupants of the Chuval Koli lioldings, alluded to in paragTaph 9 
of the report, will require careful handling, as the ignorant Kolis aro hkelv to 
regard any such attempt as an encroachment on their cherished rights. 

5. Tl\e account given under the heading of tlm “ Main cordon ” of the 
measures adopted for preventing the spread of plague Ironi the south side of the 
Mahi river is interesting. While on this duty, Mr. Bhimbhai was able to 
induce the Tfdukdars of 18 Mchwasi villages on the north bank of the Mahi 
river to hand over the management of tlioir estates to.the Talukdari Oilicer 
under Section 28 of the Talukdari Act. 

6. The season was, on the whole, favourable. After a series of bad years 
the year was one of plenty. Prices were low owing to plague, which prevented 
the cultivators from taking their produce to tlio best available market. 'J'he 
rice crop in the Sauand and other talukaa depends very mu(;h on heavy lalLs of 
rain at certain periods, and, if these fail, the crop is more or less a failure, even 
though the rainfall may be up to the average. Mr, Bhimbhai therefure jiroposes 
to convert some rice into dry-crop land; but the average cultivator is a slirewd 
man and knows very well what kind of crop would pay him best, and it will be 
as well to let him alone. 

7. The number of estates of all descriptions under the management of the 
Talukddri Officer has fallen from 537 in 1896-97 to 479 in 1897-98. Two of the 
estates in Ahmedabad were released during the year from the operation of Act 
VI of 1862. The result of the management compares favourably with that of 
the last year. The average payment towards the liquidation of debts was lO'G 
per cent, as against 7-7 last year. The percentage of debt reduced Avas G-5 
against 4'G. Twenty-four estates have made fair progress in paying off their 
debts. Six estates have hoAvever disappointed the expectations formed of them 
at the time of making advances. It seems that exaggerated estimates of their 
annual income were made at the time of taking over their management, but on 
actual experience it has been found that the revenues of these six estates are far 
below the liabilities which should be discharged every year. This state of 
things requires close attention and, if the estates do not show any elasticity in 
their revenue collections, the only remedy will be to sell off some portions of 
them for the payment of their debts. 
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8. Id Kaira atul Broach, no estates were released during the year. The 
finiuu'ial position of the 24 estates in Kaira and 2 in Broach, which are under 
inauagemeiit, is sound. The Kaira estates paid off, on an average, 16 per cent, 
of their debts. By far the larg(;8r. payment was made to Government as there 
is a prior claim over private creditors. Debt was reduced to the extent of 11-3 
per cent. In Broach no payment remains due to Government. 8'1 per cent, of 
debts d ue was paid to private creditors. The year’s perccutage is much lower 
tlian that of last year, as the large estate of Khandali was released during the 
preceding year. 

9. Tile nurnliei' of minors’ (“states under manaircment is 31. Tlie numb(>r 
of minors is 48, of whom 40 arc in Aliinedabad, 3 in Kaiia and 5 in Broacli. 
Sixteen (“states arc un(“iH umb(“re(l and lb :ne in debt. The most important estates, 
except Gang.-ul and Dakor, are free from lial)ilities of any sort. G’angad is one 
of tiic ihrcc estates banded o^(“r to tlic de[)ai'tTnent (Jnriuu,- the year under the 
JMinors Act. Bi eviously it was managed under Section 320 .4 the Civil Pro(;c- 
dnre Code. Its hnstoi'y is a peculiar one, and the succiiit, account given iri ifie 
u'poit of the vicis.situdes through wliich ii lias passed sliows that unscrupulous 
])ors<nisfind it easy lo ruin a fine estate by playing njnm tlie ignorance and ohr]ur;M'v 
of its wouhl-he [losscssors. When this estate c.-mu' into tlie charge of the Sratle- 
ment Department, its dt bts ainoimti d to Bs. 2,68,175. The settlement of such 
a large debt was not an easy task. Certain proposals were made in 1892 to 
reduce the amount, hut they had to lie abandoned as impracticable. It is how¬ 
ever gratifying to observe that at. the termination of all suits iu October 1897, 
the Talukca i Setllemcnt (Jfiicer has been able to (fffeci a compromise with the 
eroclitors, with the result that the total debt has been redimed from lis, 2,G8,175 
to Ils, 1,57,000, showing a deeicase of lls. 1,11,175. A suit filed by one Maiimi- 
lal Bhaisliakar for Bs, 46,200 has also been comjiromised for Bs. 10,000, The 
total sum to be paid to the creditors iJiercforo amounts to Bs. 1,07,000. Of this 
jimoiint, Bs. 50,000 have already been paid, and it is proposed to pay off the 
remainder by raising loans, which it is expected will he discharged with interest 
within a period of 12 years, 

10. The Dilkor estate is still in a hopeless condition owing to protracted 
and ruinous litigation which prev('nts the liijuidatiou of the debts, until its final 
terminatiim. The Shevak’s appeal to tiie Privy Council is still pending. The 
rules framed by the District Court for the management of the temple also still 
await final approval. 

11. All the other estates are more or less in a flourishing condition. The 
total revenue of all tlie estates together amounted to Bs. 1,09,376 against 
BuS. 1,53,408 in 189G-97. Bs. 83,400 have been invested in Government secu¬ 
rities and Bs. 2,18,233 in landed property. The proposal to spend tlie surplus 
lialanccs on remunerative works and on making advances to cultivators is a 
good one, and it is ho|)ed that it will be carried into effect. The system of 
giving loans from one estate to another on good security is undoubtedly bene¬ 
ficial to both the parties concerned. 

12. fl’he number of estates managed under Section 320 of the Civil Proce¬ 
dure Code was 297. 49 e.states W’orc released during the year and 15 new ones 

were taken charge of. There were five estates under attachment under Section 
604 of the Civil Procedure Code at the end of the year. No addition or reduc¬ 
tion iu such estates has taken place. The total amount of debts due on the 
(leer(“ea transferred under Se^aioa 720, together with the claims recorded under 
Section 322A ot the Civil Procedure Code, amounts to Bs. 7,99,873. Out of 
this large sum, Bs. 1,42,835 are due by five estates iu the Viramgam Taliika. 
’these estates again show, like tlie estate of Gangad above referred to, that 
family feuds and ruinous legal proceedings liave reduced their owners to a .stati- 
of semi-destitution. It is feared that if the Settlement Deiiartment is not able to 
effect an amicable compromise with the greedy creditors, the Tlnikardas wdll be 
irretrievably mined and will have to earn tlieir livelihood by manual labour. It 
is hoped that the Settlement Officer will not allow" these matters to drift to such 
a pass. For this state of things tlie Taliikdiirs have to tliank themselves to a 
certain extent, as they w'ere parties to collusive decrees. The chicanery of the 
two money-lenders, named in paragraph 73 of the report, is, however, mainly 
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respoiifsible for the ruin of the Thakardds, It is a pity that such tiien cannot be 
brought to justice, owing to the inlicrcnt impossibility of proving the fraudulent 
imture of such transactions. 

13. It is satisfactorj" to observe that the Bhanklioda estate, which is one of 
the five that have been victims of the fraud.s of the money-lenders, i.s in a fair 
way of redeeming its past by the sale of half of a village to the Patdi Darbdr, 
which owns the other Iralf. On the other hand, the e.state.s of Sadatpura, Chha- 
niar, and Gunjala are hopelessly involved, audit will take many years to o.vtri- 
e.ate them from their present indebtodno.ss. The system of Fuldchhut or the free 
nsufructory enjoyment of the whole estate by the creditors for a stipulated term 
may possibly afford relief to them. But in cases of heavy debts like that of 
Sadat[)ura—lls. 1,68,000—with a small annual income of Us. 6,000, such a 
eours(5 is not likely to he of much use to the estate as more than 30 years would 
lie required to chair olf the debt. It is not desirable to place the estate for such 
a long period in the hands of creditors, wJio aic likely to impoverish the lands, 
as the period of release diaws to a close. If the Tdlukdari Settlement officer suc¬ 
ceeds in Iris hope of inducing the creditors to reduce their claims from l ls. 1,68,000 
to Bs. 45,000, it will Ixi a great relief to the estate and at the same time it will 
prove the truth of that officer’s remarks a.s to fictitious debts, swollen liy the 
simjilieity and ignorancfc of the Thakardas. The prospects of the other estates 
are hopeful, exce[it that of Bavliari in the Dhandhuka Taluka. 

14. Under the head “Miscellaneous Estates,” that of Gamph is the 
lai'gest. It is heavily embarras.sed, hut has received great I’olief by the arrange¬ 
ment sanctioned in Government llesolation JShi. 8435, dated 10th jNovember 
1897, by which two of its best villages have been saved from jias.sing into the 
hands of ifs former creditor, the Swami Narayen JMahanij, Chhasiami in the 
Dhandhuka Taluka has fallen a prey to the contention of two rival claimants. 
.‘Viter suits, which lash d for years, were deci<led in the Agency Courts of 
Ivatliiawar, the scene of the dis[»ute has been transferred to the jhitlsh Civil 
Court. The estate of Cliandna, appears to fie peculiarly unf'ortmi.ate. It.s in- 
c.onie is decreasing. Land asscssc(i at ll.s. 409 has gradually been thrown up by 
cultivators. No reasou Las been given in the report for the reliiiqnislimont bf 
the land, but it is probably clue to floods in the river Vfitrak. The estate of 
Sarod in Broach promises to turn out successful in its endeavour to diseliaim-o 
its liabilities. 

15. 'Ihere are 367 Tiilukdari villages in Ahmedabad under the ilevenuo 
charge of the Talukdari Officer. Their revenue, including Local Eunds, amounts 
to Ks. 4,00,478. The whole of it has been collected, except Es. 7,587 in 
Dhandhuka, and lls. 784 in Dholka. The arrears in Dhandhuka are .solely on 
account of the village of Nitvda. The income of this village i.s fiir below the 
amount of claims wliich it has to meet, and it is unable to pay tlie Government 
dues. lis. 4,640 on account of 18. 6-97 have been written off, but the case is 
.still worse during the year under report. After paying theGarasius’ ehowthand 
the expenses of management, there will remain a halanee of Rs. 1,512 for the part 
payment of the Government demand. A sum of Us. 6,075 will, therefore, have 
to be written olf by Government as irrecoverable. This unsatisfactory state of 
things has been going on for years aird the Talukdari Settlement Officer might 
devise some means by which a stoppage might be put to the present system of 
annually writing off Government dues. The outstandings in .Uholka arc also 
due to similar causes, but the amount from the three estates mentioned in 
the report arc small and will, it is hoped, be recovered in the course of time. 

16. The affairs of Anidli-Kathi are still In the same state of bitter hostility 
between the Kiithis and Sheth Tribbovandas Jadavji. The latter was tried on a 
charge of abetment of the murder of a Kathi, but was acquitted. This trial 
has, it Is said, induced the Sheth to think of selling the village, but unle.ss the 
Kathis’ claims are conceded, there is no likeliliood of any peace between tliem 
and the owner of the village, whoever he may happen to be. 

17. The Local Fund collections in Ahmedabad amounted to Us. 34,667 and 
in Kaira to Ks. 6,065. The expenditure in the Talukdari Tillages was Rs. 18,422 in 
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Ahinedabad and Rs. 4,704 in K^iira, being 63*3 and 77‘6pei' cent, respectively of 
the income. The Local Boards of the two districts have paid much attention 
to the improvement of the Talukdari villages. The increased expenditure on 
water-supply in the Ahniedabad District is satisfactory as the deficiency of water 
is much felt in many villages. Some account of the experimental wells in two 
villages, alluded to in paragraph 81 of last year’s report, should have been given 
in this report as It would be interesting to learn how far the experiment has 
proved successful. 

18. The inspection of boundary marks received proper attention. It is 
satisfactory to note that the marks were found to be in good order. The entire 
programme of the work could not, however, be carried out owing to the employ¬ 
ment of several inspecting Kd,rkuus on plague work, 

19. Mr. Bhimbhai visited several Mamlatd.'irs’ officer and found the work 
satisfactory. He also sujjervised the destruction of useless papers in the A'nand 
Kacheri. Information as to the ])eriod up to which the work of destroying the 
records has been brought up would be useful and shouLl be gumn iu future 
reports. 

20. The education of minors and Tiiliikdars has been making fair progress. 
The minor Tluikor of Kerviida attends the llajkmnar College at Rajkot and the 
Thakor of Mtltar the Wadhwau Talukdari School. Other boys attend the 
schools at Ahinedabad and other places, 'i'lie proposal of the Thlukdari 
.Settlement Oiliccr to divide the Talukdurs into three classes for providing 
education for them according to tlieir income and the importance of their ©.states, 
seems unobjectionable and may be followed. The association of young Tbakors, 
about to attain majority, with the Managers of tlicir estates iu order to learn 
work, is a step in the right direction. Such a training will stand them in good 
stead, when they commence to look after thoir own affairs. Tho suggestion 
that educated sous of Thlukdars and Biuiydts who have to win thoir own bread 
should bo employed in the Police Department, can be considered, when the 
detailed scheme promised by the Talukddri Officer is submitted, 

21. The number of decrees for execution was 887 against 925 last year. 
Of these, 62(3 were kept for departmental management, 21 were under process of 
sale, 129 were under inquiry, and 111 were roturued to the Courts. Deducting 
the 111 decrees returned to the Courts, tho total number was 776 for the aggregate 
amount of Es. 10,36,161. The amount paid to the creditors was Rs. 68,523, the 
percentage being 5’9 against S'O in 1896-97. The amount of decrees for debts 
incurred on personal security is larger than those for debts secured by mortgage. 
The number of decree.s for debts contracted after Act VI of 1888 came into 
force, is much less than those previous to the passing of the Act. This fact 
shows that the Act has been a great advantage to the lYilukdars. The amount of 
claims which remained unsatisfled at the end of tho year was Es. 7,96,873. 'Che 
amount realized by the management of the estates under attachment iu execution 
of decrees and remitted to the Civil Courts was Rs. 36,595, No estate was sold 
in execution of decrees. 

22. The result of the suits decided has been generally favourable to the 
Department. The total number of suits at the end of the year was ten. 

23. The financial result of the mauirgeraent of the estates is .satisfactory. 
The total realizations were R.s. 11,18,543, out of which Rs, 4,30,710 were paid 
for Government dues and other charges, aud R.s. 1,31,981 wore paid to creditors, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 5,55,852. Remissions to the extent of Rs. 29,878 were 
made for various reasons, such as the badness of the season, poverty of the 
cultivators aud admission of claims to lands in dispute. Tho outstanding 
balances at the close of the year amounted to Rs. 1,13,580. The largest 
outstandings are in Ahniedabad. A large portion of the balances will have to 
be written-off, after inquiries into the different circumstances of each case are 
completed. Some arrears have boon postponed on account of a succession of 
bad seasons, 'i’he average percentage of the expenses of management to 
realizable revenue and to actual collection is 7'0 and 8*6 respectively. This 
percentage is lower than that of last year. 



2J‘. TIio nccouTit given of tho working of the Gujarat Taliiktlars Act is 
oncoiiragiiig'. Since the passing of Act VI of 1888, mortgages and sales liav^e 
ciii.Nicleiably decreased. The Talukddrs do not run into debts on the slightest 
preioxt and the money-lenders liavo become more cautions in their dealings 
Willi them. In nine cases sanction was given, under Section 31, to borrow 
lbs. 22,975, Twenty applications were refused. Searebing inquiries are made 
by the Settlement Olbcer before sanctioning or refusing each application for a 
loaii, with a view to check reckless borrowing. The instances of the Tbdkors of 
Kalosan and Gamph, quoted in the report, show that a beneficial influence is 
exercised by the Settlement Department. Under Section 28 of tlie Act, 31 
estates w'ere transferred to the department for management at the request of the 
T.dukdars themselves. It is satisfactory to note that the Talukdalrs continue to 
take interest in their estates after they are handed over for management, and 
that their aid and advice is sought in all important matters. 

25. There wore 14 partition cases for disposal during tho year. In two 
cases, the parties were referred to the Civil Courts. In seven cases, the parties 
were advised to come to an amicable settlement, and tho remaining five were 
postponed pending the inspection of the lauds in dispute. 

26. The marriage expenses reform movement has not made any progress. 
Tlio Tiilukdiirs of Gujarat are not sufficiently influential to take a lead in the 
matter. They look to their brethren in Kdthiawad to take tho initiative in the 
desired reform. 

27. The boundary dispute between Manipur of tho San.and Taluka and the 
Gaokwari village of Palodia has not yet been settled owing to tlie inertness of 
lli 0 Baroda officials. The disputes with tho Cambay Darb4r also remain un¬ 
settled, pending the production of proofs asserting the Navab’s rights. 

28. The report, on the whole, shows satisfactory results, and the Depart¬ 
ment continues to exert itself in the interests of the Tdlukdiirs. Mr. Bhimbhai 
has carried on his work during tho year with tact and ability, and has in addition 
done good work in connection with tho Mahi Cordon and the prevention of 
plague.

Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Eeport on the administration 
of the Talukdari Settlement Department for the year 1898-99. 

2. I held charge of the office throughout the year. 

Annual Tour- 


3. I commenced my tour in November in the Viramgim Talnka. En¬ 
camping at six central places I visited most of the Chuval villages in November 
and December and arranged for the proper management of the large estates 
which have come under Covernment control under Section 28 of the Talukddri 
Act. While travelling in the Chuval, I took tlie opportunity of settling the 
complicated question of the Koli holdings and arranging for the introduction of 
the bighoti, acreage system, in some of the important estates. Details of these 
measures are given in paragraph 61 below. After finishing this work I returned 
to head-quarters about the 23rd December last to prepare the special reports 
and returns on the working of the Talukdari Acts required by Government, and 
again left for the district at tbe end of January, 

4. I spent February and March in the tiilukas of Dholka, Dhandhuka, and 
the peta Mahal of Gogha, and disposed of some boundary disjiutes and partition 
suits after personal enquiries on the spot, 1 also arranged for the introduction 
of the bighoti system in the large and important estate of Gamph in Dhandhuka. 
The real cause of the impoverished condition of most of the Gogha Talukdars, as I 
learnt from enquiries during my tour in the Gogha Malutl, is the greed and 
covetousness of their rich and powerful neighbours in Bhavnagar who have 
acquired and are still acquiring under the most plausible pretext every conve¬ 
nient plot of ground from these poor and guileless Talukdars. Eesistance, or 
even a semblance of it, to these wealthy neighbours is impossible, unless we our¬ 
selves interfere firmly and judiciously to save the Talukdars from their present 
unfortunate and difficult situation . I am now seriously considering this matter, 
and hope to be able to settle it satisfactorily to the Talukdars ere long. 

5. I visited Sanand and Paiantij in May and remained at head-quarters 
in April to prepare and submit proposals for the revised jama of the Talukdari 
estates of the Punch Mahals. 1 had also to draw up a memorandum on the 
vantds in Talukdari villages, which involved a careful reading of the voluminous 
old records on the subject at head-quarters. I went to Bombay twice in con¬ 
nection with the Gangad and Matar appeals in the High Court. The Talukdari 
estates in the Kaira District liaving been all visited by me last year while I wrs 
there on plague du'y, my tour this year was confined mainly to the important 
talukas of the Ahmedahad District, wliere my chief work lay and where I was 
unable to go last year on account of plague work in Kaira. Maps showing my 
tour are appended. 


The Season- 

6. The season of 1898-99 promised well at first, the rains having set in 
about the 10th June with every promise of a copious and seasonable fall. The 
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cultivators set to work merrily, and in anticipation of a favourable season and a 
plentiful outturn commenced their operations on a more extensive scale. The 
rains, however, proved insufficient in August and ceased almost entirely after a 
heavy fall during the short interval between the lltli and 18th of September, 
As a result the late crops suffered seriously. In many j)arts of the districts of 
Broach, Kaira, and Ahmedahad the average rainfall was higher than that of the 
preceding year, hut, as it was unevenly distributed, the crops suffered in some 
places. The Dhandhuka Taluka suffered the most by want of rain for the rahi 
crops; wheat and hajri^ sf)iked millet, were six and three annas only in the 
rupee. The iutense cold in the latter part of the winter also })roved injurious 
to the rahi crops in Broach and other places. In Kaira the yield ot hdjri and 
ha'vta, thick-skinned millet, which form the staple food of the poor classes, was 
good, varying from 14 to 16 annas in the rupee. 

7. Most of the Talukdars suffered to au appreciable extent from the effects 
of the low prices which prevailed during the year. The income of the Talukdars 
who receive rent in kind was considerably reduced, and this fact, coupled with 
the unfavourable monsoon of the current year, accounts for the short recover ies 
of the Government jama and the instalments due under Act VI of 1862. 

8. The subjoined table shows the total number and the revenue of estates 
of all descriptions under management, and of the 'fulukdilri villages in Alunedabad 
under revenue charge in the year under report:—

Encumbered Estates in Ahmedahad. 

9. At the end of 1897-98 there were 36 estates under management under 
Act VI of 1862, No estate has been released during the year under report and 
the number under management therefore remains the same as in the previous 
year. There was only one estate remaining under the control of this Depart¬ 
ment at the end of 1897-98, owing to its indebtedness to Government, though 
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it was released from management under the Act. Of the 37 estates at present 
under management as shown in Appendices I and I-A, 

3 6 are managed diiectly by this office; 

20 are managed by the TiUukdars under the supervision of this office, and 
1 is managed by creditors under a special arrangement. 

37 

10. The financial position of all the encumbered estates in Ahmedabad is 

shown in Appendices I and I-A. An 
abstract of these statements is contained 
in Appendix IV. This shows that 
Rs. 2,103 were paid to private creditors 
and lls. 9,714 to Government, and that 
a sum of Rs. 1,68,008 still remains 
unpaid. Of this amount Rs. 25,400 are 
due to private creditors and Rs. 1,42,608 
to Government. The payments made 
on account of debt settlement during 
the two years 1897-98 and 1898-99 are 
sho'vn in the marginal table. The 
average paymetit during the year is 6'8 

per cent, of the total sum due at the beginning of the year against 10‘6 per cent, 
in the last year, the percentage of debt reduced being 3’2 against 6‘5. 

11. The small percentage is due to the fact that the Talukdtirs, particularly 
those in the Dhaadhuka Taluka, were unable to pay their instalments owing 
to the insufficiency of the rali crops and the low prices that prevailed during 
the year. The season being unfavourable no stringent measures were taken 
lor the recovery of the instalments. The recovery by sale of the full amounts 
due by the estates of Bagad, Khokerne.sh, and Jhanjharka (referred to in para- 
gra[)h 2 of Govommont Resolution No, 2222, dated 25th March 1899,) has been 
postponed till a m<'i'e favourable season. 

Encumbered Estates in Kaira- 

12. At the end of the last year there were 24 estates under management. 
.During the ytar 4 were released from the operation of the Act, leaving 20 estates 
under management at the end of the year under report. Appendix II shows 
the financial position of each of the 24 estates. An abstract of it is given in 
Statement IV, from which it will appear that nothing was paid to private 
creditors and that Rs. 17,149 were paid to Government. Out of Rs. 84,675 
which remain unpaid, lls. 4,863 are due to private creditors and Rs. 79,812 to 
Government. 

13. The payments made on account of debt settlement during 1897-98 

and 1898-99 are shown in the marginal 

table. The average payment for the 

year under report is 17'6 per cent, of 

the amount due at the beginning of the 

year and the percentage of reduction of 

debt is 13. The corresponding figures 

for the last vear were 16 and 11'3 re-

spectively. All the estates have been 
making a steady progress towards the 
payment of Government advances as 
will be seen from columun 10 of Appen¬ 
dix II.

16. There were 48 minois under my charge at the beginning of the year 

under report, six ivere ailded and 7 released, leaving at the close of the year a 
net total of 47 minors holding 35 estates. Of the 3 estates released during 
the year, 2 were unencumbered. Of the 47 minors, 39 are in Alimedabad, 
4 in Kaira, and 4 in Broach. Arranged according to race, 34 are Hindus 
and 13 Mussalmans. Of the 34 Hindus 20 are ilajputs, 7 Koli Thdkardas, 
3 Kunbis, and of the Kathis, Oluirans, Brahmans, and Banias one each. The

They are all unencumbered except Gangad and Hakor, The unencumbered 
estates have large savings invested in Government pa[)er and landed property. 

1®. Ga ngad.—The checpiored history of (hisl;u'ge and important estate has 
been given at length in paragraphs 45-56 of the last year’s Ueport and need not 
he repeated. '1 he litigation in connection with tho succession to the estate may 
be said to have been virtually closed with the High Court’s decision in favour of 
the present incumhent .hivaiisiugji, though one of the jilaintills in the suit has 
lately presented to the High Court an apjilicalion for review A\hich still aw'aits 
final disposal. I'hc scheme for the liquidation of tlic large debt of the estate is 
working satisfactorily. As stated in paragraphs 54 and 55 of the last year’s Ueport, 
the total debt was reduced from Us. 2,08,175 to Us. 1,57,000, and llic latter sum, 
together with lls. 10,000 due tp Maganlal Bhaisliaiiker, had to he paid to the 
creditors of the estate. Of lliis sum Us. 1,51,759 have been paid up to date, 
Rs. 46,000 from the surplus revenue of the estate, and Ks. 1,05,759 borrowed at 
the rate of 6 per cent. There now remain only Us. 15,241 to lie paid to the cre¬ 
ditors. I’he gross income of the estate was Us. 48,526 again.st Ks. 48,778 in 
1897-98. Waste, lands nu'aKiiring 5Ut) acre.s were taken u[) for enltivalion during 
the year under re})ort and some more land would liavc liccn brought under the 
plough in 1899-1900 had it not been for the unfaiourablc monsoon of this year. 
The bighoti system introduced in 1893 will in the end prove beneficial to the 
Tillukdar and his tenants. 

17. Kerva'da-—This estate consists chiefly of imnta lands in the Broach 
flistrict. Its management dates from iS96, since vvlucli the estate ha,s been thriv¬ 
ing. Its opening balance was Us. 04,308, its income lls. 40,547, its expendi¬ 
ture Us. 35,058, and its closing balance Us, 1,2-9,857 inolnsive of Us- 1,18,759 
invested in landed properly. The minor Tluikor is a well disposed youth and

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if he coTitiriTie as at present he will turn out very well. He has for the present 
been withdrawn from the llajknmar College under the advice of oculists owing 
to weak eyes, lie takes a creditable interest in the management of his estate. 

18. Jhanor-—Thisestate, which came under management in 1887, belongs 
to Jitsingji Bharatsingji, and is very prosperous. Its opening balance was 
Rs. 11,341, its income Rs. 17,889, its expenditure Rs. 17,718, and its closing balance 
Rs. 1,37,512, of which its. 1,31,000 are invested in landed property. The 'I'lni- 
kor has attained majority, and the estate will be soon handed over to him with a 
large balance of Rs. 1,.>1,000 invested in landed property under our management. 
It is to be hoped that he will admini.ster the estate well and carefully and will 
not nullify the effects of our management by squandering away the large balance 
which we liavc accumulated for him after years of careful management. 

10. Ma'tar-—ddiis estate came under the management of this Department 
in 1882, and is in a prosperous condition despite the heavy expenses of litigation. 
After a protracted enquiry, the Assistant Judge F. P. of Broach, Mr. Fawcett, gave 
decision in Kovomber 1898 in favour of the minor, who, liowever, has been de¬ 
clared by the High Court in appeal to be spurious. Thus after nearly IG years’ 
recognition as Thdkor he has been turned adrift penniless. Leave has been 
obtained to appeal to Her Majesty’s Privy Council, but the unfortunate minor 
will not, it is feared, he able to avail himself of the permission for want of funds. 

20. Rojka.—'I’his estate came under management in 1880 with a debt of 
Rs. 50,000. it has been freed from its heavy liabilities, and is now in a pros¬ 
perous condition. Its opening balance was Rs. 6,434, its income Rs. 6,Old, its 
expenditure Rs. 0,850, and il.s closing balance Rs. 3,600, inclusive of Rs. 3,000 
inve.sted in Government paper. The minor, Gagubha Dipsingji, has been 
associated with the management of his estate and is doing well. 

21 . Hholka.— This estate consists of four villages, and the minor is a Kas- 
hati Tiilnkdar of Dholka. It came under management in 1892 with a debt of 
Rs. 6,000, which has been paid off. its opening balance was Rs. 2,932, its in¬ 
come Rs. 13,182, its expondiluro Rs. 12,4b9, and its closing balanoe Rs. 3,625. 
The minor is being eduqated at Ahmodabad. 

22. The Ahmedahad Sayad—The minor comes of a well-known family 
and is the spiritual preceptor of the Rawab of Junlgadh. His estate consists of 
four alienated villages in Junagadh, managed by the Darbdr, and of the village 
of Vasodra and some houses in the Ahmedahad District, managed by this Depart¬ 
ment. Its opening balance was Rs. 3,969, its income Rs. 4,155, its expenditure 
Rs. ‘2,080, and its closing balance Rs. 0,044. The minor resides in Ahmedahad, 
and receives the education suited to his calling. 

23. Da'kor.—This estafc(^ belongs to minor Gopllrao Manohar, by caste a 
Desha.sth Hrahmin. He is the ludradar of Dakor and Kanjri in ICaira, and 
the hereditary manager of the celebrated temple of Dakor. The estate came 
under nianagcmont in 1891, greatly embarrassed by the improvident conduct of 
the minor’s fatlier. The prolonged litigation between the Inamdar and the 
Shevaks, servants of the temple, has practically been closed by the decision of 
tbir ]\lajG.sty’s Privy Council. The Shevaks' accounts are being examined by a 
specially appointed man under the District Court’s order, and a scheme for the 
i uture management of the temple is under consideration. After the scheme is 
j)Msscd it will l>c ])ossib]e to put right the affairs of the estate and settle all com- 
plicattid (picstions which in the present confused and unsettled state of affairs 
it is inipracticablo to decide. I have lately conferred with the Collector of Kaira 
on the maintenance and preservation of the Gomti Tank and such other matters 
connected wiih the sanitation of Dakor, and having now learnt his viev's on these 
questions 1 shall settle them as promptly as ray other duties will permit. The 
opening balance of the estate was Rs. 13,162, its income Bs. 27,080 (sansthdu 
Rs. 21,520 and private lls. 5,560), its expenditure Rs. 25,868, and its closing 
b.alanco Rs. 14,374. 

24. Hadia'd-—I'his is a prosperous estate belonging to minors Kishord^s 
and Kalidas, Kanhi Patidars of iXadiad. The estate consisting of lands in some 
iwenty villages of the NadiAd, A'nand, and Matar tAlukas of the Kaira District 

B 106S~2 
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came under management in 1890. Its opening balance was Rs. 19,201, its in^ 
come Its. 4,991, its expenditure Rs. 8,383, and its closing balance Rs. 15,812, in¬ 
clusive of Rs. 12,000 invested in Government paper. It has also to its credit 
Rs. 19,000 invested in landed property. The eldest boy Kishordds has been 
doing fairly u'cll and has not given much trouble during the year. Suits against 
the mother of the minors have been filed in the Ahmedahad Subordinate Judge’s 
Court for the recovery of loans made to her without the sanction and knowledge 
of the Collector. The estate is not liable for debts thus unauthorizedly con¬ 
tracted. 


25. HaVda.-—This estate consists of lands in several Tiilukdari villages of 
Dhandhuka. It belonged to Mohan Nathn, the son of a wealthy Bania of ISavda, 
and came under management in 1894. The minor who had been associated with 
the management of the estate was Uforlcing well, hnt unfortunately ho died in 
Fe])ruaiy last ten days after his marriage. Steps have been taken to oljtain a 
certificate of guardianshij) of the poor widow. The opening balance of the es¬ 
tate was Rs. 10,()56, its income Rs. 2,371, its expenditure Rs. 7,145, audits 
closing balance Rs. 5,862 inclusive of Rs, 4,400 invested in Government paper; 
it has also to its credit Rs. 3,000 invested in landed property. 

20. Appendix V shows that, taking together all the minors’ estates under 
the charge of this office, the total realizations during the year under report 
amounted to Rs. 1,40,490 against Rs. 1,09,370 in 1897-98. Including the 
balances in hand at the commencement of the y<!ar, the figures are Rs. 2,37,299 
and Rs. 2,50,749. The total amount of Gov(!rnment securities up to date is 
Rs. 21,400. Rs. 2,95,330 have been invested in hmded property and there is a 
cash balance of Rs. 62,511. 

27. As stated in paragraph 09 of the last year’s report, savings are invested 
in mortgages on landed properties of Tahikdari e.statcs, and spent in the improve¬ 
ment of the estate, in cases in which such a course is found necessary. 

Estates under Sections 320 and 504 of the Civil Procedure Code- 

28. At the beginning of the year then; wore 297 estates under manage¬ 
ment under Section b20 of the Civil Procedure Code against 331 at the begin¬ 
ning of the last year.

;i0. Of the total amount due in Viramgam nearly Rs. 90,000 are due by 
the estate of Bhaukoda. This estate has been placed by the Talukdars under 
Goveniini-nt management under Section 28 of the 'j’alukddri Act and it.s condi¬ 
tion is described in paragraph 33 below. The other chief embarra.ssed estates 
are Chhaniar, Gunjala and Bhagapura with their total debts amounting to 
nearly Rs. 70,0(30. Steps are liciiig taken to settle the claims of the 
ereditor-s of Chhaniar and Gunjdla as was done in the case of Sadatpura. The 
estate of Rhagajiura is in a fair way towards the liquidation of its debts. Of 
the total amount due in the Dhandhuka ’lYduka, Rs. 2,05,000 are due by tlie 
estates of Aniali Bhimji, Adval, Bhadiad, Dharpipla, Rojka, Pedra, Nagadka, 
Jaiia and Bavaliari. Bxcept Bavaliari, all are in a fairly good condition. 

Miscellaneous Estates 

31. At the end of 1897-98 there were 41 estates under management under 
this head. No estate was released during the year and the 27 estates the 
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management of which was sanctioned last year were taken over during 1898-99. 
Government sanction to the management of 24 new estates under Section 28 of 
Act VI of 1888 was received during the year, leaving the total at 92. Of the 
total number of estates, 38 are in Ahmedabad, 41 in Kaira and 13 in Broach. 
Eighty-seven of these are managed under Section 28 of Act VI of 1888, one is 
managed under Section 26 of the Act, one under Itegulation YIII of 1827 and 
three under a private agreement and Court’s orders. The principal estates are 
described below. 

32. Ga'inph-—'fhis large and important c.state consisting of eight villages 
came under management in 1896 with heavy debts amounting to Its. 3,23,800. 
In pursuance of the scheme for the settlement of the debts sanctioned in Gov¬ 
ernment Resolution No. 8435, dated 19th November 1897 and explained in 
paragraphs 82-83 of the last year’s report, Rs. 2,88,000 have been paid to the 
creditors, Rs. 68,000 from the surplus revenue of the estate and Rs. 2,30,000 
borrowed at 5 per cent., leaving the outstanding debt at Rs. 35,800, which will 
be paid off in due course. The opening balance of the estate was Rs. 22,293, 
its income Rs. 60,620, its oxpenditiire Rs. 78,047 including payments to 
creditors, and its closing balance Rs. 4,766. The notowoi-thy feature of this year’s 
administration of the estate was the improvement effected in Sangasar, the co¬ 
shared village of the Darbar. This village is held in equal shares by the Gamph 
Darbar and the Mahanb of Bhimnath. As the revenue of the village suffered 
under joint management, the Gamph Darhar’s share has been portioned off and 
demarcated. Cultivators are being induced to take np waste lands and 45 
families of cultivators from KdthUiwfir and other districts have recently settled 
in the village for the purpose of cultivating these lands. Those new settlers are 
helped with the grant of Tagdvi advances for the purchase of agricultural im¬ 
plements and cattle, and as a further inducement houses have been built for them 
in the village at the expense of the e.state. These arrangements will, it is hoped, 
bring in an increase of revenue to the estate. The Thakor appreciates the steps 
taken for the improvement of his estate and he himself takes some interest in 
the management thereof. 

33. Bhankoda.—This estate, which was hitherto managed under Section 
320 of the Civil Brocedure Code, was brought last year under Section 28 of Act VI 
of 1888. It comprises eleven and a half villages besides an alienated village, 
half of wliieh is owned by the Patdi Darbar. l^or the benefit of the Talukddr.s 
I am arranging for the sale of their portion of the alienated village (yielding an 
annual income of nearly Rs. 2,000) to the Patdi Darbar, who has made an 
advantageous offer of Rs. 80,000. The arrangement which will afford consider¬ 
able relief to the Talukdars in these hard times will be completed very soon. 
The estate is indebted to the extent of Rs. 90,000, and there are many disputes 
regarding partition and right of management which render a speedy improve¬ 
ment difficult. The amount of the debts is nearly settled and the estate will 
soon be in a fair way towards redeeming its past as its net income in good time.s 
amounts to Rs. 10,000. 

34. Sada'tpura.—This estate is every y<'-ar described as being hopelessly 
involved. This year, however, I am glad to l)e able to repf)rt favourably about 
its prospects. The hc.avy debts of Rs. 1,68,000, which were out of all proportion 
to the income of the estate, have been reduced by an arrangement witli the cre¬ 
ditors to Rs. 50,000 or less than one-third of tlie original debts, affording a fur¬ 
ther instance of how estates “ hojjelessly involved ” are rescued from ruin by tlie 
intercession of this Department. This settlement also proves the truth of my 
remarks as to hetitious debts, swollen by the simplicity and ignorance of the 
Thakordiis of Cliuval {vide paragraiffi 74 of last year’s report). 

35. Sa^rod.—This is a. barge estate in Broach with a debt of nearly Rs. 
30,000. Its opening balance was Rs. 5,235, its income Rs. 2.1,060, its expendi¬ 
ture Rs. 21,825, and its closing balance Rs. 5,076. Now that the Thakor has 
shaken off the influerice of self-seeking advisers, he will find it easy, with hi.-' 
large income, to pay off his debts in a f(;w years. 

36. Chhasia'lia. —This estate i.s managed under Section 26 of the Taluk- 
dari Act pending a long standing dispute between two rival claimants IJrued-uiy 
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Sangabhai and Piithisiug Devising. Undeterred by the expensive litigation 
carried on in the A gency Courts in connection with their family estate in Kathid,- 
war the parlies Inive now resorted to the British Civil Courts to have their 
shares defined. 

37. Cha'lldna —Shows no improvement. The land has been partly washed 
away by the aclion of the river Vjitiak and part has become sandy, with the 
result tluit tlie income is insufficient to pay the full jama. 

General Administration of Ta'lukda'ri Villages in Ahmedabad- 

38. TIkm’c were 357 Tdlukdari villages in Ahmedabad under the revenue 
charge of tliis office. Their jama including Local Fund Cess (Us. 35,107) 
amounted to Ks. 1,01,454. The arr(in.rs for previous years were Es. 10,463, 
making a total of Us. 4,11,917 for collection during the year. Of this sum, 
Us, 3,93,341 were collected and Us. 7,017 remitted under your sanction; Es. 
11,559 remained ont.st.anding at the close of the year. The unreeovered amount 
belongs to three tiilukds, viz. Dhandhuka, Us. 7,587 ; Dholka, Us. 3,078 ; Viram- 
gfim, Us. 894; total Us. 11,559. The arrears in Dhandhuka are on account of the 
village of Navda, tlie circumstances of which are too well knowui to Government 
to iHX'd repetition. Last year a sum of Us. 6,327 was written off, and about 
Rs. 5,000 will Iia ve to be written otf this year in the usual course when the 
accounts art; 7nade up. The outstandings in Dholka amounting to Us. 3,078 
consi.st of i\ui javtas or Government demand due by the estates of Ganol, Chandi- 
sar Vanto, Vautha Vanto and liaroda. The income of these villages has fallen 
below tin.; re.viscd jama and I have had to report about it in my No. 162 dated 
23rd May 1890. Of the outstandings in Yiramgatn, amounting to Us. 894, 
Us. 739 are on account of the village of Sunvala owned by the Katosan Darbar. 
Steps have been taken to recover the amount. The remaining amount, Rs. 155, 
duo by the Tdlukdars of Uatanpur and Tanmania, will have to be written off as 
the income of the villages fell short of the jama. 

39. As regards the village of Aniali Kathi, Government have been pleased 
to direct the levy of the full assessment owing to the village having passed into 
the hands of a non-Tiilukdar of the district. The long-pending dispute between 
the Kdthis and the owner has not yet terminated. 

40. Tlie collection and expenditure of Local Funds in the Tdlukdari villages 

of the Ahmedabad and Kaira 
Districts are shown in Appen¬ 
dix VII and contrasted in the 
marginal table with the figures 
of the preceding two years. 
Tlie amount allotted to Taluk- 
dari villages out of the Local 
Funds paid by the Talukdars 
is disproportionately small, 
making it impossible to ade¬ 
quately supply tlie wants of 

these villages. In most of the villages that I visited in the Chuvdl last season 
there oppoarexl a great want of water-supply almost everywhere, and I would 
tlierefoi’e again beg to invite attention to the remarks made in paragraph 81 of 
my rcqiort for 1896-97, as also to paragraph 92 of la.«t yciar’s report regarding the 
iK'ccssity of improving the vator-supply in Talukdari villages. There is all the 
greater necessity for this now tfuit there is a continued drought and a diminution 
(,'f water-supfdy in tanks and wells. 

41. I (',xamined a largo number of boundary mai'ks and found that the 
work was on the whole satisfactorily dom;. 1 also visited the Mamlatdar’s 
kacheris of i’anintij, Sanand, Viramgam, Dholka, Dhandhuka and Gogha in the 
Ahmedabad District, and of A'nand, Nadiad, Matar and Aiehmcdahad in tho 
Kaira District. dUe work w'as on tlie whole carefully done. Tho B papers of 
the talukas of Dhandhuka, Alatar, Nadiad and Alchmedaliad were examined by 
me and instructions were given to arrange them according to orders for destruc¬ 
tion on my next visits to the taluka.

42. Proposals for the revised jama settlement of the Dbandhuka and 
Sanand Talukas have in the main hoen accepted by Government. The increase 
over the existing jama was 18‘76 per cent, in the case of Dhandhuka and 22'9 
per cent, in the case of Sanand. The settlement sanctiontid in Gov ernment 
iiesidutious Nos, 5(1:3 and 5(11, dated 24th .lanuary 1899, was announced to the 
'I'alakdiirs of Dhandhuka and Sanand by the Collector of Ahmedabad and myself 
soon after the sanction was re(;oived. The revision jama settlement of the 
T’alukdari estates in the Ahmedabad District has thus been completed. Proposals 
for tlie levy of local funds from the Talukdari estates of Dbandhuka and 
Sanand are under the consideration of Government. The report submitted by 
me in May last on the jama settlement of the Talukdari estates of the Pancli 
Mahals has also been disposed of, and tho orders passed thereon in Government 
Resolution No. .5242, dated 2Sth July last, will be announced to tho Talukdiirs 
concerned next fair season. 

415. Tho preparation of the survey registers uuder Section 5 of the Taluk¬ 
dari Act has been begun, T'he work is by no means an easy one ; the detenui- 
natiou of the interests of the. several sharers in the estates and the liability 
of the sharers to pay Government jama, Loeal Punds, Police charges, Ac., 
will entail no inconsidorahle trouble. Tho enquiry into alienations and 
incumbrances will also require care and attention. The introduction of a 
detailed survey of tenaut.s’ holdings, referred to in paragraph 9 of Government 
Resolution No. 2222, dated 25th March 1899, has formed tho subject of a spoeial 
inquiry. 

44. In reg.ard to the suits filed by the Kasbdtis of Virarngim to establish 
their proprietary right to tho viilago.s ordered to be re.suiued by Government in 
their R “solution No, 3943, dvtelikh June T89S, the High Court has issued 
ad interim injunctions restraining Government from taking over possession of 
tiie villages. Adjournment has been obtained, and the orders of Government on 
tiie special report submitted by the Collector are awaited. 

Education and the Jubilee Institute- 

« 

‘ 45; The education of Talukdilr boys is conductcnl on the principles de- 
.sL'ribed in paragraplis 98 —lOOuf the last year’s report. A scheme for the enlist¬ 
ment of young Thdkors in tlic Police force is being pi’eparod. At present eight 
boys attend the local schools at Alimedahad residing as hoarders in tho Jubilee 
Institute ; others receive education in the village) schools. Weak eyes have 
compelled the Thdkor of Kervada to give up Ills studies at tho Rajkumar 
College, and Chaudrasiugji of Malar has had to leave the Wadhwan Grassia school 
owing to the adverse decision passed by tho High Court. The Jubilee Memorial 
Institute has continued to prove useful to the boys reooiving education in the 
city. It also serves as a lodging place for T.ilukdars visiting tho city on busi¬ 
ness. T'he Institute and its fund are managed by a Committee of Tdlukdiirs 
with the Talukdari Settlement O.liccr as President. The fund at present 
jimounts to Rs. 24,400, of which Rs. 2.1i,000 arc invested in lauded property and 
Rs. 1,400 are in ready ea.sh. The expeiidiVare of the Institute amo anted to 
Rs. 1,100 during the year under report. 

Execution of Decrees- 


46. At the close of 1897-08 there were 776 decrees for execution under 

Sections 320 and 322 of the Civil Procedure Code. 
Of these, 600 were received from the Courts and 
17G under Section 322A. The number of decrees 
received during the year was 48 against 93, lOO, 
and 100 re.spectively in the preceding three years. 
Two were received direct. The total number 
of decre.is for execution during the year was 826, 
while la4 year there were 837. Th-esc 826 decrees were dealt with as shown 
in the margin.

The Matar succession suit was 
decided in the High Court against tbe minor Cliandrasingji, and leave has been 
obtained to appeal to Her Majesty’s Privy Council. The Gangad succession 
<!ase wirich had practically terminat<H has assumed unexpectedly a new phase, and 
on(; cannot say at this stage what the subsequent developments may be. Im¬ 
portant and intricate suits like tliese require careful handling and tlioughtfiil 
attention. Appendix VI gives all the details of the several cases.

KemiBsionS’ 


57, Irrecoverable outstandings were written off after due enquiry. The 
principal items were Rs. 2,351 in Sdrod, lls. 1,060 in G;imph, Ks. 2,983 in 
Vitlialapur and its. 2,914 in Gangad. The Gdmph, Sarod and Giingad items 
were written off owing to the impoverished condition of the cultivators. The 
amount duo in Vitlialapur was disputed and written off after enquiry. Other 
small items belonged to Bhankoda, Oran, I’iparia, Padusan, Rudalal, &c., 
and were allowed for maintenance, remitted to poor cultivators or written off as 
disputed after enquiry. 


Outstandings. 

58. The absence of the lat ter rains and tho fall in the prices of cotton and 
wheat had a serious effect on tlie payment of rents. 

PtS. 3,251 of previous yoar.s in Makhiav in Ahmedahad, due partly by the 

TT „ i. .. q p Talukdars and partly by the cultivators, and Rs. 1,363 

E„.„b.r<,d E.ut.s. Talukdars, 

will have to be written off after the enquiry is completed. Rs, 1,091 duo by the 
tenants of the Kuna estate in Kaira will have to be written off on account of 
the cultivators’ poverty. 

Rs. 2,540 in Moyadvas Rupaji in Ahmedahad, being disputed have formed 

Guardian and Wards Act, Subjectof a special enquiy. Rs 1,329 .lue by the 

tenants of the Nadiad Dosai s estate are recoverable, 
while Rs. 11,361, mostly of previous years, due to the Ddkor estate since the time 
of the minor’s father will have in a great part to be written off. The recovery 
of the large sums of Rs. 10,480 in Mdtar, and Rs. 12,357 in Kervada in Broach, 
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due by the tenants, has been suspended owing to bad season. Of Rs. 6,462 in 
Jhanor in Broach, Bs. 4,462 represent the interest on the loan advanced to the 
Mahant of Bhimnath, which he has not been able to pay owing to bad season. 

The chief items under this head are Us. 6,846 in Gdmph in Ahmedabad ; 

Bs. 17,665 in Sdrod in Broach, representing chiefly 
outstandings brought on account when the estate 
came under the management of this Department; 
and Bs. 6,785 in Janiadra in Broach. The recovery of these has been suspended 
till favourable season.

69. The table given in the margin shows the average percentage of expen¬ 
ses of management to 
realizable revenue and 
to actual collection of 
each district separate¬ 
ly and of all the three 
districts together for 
tho year under report.. 
The percentage is high-' 
er than that of last 
year in consequence 
of short collections due 
to unfavourable season. Other reasons for the increase in poroentage are (1) 
the inclusion in this year’s amount of the actual expenses for tho month of July 
instead of merely the estimate as was the case in previous years, and (2) the croation 
of new appointments for the management of the estates of Chuval and Sarod. 

Working of the Gujara't Talukda'rs Act. 1888- 

60. I have very little to add to the remarks made in my reports for the 
previous years regarding the W'orking of the Talulcdari Act. During the year 
Government called for a special report on the working of the measures tor the 
relief of tho Gujarat Talukdars from the time of the passing of Act VI of 1862 
onwards. I submitted the required information in my report No. 365, dated 
20th December 1898. The report specially dealt with the present condition of 
the estates that were freed from debt in the past, and show^ed how the restrictions 
on alienations imposed by Act VI of 1888 have worked since their inception. I 
also submitted proposals for the further amelioration of the condition^ of the 
Talukdars. These chiefly referred to imposing restrictions on Talukdiirs’ power 
to create incumbrances during their lifetime and to protecting them from the 
harassments of the ordinary procedure of Ci\il Courts vvhere they are practically 
at the mercy of unscrupulous money-lenders and clever Vakils. I venture to 
hope that early steps will be taken to give practical shape to these proposals 
should they meet with the approval of Government. 

61. Tho notow^orthy feature of the year’s administration is that during my 
tour ill the Chuval villages, I w^as able to complete the an'angoments for the effici¬ 
ent niana'goinent of tho large estates w'hich have come under conti’ol under Sec¬ 
tion 28 of the Talukdari Act, It is satisfactory to note that after a lapse of 
mor (3 than 30 years, it was possible to put into operation the scheme proposed by 
Sir James Peile and Sir James Bichey, and sanctioned by Government in 1867. 
A Dejmiy Manager has been appointed, wlio holds his office at Bhankoda, keeps 
the accounts and generally manages the estates onhehaif of the proprietor’s under 
tho orders of this offico. The Thilkai’das thus find it easy to sock the help and 
advice of this Department in the conduct of their affairs. I rvas also able to settle 
the complicated question of the Koli holdings which seriously affect the financial 
condition of the Talukdars, who are required to pay tho increased yama in full 
on lands held by Kolis and others at a nominal quit-rent. The Kolis and Brah» 
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mans of the Kanj village of tho|fihankoda Estate, relying on the decrees obtained 
from Civil Courts and their prescriptive right, stoutly opposed the right of the 
Talukdfirs to increase the rental. But wiser counsels prevailed, and they have 
agreed to pay Ks. I,i00 p(!r annum in lieu of Its. 200 hitherto paid to the 
Tdlukddrs. Such tenacious litigants as those of Kitnj having been prevailed 
upon to give in and acquiesce in the aiTangemcnt proposed by me, it is 
presumed that no difficulty will be experienced in settling other similar questions 
elsewhere. 

02. In cunnection with the working of Section 31 of the Talukdari Act 
during the year under re])Oit, I may observe that tliere were at the close of the 
past year 24 applications covering its. 1,61,061 for permission to borrow money 
on the security of the estates and 20 new applications covering lls. 63,633 were 
received, making a total of fifty-three applications covering Us. 2,24,604. In 21 
cases sanction was given to the borrowing of Bs. 99,825. Tliirtetsn applications 
for Rs. 30,540 were rejected and 19 for Rs. 94,329 remained under enquiry 
at the close of the year. In cases in which sanction was given to the hoiTovnng of 
money on the security of estatiis, searching enquiries were made to chock reckless 
borrowing and revival of dormant claims. 

63. In paragraph 77 of the last year’s Report I had dwelt at some length upon 
the advantages of the Puldchhuth system as affording an effectual moans of rescu¬ 
ing embarrassed estates. I still adhere to tlui opinion then expressed, that this 
kind of temporar)' alienation is on the whole favourable to the debtor, though its 
application to some easi.^s presents at times certain difliculties. Tho creditor has 
first of all to be counted until, and often times bo proves a tough man to deal 
u"ith. Tho expedient of handing ovor an estate to a creditor, o\'en temporarily, 
should h(i resorted to only when all other remedies fail Lately, liowever, capi- 
tali.st8 have lieen manifesting a dixsire to accommodate the Talukdars on easy terms. 
As the Tdliikdiirs who apply for sanction to borrow largii siims of money on the 
security of their estates hove to hand ovei' the managmnent of the mortgaged 
property to tills Depaiiment under Section 28 of'the Ikilulidfii’i Act, tho creditors 
consider their investments .safe and evince their readiness to lend money at 6 
and 7 P'U’ cent., u hidi is half the rate (liey rormerly charged. Under tlio present 
favouralrlo circninstances for money-borrowing it is manifestly more profitalile 
to pay oti old debts by fresli loaris on easier terms tlian to pat the creditor in 
possession of property for a specilied term.

the year t.bo management of 24 estates 
was transferred to tliis Diqxxrtment under 
(lOvernmeni, sanction. Ilie total number 
of estates managed nrider this section is 
87. Tb(v tigures in the marginal table 
show that tho Talukdars have begun to 
appreciate tho benefits of Government 
management. The settlement of the 
Sadiltjmra debts, referred to in paragraph 
3t abov'e, shows liow an estate can be 
saved froi.n total ruin by the applicarion 
of Section 28 of the Act. 


65, Tliero were twelve panition cases pending at tliobcgimung of the yv^ar 
and six new apjiiications were received, making a total of eigbtomi. t)f these five 
xvertv (lispo.sod of, and seven await disposal, p.auiimg the jireparatioii and verifica¬ 
tion of siatenients sliovving the number and area of the fields in the possession and 
enjoyment of the several clainiants. In the remaining six cases, u hichwvwe tiled 
in March and April, the usual notices luive hiven issued and they will bo taken in 
hand on my next visit to the Taluka. This mode of Siittling partition cases has 
given general statisfaofi(,)n, as it saves considerable expense and trouble. 


Miscellaneous. 


66. Three boundary disputes wero pending at the beginning of tho year. 
The Manipur and Palodiya dispute has reached its final stage after five hearings 
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and a decision will soon be delivered. The Moti Born and Cambay dispute was 
settled on the spot in the presence of the Divan of Cambay and the Talukddrs 
of Moti Boru. The line fixed by Mr. Beyts in 1861' was traced and the parties 
concei’ned have been asked to put the necessary pillars. Encamping at Navdgam 
I inspected the disputed land in the Pipli and Cambay case in the presence of 
the Divan of Cambay and the Talukdars of Pipli, and heard what the parties 
had to say on the subject. The Cambay State claims a large area of land on 
the we.st side of the Sabarmati extending over an area of more than six mihis. 
After inspection of the land it was found necessary to compile statements and 
maps showing the changes that have taken place in the course of the Sabarmati 
since Captain Cruikshank’s survey in 1823. The case will again be taken up 
as soon as tlie required information is ready.

Mr. Bhimhhai held charge of the Talukdari Setllemout Olliec throughout 
the year. 

2. His tour was almost entirely mainly confined to the Ahmedalaad Dis¬ 
trict, which demanded greater attention. The Irighoti system was introduced 
during the year in some of the important estates of the Chuval in tlie 
Viramgam Taluha and in Gamph, and it is hopc'd that the long-standing family 
disputes of the Thakfirdas have been set, at rest. 'I'liese estates are no\v 
managed under Section 28 of tlie Talukdari Act, 'Pho season was only 
modirratc, the rainfall being unevenly distributed, while low prices prevailed 
everywhere. 

3. The average payment towards tlur liquidation of debts under Act VI 
of 1802 in Ahmcdabad ha,s fallen from loa; per cent, to G‘8. These small 
figures are due to the unfavourable nature of the .season, and are mainly due 
to the small returns from the Diiandlmka Tuluka, where a number of estates paid 
little or nothing during the year, and three are lit to bi? sold, A glances at 
Appendix 1 will sliow that out of a total of Ofl estates under nianagoment, 2 
estates paid over 60 per cent, 3 between 20 and 60 per cent., and 0 more than 
10 per cent. 

4. The Kaira estates have, on the other hand, made very good progress and 
have on an average paid off 17-G poi' cent, of their debts. In addition ^ estates 
have been liquidated, leaving 20 under management. 

6. Of the two estates in Broach, reduction of debt was made only for 
the Magnad estate, which is prospering, and will sliorlly bo free from debt. 

6. The management of minors’ estates lias l)een attcndcjd with .suecoss 
throughout the year. The estates of Gangad and Dakor appear to be emerg¬ 
ing from their troubles. The affairs of the Matar estate, however, still await 
the resiilt of the prolonged litigation, which h.as now reached the Privy Council. 
The estate of the Thakor of Jhanor is being handed over to him with a balance 
of Es. 1,31,000. ^ All the other estates arc to a greater or less degree thriviu". 
The number of minors lias decreased by one, leaving 47 minors and 35 estates.^* 

7 . Tbe number of estates under Section 320 of the Civil Procedure Code 
has fallen from 297 to 282, and that of attached estate.s has increased by one, 
making a total of 0. ^ 'I’lio largo reduction of Rs. 2,40,925 in the amount of 
decretal debts to be paid is commendable. A sum of Es. 38,101 was paid olf 
to creditors, and debts of the Gangad estate amounting to Rs. 60,899 and of 
Sadatpura to the extent of Es. 27,500, wore discharged by private settlement. 
Tbe remaining decrease is duo to darkhasts being returned for want of Govern¬ 
ment sanction to the sale of Government estates. Nearly all tbe estates are 
in a fairly promising situation except iiaoliavi in Dhandliuka, which has long 
been almost beyond hope. 

8. Tbe number of miscellaneous estates has risen from 41 to 92; 87 of 
these are managed under Section 28 of Act VI of 1888. It is most satisfactory 
to note that tbe affairs of the estate of Sadatpura, wliicb have so long been 
regarded as hopeless, have now been put in a fair way of settlement, entirely 
through the efforts of the Department. The Talukdari Settlement Ollioer’a 
arrangements as regards Gamph and Bankhoda have been most judicious.

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9. The arrears due to Govornmeijt on account t)f the jama of the villages 
under the revenue charge of the Talukdari Settlement Officer aggregate 
Rs. 11,559, which are chiefly due from Navda in Dhandhuha (Its. 7,5S7) and 
some of the villages in Dliolka, whose incomes have fallen below their revised 
jama. The facts have heen already reported to Government, and there is nothing 
more to add. 

10. The state of the boundary marks and the work in tho Mdmlatdars’ 
kacheris in connection with this Department are rejmrtcd to he satisfactory. 

11. The revision settlement work of the Alimedabad District has now been 
finished and orders regarding the ranch Mahdls will he shortly announced. It 
is hoped that the ])reparatiori of tlie Survey ilegisters under Section 5 of the Act 
will not be long delayed. 

12. The education and training of the sous of the Tdlukdars continues to 
receive careful attention. Tlie .Jubilee Institute in Ahmedabad is said to bo a 
comfortable home for the boys and the Talukdars coming occasionally to the 
city. 'I'he Institute has a fund of Ids. 24,400. Mr. Dhimhhai's scheme for the 
enlistment of some of these boys into the Police is not yeFready. 

13. The number of deci'cos received for execution is st(!adily decreasing, 
only 48 being received against 93 in the previous year. The payments to credi¬ 
tors also show a decided improvement, being 7*1 per cent, against ft-9. The com¬ 
parative table in paragraph 49 of the report clearly testifies to the immense 
benefit accruing to the Talukdars under the of)e! atlou of the Act. 

14. The short collection of the year, due to the unfavourable season, has 
caused the amount of outstandings to he increased, as well as tho percentage of 
cost of management. Much of tlie outstandings are irreoovorahle, 

15. The Talukddri Settlement Officer has made satisfactory arrangements 
for the management of the Thakarda estates in the Clmval and for the increased 
quit-rent paid to them by their tenants. The question of introducing a 
detailed survey of tenants’ holdings suggested by Government in paragraph 9 of 
Government Resolution No. 2222, dated 26th March last, is being inquired into, 
and its adoption will further simplify the relations between the Talukddr and 
tenant. 

16. Cases coming up for the partition of estates appear to have been dis¬ 
posed of to the satisfaction of the parties concerned. There wore 18 oases agaiust 
14 last year. 

17. The boundary disputes of the past year approach early settlement, with 
the exception of that hetwcou Pipliand Cambay, which is under consideration. 

18. The continued success of Mr, Bhirahhai’s administration is to be 
ascribed to the zeal and conscientious care applied by him to all the numerous 
details of his duty.

Memorandum from the Commissioner, N. D., No. 852, dated 2Gtli January 1900—Forward¬ 
ing with his remarks a letter No. 275, dated 14th Septcmbor 1899, from the Tdlukdttii 

Settlement OfEcer, who submits his report on the administration of the Tdluktldii 

Settlement Department for the year 1898-99. 

Resolution. —The Annual Report of the Talukdtiri Settlement Officer 
for the year 1898-99 has been carefully reviewed by the Commissioner, N. D., 
whose remarks meet with the general concurrence of Government. The report 
bears ample evidence of the benefits conferred on the Ttilukdars not only by the 
working of the Acts but also by the personal advice and help of the Tdlukdari 
Settlement Officer. 

2. 1 he number of estates managed by the Ualukdiiri Settlement Officer 
under the Encumbered Estates Acts daring the year under report was 59 as 
compa'^ed. with 65 in 1897-98. The total income of these estates during 1898-99, 
including the previous year’s balance in hand, was Rs. 1,07,991 against 
Rs. 1,15,048 in the preceding year, and the amount utilized towards the settle¬ 
ment of debt was about 27 per cent, of the income against 38 per cent.* in 
1897-98. The falling off in the year of report is fully accounted tor by the 
unfavourableness of the season ; indeed the progress made in the Kaira Estates 
was very rapid, and if continued at the same rate, will result in the relief from 
debt in a very few years of all the estates of that district. 

The total income of all other estates under the management of the 
Talukdari Settlement Officer, including past years’ balances in hand, fell in the 
year of report to Rs. 9,66,441 from Rs. 10,03,495 of the preceding year. It is 
decidedly satisfactory that the amount paid to creditors rose to 13 per cent, of 
the income as against the corresponding proportion (9 per cent.) in 1897-9?. 

3. The gross demand for all the estates under the Talukdari Settlement 
Officer in 1898-99 amounted to Rs. 8,06,734 as compared with Rs. 7,68,061 in 
1897-98. The demand, thus, showed a substantial increase of nearly Rs. 38,000 
as compared with the previous year—but the collections did not increase in pro¬ 
portions—and outstandings now constitute no less than 19 per cent, of the gross 
demand. It is to be feared that during the current year they will owing to the 
famine he larger still. But it \& primd facie inadvisable that the percentage of 
outstandings should increase from year to year. Previous years’ outstandings 
which are considerable should be promptly written off when ascertained to be 
irrecoverable. 

4. The table given in paragraph 49 of the report, showing the number of 
decrees and darkhasts received during the year, illustrates in a striking manner 
the beneficent influence exercised by the Act in restraining reckless borrowing. 
But the present report shows once more how very much depends on the personal 
initiation of the Talukdari Settlement Officer. Mr. Bhimbhai has shown marked 
ingenuity and Judgment in settling the affairs of several estates the affairs of 
which had been reduced to lamentable confusion and embarrassment. His success 
in obtaining loans at 6 and even 5 per cent, wherewith to meet debts running 
at usurious interest stands out in contrast to the difficulties experienced by the 
Manager of Encumbered Estates in Sind in obtaining money in the open market 
for similar purposes. 
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' 5. The jama settlement of the Ahmedabad estates is concluded ; that of 
the Panch Mahrfls estates has still to be taken up. The Tahikdari Settlement 
Officer has also undertaken the important duty of completing the alienation 
registers. The progress of this work will no doubt be noticed in the next 
report. Mr. Bhimbhdi's reports on the (piestions of the introduction of the 
detailed survey of tenants’holdings in TiilukdAri Estates and the enrolment of 
young Talukd^rs in the Police are awaited. 

6. His Excellency the Governor in Council concurs cordially in the com¬ 
mendations bestowed by the Honourable Mr. Lely on Mr. Bhimbhai for the 
efficient administration of his Department.

Ahmedabad, 37th April 1901. 
Sir, 

I have the honour to submit my report on the Administration of the 
Talukdari Settlement Department for the year 1899-1900, 

2. I held charge of the office throughout the year. 

3. Owing to the prevalence of famine during the year I had to make an early 
and a rapid tour in all the four districts in my charge, and I therefore started 
very early in September 1899 for the Viramgdra Taluka, where the Chuval 
Thakardas had begun to show some signs of unrest and uneasiness. 

4. The first step which I took under the circumstances was to suggest 
to the Collector the opening of small tank works at convenient centres in the 
Chuval where they could obtain relief, and to secure from that officer the con¬ 
cession of utilizing the water from tanks, ndla's, &c., free of charge, for raising 
fodder crops for the use of cattle. Help was also given to the Thdkai'dasby the 
grant of tagdvi and .subsistence money and I am glad to say that the steps taken 
proved sucoes-sful, inasmuch as no serious offence was committed anywhere by 
these ignorant people. 

5. The widening of the Doig’s ditch was also commenced soon afterwards 
under my own supervision in its initial stage, and after that was put in working 
order I went on to Sanand, Dholka and Dhandhuka, where I distributed tagdvi, 
arranged tor the muintenance of tlic Tdtukdara and persuaded them to go to the 
river-side villages to rai.se fodder and other crops in selected areas by means of 
irrigation in partnership with their friends and relations for their own support 
and that of their cattle. Not a few followed my advice, and as a result distress 
was partially mitigated and many cattle and human lives were saved. 

6. After touring in the Ahmedabad District and settling matters there, I 
spent two months in the Kaira and Broach Districts, whore I made similar 
arrangements, distributing loans and tagdvi. In April I again visited Dhan¬ 
dhuka, Viranigam and Gogha, In June I visited Sanand and Broach and 
roniaincd thereafter at head-quarters to direct tin; tagdvi operations in the 
various scattered talukas in the different di.stricts and to purchase bullocks and 
distribute them among Talukdari tenants. Maps showing my tour arc appended. 

7. During my tour I visited almost all the large relief w'orks, some of thorn 
twice or thrice, enquired into the condition of the workers, and communicated 
the results of my observations to the officers concerned, who readily considered 
my suggestions and carried them out wherever possible. 

The Season. 

8. The outlook at first was hopeful and the laud was prepared for cultiva¬ 
tion, as usual, in full expectation of a favourable season. The monsoon broke 
about the middle of June and fairly good rain, sufficient and seasonable for 
kharif sowing, fell in the second and third weeks. July and August passed 
practically without rain except in a few yilaces, wdiere it amounted to about an 
inch or so. There wa,s hardly any raiu afterwards, and all hopes of obtaining 
kharif and rahi crops disappeared. 
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9. Credit ceased entirely and even well-to-do rayats began to be apprehen¬ 
sive as, having sold away all their surplus stock of grain and fodder, they found 
thenaselves unable to maintain themselves or their cattle. Many sold away all 
their utensils, ornaments and other valuables and lived for a time on the sale- 
proceeds of these articles, and when all their resources were exhausted they 
resorted to the relief works as common labourers, regardless of their social posi¬ 
tion. 

10. The silver ornaments were purchased by some town Banias at half the 
value owing to the reduced price of silver and sent to the centres of trade where 
they were melted and converted into bar for transmission to Bombay. A very 
large amount of business was done, as I found on per.<»onal enquiry that four firms 
of Ahmedabad (out of more than a hundred), which in ordinary years purchased 
silver worth a Idkh of rupees in all,* bought silver worth twelve Idkhs of rupees 
by the end of December 1900. 

11. With all their efforts to save cattle the cultivators could not save more 
than thirty per cent, of milch cattle and sixty per cent, of plough cattle. The 
total loss is estimated at two crores and sixty-two Ukhs of rupees, at the lowest 
calculation, iii the four districts of Gujarat. The mortality among cows, 
buffaloes and young stock was greater than that among the work cattle. The 
province of Gujardt received its supply of work cattle mostly from Kdnkrej, 
Eddhanpur, Palanpur and the Baroda Districts, but these sources have now failed, 
having suffered as much as the Gujarat Districts, and out districts have to depend 
on Batlam, Sihor and other places in Central India, which can but very in¬ 
adequately supply their wants. 

12. The principal measures taken for the preservation of cattle were (l) 
the grant of advances for the purchase of fodder and the raising of fodder crops, 
(2) the importation and sale of fodder at cheap rates, (3) transportation of cattle 
from the affected districts to the forest gra^^ng areas of Thdna, Dharampur, 
Ndndod, &c., (4) opening of forests for free grazing, and (5) establishment of cattle 
camps. 

13. Mortality became alarming in May when cholera broke out at many 
relief works, and in November and December the fever mortality averaged one- 
fourth of the population in some villages. River-side villages suffered most 
owing probably to the contamination of water by dead bodies said to have been 
thrown in the rivers. The fever mortality made considerable havoc, and some 
old people attributed it to insufficient and unwholesome food and the noxious 
exhalations from putrefying animal substances. 

14). The effects of the famine will not be forgotten for years to come, so 
far as the appearance of the country is concerned. The. whole' country is almost 
denuded of shady and magnificent trees which once afforded shelter to many a 
weary traveller, and even fruit-trees, wffiich are cared for by the owners not so 
much for the means they afford them of paying their revenue to Government, 
as for the peculiar sanctity in which they are held, have been ruthlessly cut 
down, branches, trunks and all, by needy way-farcrs. What were once pleasant 
camping grounds are now so many dry and dreary places with absolutely nothing 
to relieve the eye. 

15. The Talukdars of Gujarat were among the most affected by the famine, 
and would have fared still worse had not timely and liberal help been given by 

Government in the shape of loans and tagdvi. 
In all Rs. 5,49,324) were given as tagdvi, and 
loans andRs. 1,68,000 were distributed from the 
Central Charity Funds in the Tdlukddri villages, 
besides large sums given by the Missionaries. In 
the Ahmedabad District alone Rs. 3,54,480, or 86 
per cent, of the Government dues for 1899-1900 were suspended, while liberal 
suspensions were also granted in the Kaira and Broach Districts. 

16. In the distribution of tagdvi attention was specially directed to pro¬ 
viding the cultivators with seed and plough cattle, which were specially needed 
with the approach of monsoon. Bullocks could not be procured locally, and they 
were, therefore, imported from well-stocked parts like Ratldin, Ujjain, Sihor and

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other adjacent places. Very little cash tagdoi for the purchase of plough 
bullocks was given to individual cultivators as they had neither the means nor 
the capacity to bring in cattle from distant places, and were likely to misspend 
the money. 'J’he animals were brought down at reduced railway rates and 
examined and approved by experts lik^e Mr. P. R. Mehta of the Survey Depart¬ 
ment. The bullocks were then distributed among the Tdlukdiirs and their cul¬ 
tivators under my own supervision, and on my subsequent visit to the talukas I 
satisfied myself that the animals were well cared for and that they remained in 
the hands of cultivators. Nearly 2,600 bullocks worth Rs. 84,000 (Rs. 72,244 
tagdvi and Rs. 11,766 out of charity grants) were thus purchased and distributed 
among the tenants, bringing about 30,000 acres under the plough. These im¬ 
ported bullocks compare favourably in some respects with the inferior breed of 
these parts, and being capable of more sustained work than home bullocks, they 
will be more largely imported should occasion arise. 

Statistics. 

17. In the absence of any realization of revenue during the year owing to 
famine, much of the statistical information regarding the financial position of 
the estates under management, which usually appears in the -annual reports of 
this Department, has been omitted in the present report. The bhdgbatM system 
being in force in many estates, and the crops having totally failed in most of the 
Talukdari villages, there was no revenue for collection, and except in a few 
estates the receipts were practically nil. The levy bf Government dues and the 
recovery of the cost of the office establishment were suspended, nothing was paid 
to creditors and what little balance there was at the commencement of the famine 
year was used up in giving subsistence to the Talukdars and their families. 
Appendix V, which usually embodies all this information, has not therefore been 
submitted, as its compilation would have served little useful purpose in the 
absence of its most important items. The statements which appear in the body 
of the report {vide paragraphs 8, 53, 64, 56 and 67 of report for 1898-99) and 
which are dependent on Appendix V have also been omitted for the reasons 
above stated. In view of the orders contained in Government Resolution No. 
1966, dated 3rd April 1901,1 have thought it advisable not to encumber the 
present report with statements in which it is not possible to incorporate the chief 
items. Statements I to IV and VI and VII are appended. 

Dneumbered Estates* 

IS. Ahmedabad—At the end of 1898-99 there were 36 estates under 
management under Act VI of 1862. No estate was released from management 
under the Act, Except a small sum of Rs. 352 paid to creditors in the com¬ 
mencement of the year, no payments were made during the year on account of 
debt settlement. The balance of debt at the end of the year wasRs. 1,74,864, of 
which Rs. 1,49,816 represent the debt due to Government and Rs. 25,048 the 
amount to be paid to creditors. The recovery by sale of the full amounts due 
by the estates of Bagad, Khokhernesh and Jhdnjharka (referred to in paragraph 
2 of Government Resolution No, 2222, dated 26th March 1899) has been post¬ 
poned till the effects of the famine are over, 

19. Kaira—There were 20 estates under management at the end of the 
last year. No estate was released during the year, and the number under 
management remained the same at the end of the year. Nothing was paid to 
Government or to creditors during the year on account of the famine. Out of 
Ks. 88,666 which remain unpaid, Rs. 4,S63 are due to private creditors and 
Rs. 83,803 to Government. The Kaira estates steadily paid off Government 
advances up to now, but the famine will retard the debt settlement for some years 
to come. 

20. Broach—There were two estates under management as in the year 
before. There were no debts due to Government and nothing was paid to pri¬ 
vate creditors on account of the famine. The total balance remaining unpaid 
at the end of the year was Rs. 11,570. 

Kinors’ Estates. 

21. There were 47 minors under my charge at the beginning of the year 
under report, 7 were added and 2 released, leaving at the close of the year 52 
holding 35 estates. Of these 46 are in Ahmedabad, 4 in Kaira and 2 in Broacli.

22. Kervada.—This estate consists of vdnta lands in the Broach District 
and its management dates from 1896. It is the most prosperous estate under 
the management of this Department, and the young Thdkor is one of the 
best-behaved mind's under my charge. The large balance of the estate having 
been invested in landed property, some difficulty was experienced during the 
famine in defraying the current expenses, and in paying tagdvi to the tenants. 
The estate nevertheless was able to givfe prompt and effectual assistance to its 
tenants in the shape of tagdvi, including 170 bullocks. The opening balance of 
the estate was Us. 9,715, its income Rs. 4,115 and its expenditure its. 13,581, 
leaving a closing balance of Rs. 249, besides Rs. 1,18,759 invested in landed 
property. It will be seen that the figures are certainly below the average in¬ 
come and expenditure of an estate which yields on an average from Rs. 50 to 
Rs. 60,000 per annum, but it is hoped that with the means at its command the 
estate will rapidly recover from the effects of the famine. 

23. Ga'ngad.—.The litigation in connection with the succession to this 
estate has closed with the rejection of the application for review presented to 
the High Court by Devising, one of the claimants. The scheme for the liquida¬ 
tion of the heavy debts of the estate was working satisfactorily, but the occur¬ 
rence of the famine has upset our calculations, and the payment of instalments 
will be delayed till the estate recovers from the effects of the famine. I fear 
it will be necessary to sell a few vdntm, i.e., alienated lands in Government 
villages, to pay off the large debts. The estate suffered heavily on account of 
the famine, and the management and maintenance expenses were paid out of the 
grant of Rs. 8,000 sanctioned under Government Resolution No. 1228, dated 
‘.ind March 1900. The step-grandmother of the minor who is entrusted with 
the guardianship of his person has been acting very indiscreetly. She has 
contracted the boy’s betrothal without consulting either the District Court or 
the Tdlukdari Settlement Officer and has raised money to meet her own private 
expenses. It will probably he found necessary to apply to the Court to remove 
her from the charge of the minor’s person if she continues to e.xhibit the same 
disregard for his true interests. 


24. Rojka—This estate came under management in 1880 with a debt of 
Rs. 50,000, which has been paid off. The investments in Government paper 
amounting to Rs. 3,000, have been used in defraying current expenses in the 
absence of any income during the famine year. The minor has been associated 
with the management of the estate, and seems to be doing fairly well. 

25. Dholka—The minor is a Kasbdti Tdlukdar of the Dholka Taluka and 
the estate consists of 4 villages. The minor is being educated at Ahmed¬ 
abad. 


26. The Ahiredahad £ayad..^Tbe estate consists of 4 alienated villages 
in Jimagad managed by the Darbar, and of the village of Vasodra and some 
houses in the Ahmedabad District managed by this Department. No income 
was derived during the famine year; and the total expenditure of Rs. 2,528 
was met out of the last year’s closing balance of Rs. 3,718. The minor resides 
in Ahmedabad. 


27. Da'kor—This estate belongs to minor Gopalrao Manohar, by caste a 
Deshastha Brahmin, who is the indmddr of the villages of Dakor and Kanjri 
in the Kaira District and the hereditary manager of the celebrated temple of 
Ddkor. Though the litigation between the ShevaJes of the temple and the minor 
indmddr has been closed by the decision of the Privy Council in the latter’s favour, 
the Shemks hamper the management by constantly petitioning the Court, asking 
for a modification of the scheme of management. The local Gomti tank, which 
had dried up during the drought, has been greatly improved during the year of 
famine by the orders of Government, and when well filled will prove verv usetul 
to the pilgrims resorting to its banks. 



28. Nadia'd-—This prosperous estate belongs to two minors, Kishordas 
and Kalidds, Kanbi Patidars of Nadiad. It consists of lands in some 20 
villages of the Nadiad, A'nand and Matar Tdlukas of the Kaira District, and 
came under management in 1890. It has to its credit Rs. 19,000 invested in 
landed property. The minors are intelligent, but are liable to be led away by 
evil advisers. 

29. Na'vda—This estate consists of lands in several Talukdari villages 
of the Dhandhuka Taluka and belonged to the late minor, Mohan Nathu, the son 
of a wealthy Bania. The minor died in Pebruary 1899, and an application has 
been presented to the District Court for the guardianship of the young widow, 
who is likely to be duped by her greedy relatives, 

30. Mogar—This estate in the A'nand Taluka of the Kaira District was 
transferred to this Department for management by the Collector of Kaira, who 
has been appointed guardian. 'L'he minor is 16 years old ajid is a Kanbi by 
caste. 


Estates under Sections 320 and 504 of the Civil Procedure Code- 
Si. The number of estates under management under Section 320 of tlie 
Civil Procedure Code was 282 against 297 during the last year. Twenty-seven 
new estates were added, while 4 were released from management, leaving a. 
total of 305. Tliere were also 6 estates under attachment under Section 501 
of the Civil Procedure Code, and none having been released during the year, the 
number remained the same as in the previous year. 


The amount of debts due on decrees transferred for execution under 
Sections 320 and 322A of the Civil Procedure 
Code remaining unpaid at the close of the year 
was Rs. 6,73,838, as detailed in the marginal 
table, against Rs. 6,55,948 during the last year. 
The increase is accounted for by the fact that 
new decrees to the amount of Rs. 1,31,184 * were 
received during the year, while nothing was paid 
to the creditors on account of the famine. As 
stated in paragraph 30 of the last yearns report, 
steps were taken to settle the claims of the chief 
embarrassed estates, but owing to famine not much progress was made in that 
direction, and it is feared that the settlement will be delayed for some time to 
come.

33. There were 357 Talukdari villages in Ahmedabad under the revenue 
charge of this office. Their Jama, including Local Pund Cess, amounted to 
Rs. 3,94,759, out of which the recovery of Rs. 3,54,480 has been suspended by 
Government Resolution No. 6840, dated the 19th September 1900. The mea¬ 
sures taken for the relief of distress have been described in paragraphs 15 and 
16 above. The Talukdars have suffered heavily during the famine, and they 
will find considerable difficulty in paying Government dues for the next four 
or five years.

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35. The establishment for the inspection of boundary marks was for the 
most part engaged in famine work. 

36. The preparation of the survey registers under Section 5 of the Talukdari 
Act, the enquiry into alienations and the introduction of a detailed survey of 
te nants’ holdings have been postponed owing to the famine. 

37. The suit filed by the Kasbdtis of Viramgam to establish their owner¬ 
ship over the villages ordered to be resumed by Government in their Resolution 
No. 3943, dated 14th June 1898 is still pending. 

Education and the Jubilee Institute- 


38. It is much to be deplored that the education of the Talukdiir boys 
has suffered to a considerable extent in consequence of the famine. It is most 
essential that the Talukddrs should receive sufficient education not only to enable 
them to take an active interest in their alfairs which require to be looked after 
more closely than those of ordinary landlords, but also to find out other means 
of livelihood, now that their resources have become so much curtailed by the 
famine and minute sub-divisions. The scheme for the enlistment of young 
Thakors in the Police Porce referred to in paragraph 45 of last year’s report is 
receiving due consideration. At present there are six boys attending some local 
schools at Ahmedahad, residing as hoarders in the Jubilee Institute. Others 
receive education in the village schools. The Jubilee Memorial Institute 
continues to prove useful not only to the boys receiving education in the city 
hut also to the Talukdars visiting the city on business. The Institute and its 
funds are managed by a committee of Talukdars presided over by the Talukdari 
Settlement Officer. The fund at present amounts to Rs. 25,000, of which 
Rs. 23,000 are invested in landed property. The expenditure of the Institute 
amounted to Rs. 1,150 during the year. 

Execution of Decrees- 

39. At the close of 1898-99 there were 660 decrees for execution under 
Sections 320 and 322 of the Civil Procedure Code. Of these 488 were received 
from the Courts and 102 under Section 322a. The number of decrees received 
during the year was 90 against 48, 93 and lOO of the last three years. None 
were received,direct. The total number of decrees for execution during the 
year was 740.

44, Owing to the famine no progress was made in the work of executing the 
decrees. Even before the calamity the burden of debt pressed heavily on the 
Tiilukdars and the famine has added considerably to it. For the next four or five 
years, therefore, no progress towards discharging the decreed liabilities is possible, 
the more so because during the famine the Talukdtirs have incurred fresh liabilities 
by accepting tagdvi and incurring fresh debts for the maintenance of themselves 
and families, which form the first charge on their estates. 

45. Owing to a succession of bad seasons the creditors have lost all hopes 
of a speedy recovery of their dues and rather than wait indefinitely for a settle¬ 
ment of their claims they will agree to any compromise which we may offer 
within a reasonable period. The present, therefore, is the time for effecting an 
advantageous settlement of the Tdlukdars, and I am seriously thinking of doing 
it as soon as I find time for it. The result will be communicated to you in a 
separate report. 


Suits- 

46. The total number of suits was twelve, of which three were filed during 
the year under report. Of these one has been withdrawn and five have been 
disposed of—three in favour of this Eepa'rtinent and two against it. The Uteliya 
Jama suit has been withdrawn on the basis of the compromise sanctioned in 
Government Resolution No, dated 20th November 1899. The appeal to 

the Privy Council in the Matar Succession case is still pending, but the Collector 
has been discharged by the Broach District Court from the guardianship of the 
minor. Of the new suits the most important is the one filed by the Dholera Garii- 
sias to establish their ownership to certain jivdi lauds in Dholera and their right 
to the exemption from payment of Summary Settlement or other Government 
charge on the land in their possession. The suit is pending in the District Court 
of Ahmedabad. 


Miscellaneous Estates and working of the Act* 

47. There were 92 estates under management at the close of the last year. 
A very large number came under management during the year on account of the 
famine, the owners having availed themselves of Section 28 of the Talukdari Aet 
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for receiving #a( 7 rtvj for themselves and tenants. The work and the responsi¬ 
bility of this Department have been greatly increased in consequence. Of the 
total number of estates, 146 are in Ahmcdabad, 50 in Kaira and 13 in IBroach. 
The principal estates arc described below. 

48. Ga'mph.~The estate is second in importance only to the Koth estate, 
and it consists of eight villages with an average revenue of Us. 60,000. Tt came 
under management in 1896 with heavy debts, amounting to Us. 3,2o,S00. The 
scheme for the settlement of the debts sanctioned in Government Uesolution 
No. 8435, dated lOth November 1897, Avas workiug satisfactorily, but the occur¬ 
rence of the famine has upset all calculations, and besides crippling the resources 
of the estate has added-to its already heavy liabilities. During the famine year 
the management and maintenance expenses were defrayed out of the advance of 
Us. 10,000 made by Government {vide Government Uesolution No. 1228 of 
3rd March 1900), as no appreciable revenue Avas deiived dining tlie year. 

49. Bhankoda—This estate comprises eleven-and a-half villages besides 
an alienated village, half of Avhieh is owned by the Fdtdi Darbdi-. It ivas 
formerly managed under Section 320 of tho Civil Prooednre Code, but the 
owners brought it under Section ‘28 of tlie T.-Unkdari Act in 1897. It is indebted 
to the extent of U,s. 90,000 and its liabilities have been fuctlier increased by 
famine, Avhich fell with a peculiarly heavy effect on the impoverished Talukdars 
of the CJmvdl. The management and mainteuanco expenses Avere paid out of 
the grant of Us. 6,000 sanctioned under Government Resolution No. 1228, dated 
3rd March 1900, and tho impoverished sliarcrs were further supported from the 
grant of Us. 30,000 sanctioned under Government Uesolution No. 2231, dated 
10th May last. 

50. As regards other important estates under this head there is nothing 
particular to relate. 

51. Loans and tagdei on easy terms were granted by Government and the 
necessity of borrowing money at usurious rates was avoided. The efficacy of 
tho provisions of Section 31 of the Tdiukdiiri Act in restraining .alienations has 
been amply proved during the famine. In the absence of any such restriction 
on the 'J’iilukdars’ powers of horroiving, much valuable land Avould have been 
heavily encumbered during tho famine, and permanently passed out of tho hands 
of the Talukdars. At a time Avhen the prevention of the alienation of land from 
the hands of cultivators i.s engaging the anxious consideration of Government it 
is gratifying to note that in the case of the Talukdars a great measure of success 
has already been achieved in this direction, and it may help in giving practical 
shape to the beneficent intentions of Government. 

52. In ordinary years apjillcations to borrow money are discouraged except 
in eases of urgency. During the famine, however, the rule has had for obvious 
I’oasons to be relaxed iu order to euablo the Talukdars to lido over the difficulty. 
There were 20 applications to borrow Us. G3,7t5G and sanction under Section 31 
was given to the extent of Us. 18,910. 

53. Of the 13 partition cases, two Avere disposed of and tho others had to 
be kept over owing to the absence of the parties on account of the famine. 

54. Of the three boundary disputes, tA\m AAmre disposed of during the year. 
Tho Manipur-Ualodiya boundary disjmte has been decided {vide Government 
Uesolution No. 6225, dated 20th August 1900). The Moti Born and Cambay 
dispute has also terminated, and the line fixed by IMr. Beyts in 1864 was traced 
and coufirincd. The Ihpli and Cambay case is awaiting disposal and will 
bo taken up as soon as the surveyors are free to pre[)are the maps. The Head 
Surveyor and his subordinates are now employed on famine and other important 
Avork. 

55. Under Govorument Kesolution No. 2492, dated 31st March 1900, I 
have been entrusted with the duty of enquiring into the affairs of Mir Zulfikarali 
Khan of Surat and of preparing a scheme foi- tlie liquidation of his heavy 
debts Avhich amount to Ms. 2,70,472. Accounts have been examined and a 
statement shoAving the liabilities has lieen prepared. The secured di'bts 
amount to Es. 1,41,574, Avhicli will have to be paid in full. Tho unsecured 
debts, amounting in all to Us. 1,34,808, can be reduced to nearly a lakh of rupees, 
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if casli payments are made. I have been negotiating with the Baroda authorities 
and other private individuals for a loan on the mortgage of the villages, failing 
which it will perhaps be necessary to sell away a portion of the property. 

56. I would venture to express my obligation to you for your ever ready 
advice and paternal solicitude for the Talukdars which have greatly helped to 
mitigate their sufferings. I would also offer my thanks to the various district 
officers, particularly Messrs. Gibb and Quin, for their support and sympathy for 
the TAlukdars. I have also much pleasure in mentioning the good work done 
in connection with the famine by the several members of my establishment, 
chiefly the Head Clerk, Mr. Shivshanker. 

57. It needs no mention that since the passing of the Talukddri Act of 
1888 and especially since its provisions have been more widely understood and 
enforced, the work of the Tillukdari Department has been steadily increasing. 
But at no period of its history was it so heavy and complicated as it is at present 
owing to bad seasons culminating in famine which has reduced most of the 
Talukdars to a state of abject destitution. 

58. Seeing the benefits of the management of their estates by this De¬ 
partment, the Tdlukdars now flock to us with petitions under Section 28 of the 
Act and the ordinary establishment with all its energy and application find it 
very difficult to cope with the ever increasing work. The task of supervision is 
by no means an easy one. Practically all the Tiilukdari estates in Gujarat are 
under the management and control of this Department. Even the Thakor of 
Scinand has lately asked us to take the management of his estate under Section 
28 of the Act. 

59. There are at present 612 estates under our management yielding in 
ordinary years a revenue of Rs. 11,60,000, but the effects of the famine are felt 
everywhere and I fear that this revenue will be much curtailed for at least three 
or four years to come. No inconsiderable amount of land has been thrown up 
lately during the famine, and I am taking steps to have it taken up as other¬ 
wise it will be difficult for the Talukdars to pay the Government demand. 
The affairs of most of the large estates, which appeared hopeless at first,* were 
put in a fair way of settlement, but unfortunately the schemes could not be 
carried out in their entirety owing to the famine, and fresh steps w'ill have to be 
taken in the matter. The execution work of a large number of decrees demands 
much anxious consideration lest the condition of the poor Talukdars already so 
miserable should become worse. 

60. Two important administrative measures, which have not as yet made 
any real progress owing to famine and other reasons, will have to be taken in 
hand at an early date. They are the preparation of the survey register under 
Section 5 of tlie Talukddri Act, and the determination of the interests of several 
sharers in the estates and the liability of the sharers to pay Government dues. 
The enquiry into alienations and incumbrances, the carrying out of the orders 
of Government regarding the preparation of a record of tenants’ rights^ and the 
systematic compilation of statistics for future settlements are also measures 
requiring not only a minute knowledge of the survey and various details of 
T^lukd^ri tenures but also much careful consideration and research. 

61. It is needless to repeat bow immensely benefited the Talukdars are 
by the restrictions imposed on alienation. They have been secured in the 
enjoyment of their land which would otherwise have passed entirely in the hands 
of others, reducing them to the condition of mere labourers. The creditors are 
now becoming anxious to have their demands settled soon any how, seeing that their 
chances of making a fair harvest as they bad once expected, have become very re¬ 
mote owing to bad years and famine, and I am thinking of submitting proposals 
for the settlement of their claims in the interest of the Talukddrs.

2, Famine has of course broken down the operations of a department 
which has for its chief object tho payment of debt. Estates have, one and all, 
eked out an existence on their balances or on loans. Practically no revenue 
has been collected from tho tenants or paid by tho Tdlukd^rs to Government 
or to creditors under decree or settlement. 

The only result of the year is fresh debts. 

3. Tho position would have been hopeless but for (1) the relief chiefly in 
the shape of loans and concessions of revenue demand afforded by Government 
and (2) the restriction of the law on alienations. 

4. The newly created situation will tax more than ever the resource of 
the Tdlukdari Settlement OlEcer. Mr. Bhimbhai hopes to effect a revised 
settlement with tho creditors who are now in a mo I to be content with little. 
As a Court of Wards ho may also turn to more advantage the extensive grazing 
grounds which form so largo a part of the Talukdari Estates in Ahmedabad 
now that they are freed from tho tyranny of tho roving grazier. And the 
education and training of the young Tdlukddrs might perhaps be better adapted 
to the part they must play if the country is ever to get out of its present stag¬ 
nation. 

5, Mr. Bhimbhai has exorcised good judgment in cutting down his report 
this year. His duties have been more those of a Famine Officer than anything 
else, and be has performed them with hia usual ability.

Memorandum from the Commissioner, N. D., No. 3891, dated 15th May 1901—Forwarding 
wiih his remarks a letter No. 108, dated 27th April 19 )1, from the TAlukdSri Settle¬ 
ment Officer, who submits his report on the administration of the Talukddri Settle¬ 
ment Department for the year 1899-1900. 


RESottTTioN. —This report deals with the year 1899-1900 and is submitted 
eight months later than usual. The delay is no doubt due to the absorption 
of the TAlukdhri Settlement Officer in duties in connection with the famine in 
regard to which the Governor in Couneil concurs in the commendation bestowed 
by the Commissioner, N. D., upon -vir. Bhimbbii. 

2. It is reported that the effect of the famine has been to increase the 
liabilities of the Talukddrs, to render it difficult for them to pay the Govern¬ 
ment demand, and to postpone for several years all progress towards the 
settlement of their debts. No information, however, is to be found in the report 
or the appendices regarding these increased liabilities, and the important 
Appendix V has been omitted entirely. This omission is explained in 
paragraph 17 to be due to the “absence of any realization of revenue during 
the year,” bub it is presumed that some of the 450 estates must have been able 
to contribute to some extent to the maintenance oliarges which should have 
been entered in column 12 of that Appendix. 

3. A sura of Rs 5,49,324 was distributed as tagavi, and the effect of these 
loans and the debts incurred from other sources upon the financial condition of 
each estate should have been shown. 

4. The Tdlukdiiri Settlement Officer has the support of the Commis¬ 
sioner, N. D., in the opinion that the restrictions on the rights of alienation of 
the Tdlukddrs have proved to be most beneficial in these critical times. Great 
value attaches to the experience so gained, and Mr, Bhimbbii and the 
Honourable Mr. Lely should be requested to report whether in spite of the 
curtailment of the security they had to offer the Talukd.ars succeeded in 
obtaining accommodation to a considerable extent from the mone^y-lenders. It 
is understood that some of the advances made were for subsistence of the 
Tdlukdiirs and their Jamilies. 

5. The 3 'ear 1900-1901 has closed, and the Governor in Council requests 
that in the report now due the Talukdari Settlement O Hcer will supply the 
information which has been omitted from the report under review. A statistical 
summary should be added showing the progress towards the settlement of debts 
which was achieved during the normal years previous to the famine, and so far 
as possible an estimate should be given of the general effects of this disaster, 
and the rate of progress that may be expected in the future.
